Brevities. 

The  business  premises  of  Mr.  George  Cox,  druggist, 
96  West  Street,  Sheffield,  were  broken  into  on  October  5,  and 
stock  to  the  value  of  8/.  was  stolen. 

A  slight  fire  occurred  on  September  28  in  the  warehouse  of 
Messrs.  Forrest  Livesey  &  Co.,  chemists  and  druggists,  in 
Brown  Street,  Preston,  but  the  flames  were  extinguished 
before  any  great  damage  was  done. 

A  carman  named  Gilby  was  committed  for  trial  at  the 
Thames  Police  Court  on  October  2,  charged  with  stealing 
twenty  cases  of  coffee-essence,  ten  cases  of  wax,  and  six  cases 
of  indiarabber,  total  value  85/.  Two  men,  named  Steel  and 
Skidmore  respectively,  were  committed  at  the  same  time  on 
a  charge  of  receiving  the  goods. 

At  the  weekly  meeting  of  the  London  County  Council  on 
Tuesday,  the  Improvements  Committee  reported  that  Mr. 
I.  H.  S.  Lewin,  chemist,  167  Mare  Street,  Hackney,  had  been 
awarded  60/.  for  fixtures,  and  rent  amounting  to  58/.  15s.  lOd. 
was  remitted,  for  compulsory  removal  in  connection  with  a 
public  improvement  at  Mare  Street. 

The  local  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has 
written  to  the  Tunbridge  Wells  Town  Council  suggesting  the 
formation  of  classes  in  chemistry,  pharmacy,  materia  medica, 
and  botany  in  connection  with  the  technical-education  move- 
ment. The  Town  Council  on  October  1  decided  that  two 
members  should  consult  with  Messrs.  A.  E.  Hobbs,  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  ani  G.  W.  Howard,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
on  the  matter. 

At  an  inquiry  held  on  October  2  at  Poplar,  touching  the 
death  of  William  Thomas  Main  (50),  foreman  at  Odams's 
Chemical-works,  Silvertown,  it  was  stated  that  deceased  was 
carrying  an  open  pail  containing  acid  at  the  works,  when  he 
fell  on  the  asphalte  floor  on  his  back.  The  acid  went  all 
over  him  and  some  down  his  throat.  He  was  removed  to  the 
hospital,  where  he  died  a  week  later.  The  jury  expressed 
the  opinion  that  covered  utensils  should  be  used  for  carrying 
acids. 

Antoine  Joseph  Forest,  chenrcal-manufacturer,  of  208  Rue 
de  Haerne,  Ecterbeck,  Brussels,  again  appeared  at  the 
Mansion  House  Police  Court,  on  October  3,  charged  with 
obtaining  660/.  from  Mr.  Hy.  Hollinghurst,  chemical-manu- 
facturer, of  Fenchurch  Street,  E.C.,  in  connection  with 
contracts  for  the  purchase  of  quantities  of  basic  slag.  The 
previous  hearing  was  reported  in  last  week's  issue  (page  577), 
and,  after  further  evidence,  defendant  was  committed  for  trial 
at  the  Central  Criminal  Court. 

Collese  of  Preceptors'  Examinations. 

We  observe  that  for  the  certificates  of  this  body  the 
examinations  to  be  held  in  July  and  December,  1903,  will 
include,  for  the  second  class,  English,  Shakespeare's 
"  Macbeth,"  Acts  L,  II.,  and  III. ;  Latin,  Cassar's  "  Gallic  War," 
Book  IV.,  and  Virgil's  "  YEneid,"  Book  VI.,  1-493. 

Analysts'  Appointments. 

Mr.  W.  Thompson  has  been  appointed  public  analyst  to 
Stockport  Town  Council. 

Mr.  George  Pilkington,  F.I.C.,  has  resigned  the  position  of 
borough  analyst  for  Bury. 

Mr.  Harry  Silvester,  public  analyst  for  West  Bromwich,  has 
been  appointed  analyst  for  Dudley,  vice  Mr.  Vaughan  Hughes, 
resigned.    He  commences  his  duties  at  Christmas. 

Mr.  F.  Bedford,  B.Sc,  son  of  Dr.  C.  F.  Bedford,  has  left 
Sleaford  this  week  to  take  up  an  appointment  as  analyst  of 
oils  in  the  German  Government  Laboratory  at  Halle. 


Henry  Heath.  Hellier,  C.B.XT. 

Henry  Heath,  alias  Henry  Heath  Hellier,  alias  Henry 
Hellyer,  of  Heath  House,  Lydd,  has  again  been  proceeded 
against  by  the  Public  Prosecutor  for  offences  under  the 
Bankruptcy  Act  by  obtaining  credit  to  the  extent  of  over 
20/.  without  informing  his  creditors  that  he  is  an  undis- 
charged bankrupt.  Heath  was  arrested  on  September  30, 
and  was  brought  before  the  Lydd  Bench  on  October  4  and 
remanded  in  custody  until  October  8.  On  being  apprehended 
on  a  warrant  he  remarked,  "  Oh,  yes ;  I  know  all  about  it !  " 
Heath  has  been  continuing  his  system  of  trading  since  he 
was  discharged  from  prison  in  the  spring  of  1899,  and  quite 
recently  he  took  up  the  role  of  a  moneylender,  and  adver- 
tised his  calling  in  a  local  paper  in  the  following  terms  : — 

Persons  in  difficulties,  financial  or  otherwise,  may  consult  Mr. 
Henry  Heath,  C.B.U.,  Heath  House,  Lydd.  Mr.  Heath's  London 
agent,  Mr.  Clement  Agate,  C.A.,  on  receipt  of  wire  or  letter, 
attends  immediately  to  urgent  London  matters.  It  is  well  known 
that  creditors  interviewed  before  proceedings  are  taken  will  agree 
to  almost  any  proposal  put  before  them.  It  is  an  axiom  in  city 
circles,  if  you  are  in  any  trouble,  pecuniary  or  otherwise,  see 
Brother  Clement,  Master  of  Associates,  he  will  pull  it  through 
somehow,  when  you  can  do  as  you  like — stop  where  you  are,  or 
seek  fresh  fields  or  pastures  new. 

Heath's  own  interpretation  of  the  letters  "  C.B.U."  attached 
to  his  name  is  "  Court  of  Bankruptcy  undischarged,"  but  this 
defence  failed  at  his  trial  at  the  East  Kent  Quarter  Ssssions 
in  1897,  when  he  received  the  maximum  sentence,  two  years' 
hard  labour.  He  has  been  a  bankrupt  seven  times,  and  has 
never  once  obtained  his  discharge. 

The  accused  was  again  brought  up  on  October  8.  It 
was  stated  for  the  prosecution  that  he  obtained  from  the 
Brynder  and  Port  Talbot  Colliery  Company,  Swansea,  coal 
for  63/. ;  from  Messrs.  Sherratt  &  Moore,  publishers,  of 
Manchester,  books  for  23/. ;  and  from  the  Bradbury  Colliery 
Company,  of  Stockport,  coal  for  29/.,  without  informing  the 
various  Arms  that  he  was  an  undischarged  bankrupt.  The 
stationmaster  at  Lydd  stated  that  during  the  last  two  years 
Heath  had  received  consignments  of  beer,  wines,  toys,  scent, 
washing-machines,  meat,  potatoes,  bicycles,  eggs,  oil,  wheat, 
and  other  goods.  Heath  was  committed  for  trial  at  the 
East  Kent  Quarter  Sessions  at  Canterbury.

Complaint  was  made  at  a  meeting  of  the  Blac'cburn 
Board  of  Guardians  on  October  4  regarding  the  amount  of 
the  Workhouse  drug-bill.  Mr.  D.  Yates  stated  that  last 
year  over  107/.  was  spent  in  drugs,  and  he  thought  that  too 
much  to  expend  on  articles  which  were  not  contracted  for. 
Mr.  Riley  spoke  strongly  against  medical  officers  providing 
their  own  drugs,  especially  for  the  children's  homes.  Although 
he  agreed  that  the  drugs  used  at  the  Workhouse  should  be 
carefully  gone  into,  he  was  not  in  favour  of  reducing  the 
quantity  without  a  close  investigation.  The  Clerk  stated 
that  it  was  difficult  to  contract  for  drugs  unless  one 
knew  exactly  what  was  wanted,  but,  generally  speaking, 
all  drugs  were  contracted  for  except  in  emergency  cases. 
A  minute  ordering  the  purchase  of  drugs  was  referred  back 
to  the  committee.^ 
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At  a  meeting  of  the  West  Ham  Board  of  Guardians  on 
October  2,  Mr.  Skinner  moved  that  the  resolution  arrived  at 
by  the  Board  on  September  4  (C.  D.,  September  13, 
page  469),  accepting  the  tender  of  the  Hospitals  and  General 
•Contracts  Company  (Limited)  for  the  supply  of  surgical 
dressings  be  rescinded.  He  could  not  get  a  satisfactory 
reply,  he  said,  as  to  who  these  people  were.  He  also  thought 
Mr.  Gwinn,  chemist  and  druggist,  Cann  Hall,  had  not  been 
•treated  quite  fairly,  and  this  would  give  him  an  opportunity. 
The  motion  was  seconded,  and  carried  by  eighteen  to  one. 

The  decision  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Board  of  Guardians  to 
invite  tenders  from  firms  of  wholesale  chemists  for  the  supply 
■of  drugs  to  the  workhouse  dispensary,  thus  excluding 
chemists  carrying  on  business  in  the  Union  district,  has 
•raised  a  storm  of  protest.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  on 
October  2  a  communication  was  read  from  Messrs.  Bing  & 
"Sons,  chemists,  Canterbury,  stating  that  they  could  supply 
•the  articles  required  quite  as  cheaply  as  larger  firms,  and 
they  urged  the  Board  to  reconsider  their  decision.  They 
already  supplied  the  drugs  to  the  Kent  and  Canterbury 
Hospital  and  to  one  or  two  workhouses.  A  letter  was  also 
read  from  Mr.  Scobell,  chemist  and  druggist,  Queen's  Street, 
Rarusgate,  expressing  surprise  as  a  ratepayer  that  he  had 
not  received  any  form  of  tender  for  the  supply  of  drugs  to 
the  workhouse.  The  question  has  also  been  taken  up  by 
the  public  ;  and  a  correspondent,  writing  to  the  local  papers, 
asks  why  the  chemists  in  the  Thanet  district  (all  rate- 
payers and  contributors  to  the  hospital  and  other  kindred 
institutions)  should  be  ignored  in  the  drug-contracts,  and 
why  the  money  derived  from  local  taxation  should  be  spent 
ii  London  or  Birmingham  1 

A  Mad  Customer. 

At  the  Brighton  Police  Court  on  October  3,  Frank  Joseph 
Hearne  (42),  a  black-haired,  black-bearded  man,  with  a  short 
black-braided  coat  like  an  artist's,  and  cycling  knickers  and 
stockings,  was  brought  before  the  Magistrates  in  regard  to 
bis  mental  condition.  It  appeared  that  on  the  previous 
night  he  rushed  into  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  Alfred  H.  Cupit, 
Upper  St.  James's  Street,  and  asked  Mr.  Cupit  to  examine  his 
head.  Mr.  Cupit  refused,  but  Hearne  was  persistent, 
flourished  a  silver-knobbed  riding-cane,  and  threatened 
Mr.  Cupit.  "  I  am  Lord  Fields,"  he  said,  "  and  expect  to  be 
addressed  in  such  manner  as  pertains  to  my  rank."  Sud- 
denly he  darted  to  a  small  opening  in  the  counter  and 
attempted  to  get  through,  but  Mr.  Cupit  prevented  him  and 
forced  him  outside,  where  a  policeman  took  him  in  charge. 
Dr.  Maguire,  police-surgeon,  said  that,  as  the  result  of  ex- 
amining the  unhappy  man,  he  should  recommend  that  he  be 
sent  to  the  asylum.  The  Magistrates  made  the  order 
accordingly.

Birmingham  Notes. 

Messrs.  Chance  &  Co.,  of  West  Bromwich,  have  laid  down 
extensive  plant,  on  a  new  system,  for  the  production  of  all 
varieties  of  glass-metal. 

A  wave  of  depression  in  trade  is  being  experienced  by  the 
pharmacists  of  the  city  just  now.  The  cause  is  attributed 
to  an  absence  of  epidemics. 

Handsworth  is  fast  becoming  a  congested  pharmaceutical 
area.  There  are  six  pharmacists  within  very  short  distances 
of  each  other  in  the  main  road. 


As  evidence  of  the  increased  value  of  the  errand-boy  at 
the  present  day,  the  youth  of  14  who  ten  years  ago  was  paid 
4s.  per  week,  can  now  command  8s.  a  week. 

Mr.  Dennis  Wood,  chemist's  assistant,  Pershore,  has  secured 
a  County  Council  scholarship,  which  carries  with  it  free 
tuition  daily  at  the  Birmingham  University  in  subjects 
which  the  Senate  may  think  it  desirable  he  should  take  up. 

Lately  queries  regarding  the  Birmingham  Chemists' 
Assistants'  Association  have  been  prevalent.  It  is  currently 
reported  "dead,"  not  from  want  of  funds,  but  from  lack  of 
members.  The  meeting- place  of  the  Association  was  not 
considered  the  best,  and  principals  did  not  look  upon  it  with 
much  favour. 

On  October  6  an  inquest  was  held  at  Sedgeley,  South  Staffs, 
on  the  body  of  Charles  Thompson  (33),  Bull  Ring,  Registrar 
of  Births  and  Deaths.  During  a  cycle-ride  deceased  fell  off 
his  machine,  and  expired.  He  was  a  son  of  the  late  Mr. 
Thompson,  pharmacist,  of  Sedgeley,  and  was  himself  at  one 
time  a  pharmaceutical  student,  but  abandoned  pharmacy  for 
the  more  lucrative  and  less  onerous  post  of  registrar,  on  the 
death  of  his  father,  who  had,  in  conjunction  with  his  business, 
held  the  same  appointment. 

Disapprovad  of  Vaseline. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Cardiff  on  October  3  on  the  body  of 
an  infant  named  Ellen  Kate  Donovan,  it  was  stated  that  the 
child  was  born  the  Friday  previous.  On  the  Monday  follow- 
ing the  midwife,  noticing  an  inflammation,  applied  fullers' 
earth  and  vaseline.  The  child  seemed  to  get  worse,  and 
Dr.  McCall  was  sent  for,  but  death  took  place  two  days  after. 
Dr.  McCall  said  the  child  died  from  blood-poisoning,  resulting 
from  the  inflammation,  adding  that  the  use  of  vaseline  in 
the  circumstances  was  unwise.

A  "Wedding-feast. 

At  the  Horse  Shoe  Hotel,  Tottenham  Court  Road,  W., 
on  Monday  evening,  October  6,  the  staff  and  employes  of  the 
London  works  of  Camwal  (Limited)  made  merry.  The  occa- 
sion was  a  complimentary  dinner  given  by  the  general 
manager,  Mr.  F.  G.  Pirie,  on  the  occasion  of  his  wedding  in 
Australia  on  the  morning  of  that  day.  The  company 
numbered  about  seventy,  and  Mr.  W.  F.  M.  Groome  presided 
with  so  anxious  a  solicitude  for  the  welfare  of  each  individual 
gaest  that  he  achieved  for  the  gathering  a  triumphant 
enjoyment.  Aft  ;r  an  excellent  dinner  (finishing  with 
"Camwal  Pudding"  and  "Splitltt  Jelly")  had  been  disposed 
of,  "The  King  and  Queen"  were  toasted,  and  a  rearrange- 
ment took  place  to  suit  the  comfort  of  a  contingent  from  the 
Mitcham  factory  that  had  arrived  to  hear  and  take  part  in 
the  concert.  The  Chairman  then  gave  "  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pirie's 
health  and  speedy  return,"  and  the  audience  responded 
"  with  three  times  three,  and  one  for  Mrs.  Pirie."  The 
company  then  settled  down  to  the  concert  programme. 
This  was  filled  entirely  by  the  company's  servants, 
and  many  of  the  musical  contributions  (notably  those  of 
Messrs.  Priddle,  Turner,  and  Ryder,  Mrs.  Isaac  and  Mrs. 
Busby)  were  excellent.  Miss  Bennett  contributed  a  dainty 
recitation  on  the  despotism  of  her  Aunt  Tabitha,  which  was 
much  enjoyed.  The  toast  of  "  The  Company  "  was  proposed 
by  Mr.  Weller  in  a  racy  speech,  and  Mr.  Priddle  (in  the 
absence  of  Mr.  Butler  through  illness)  made  an  effective  and 
entertaining  reply.  The  only  other  toast  was  "  The  Chair- 
man," proposed  by  Mr.  Roberts.  Mr.  Groome  was  also 
voted  a  "good  fellow";  and  his  reply  contained  some 
trenchant  advice  to  his  fellow  workers,  which  they  appre- 
ciated and  endorsed. 
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The  "Week's  Poisonings. 
Only  ten  deaths  from  poisoning  have  been  reported  during 
the  week.  The  poisons  were  laudanum  (2),  arsenic  (2),  hydro- 
chloric acid  (2),  carbolic  acid,  oxalic  acid,  ammonia,  and 
hydrocyanic  acid.  The  laudanum  victims  were  a  York  lady 
and  an  insurance  official  at  Huddersfield,  both  being 
cases  of  misadventure.  The  arsenic  was  taken  by  a  Man- 
chester commission  agent  named  Donnelly,  and  inadver- 
tently by  Mrs.  Clara  Banks  at  Writtle.  Mrs.  Banks  died  after 
drinking  some  home-made  wine  given  her  by  her  daughter. 
The  evidence  at  the  inquest  showed  that  the  wine  was 
carefully  made,  but  placed,  in  accordance  with  old  custom, 
in  unwashed  jars  and  bottles.  The  jar  from  which  the  wine 
was  taken  by  the  deceased  was  upon  analysis  found  to  con- 
tain a  considerable  proportion  of  arsenic,  and  from  arsenical 
poisoning  death  ensued.  There  was  nothing  to  show  how 
the  arsenic  got  into  the  jar,  but  the  jar  had  been,  with 
others,  in  the  family's  possession  for  many  years.  The 
analyst  stated  that  the  arsenic  had  so  encrusted  the  interior 
of  the  jar  that  washing  would  not  have  removed  it.  The 
jury  expressed  the  hope  that  the  case  would  be  the  death- 
blow of  the  old  custom  of  non-washing. — An  artilleryman's 
wife  at  Seaforth,  who  was  in  a  despondent  condition  of 
mind,  took  a  fatal  draught  of  carbolic  acid ;  while  a  horse- 
keeper  at  Fulham,  named  Tannett,  took  oxalic  acid. — At 
Birmingham,  Charles  Henry  Poole  took  spirit  of  salt,  and 
died  at  the  General  Hospital  two  hours  after  admission ; 
while  the  same  mineral  acid  caused  the  death  of  a  stamper 
named  Finch  living  in  the  same  city. — Liquid  ammonia  was 
taken  in  mistake  for  medicine  by  a  gardener  at  Oatlands 
Park.— At  Eotherhithe  Town  Hall,  on  October  6,  Mr.  H.  B. 
Sewell  (Deputy-Coroner)  held  an  inquest  on  the  body  of 
Charles  Juniper  (51),  general  dealer,  of  49  Ilderton  Road, 
South  Bermondsey.  The  widow  stated  that  her  husband 
had  of  late  been  in  financial  difficulties.  On  Saturday 
he  went  out,  and  after  his  return  in  the  evening  he  drank 
the  contents  of  small  bottle  produced.  She  sent  for  the 
nearest  doctor,  but  on  his  arrival  her  husband  was  dead. 
Dr.  W.  Astley  Cooper  stated  that  he  had  known  the  deceased 
for  twenty-two  years,  and  had  also  attended  him  profes- 
sionally. Deceased  called  on  him  on  October  2,  and  during 
witness's  temporary  absence  must  have  abstracted  from  a 
private  drawer  in  which  he  kept  potent  poisons  a  bottle  con- 
taining about  6  dr.  of  Scheele's  prussic  acid.  He  identified 
the  bottle  produced  as  his  property.  In  reply  to  a  juryman, 
the  doctor  said  the  particular  drawer  was  not  kept  locked  as 
it  was  in  his  private  room.  Dr.  Francis  Dugin,  who  was 
called  in  by  the  widow,  stated  that  deceased  was  dead  when 
he  arrived  at  the  house.  There  was  a  strong  odour  of  prussic 
acid,  and  the  bottle  produced  was  found  in  the  deceased 
man's  pocket,  with  only  a  very  few  drops  in  it.

At  the  meeting  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Cork  Union  last 
week  a  motion  was  carried  to  increase  the  salary  of  Mr. 
William  Lee,  dispenser  at  the  Shandon  Street  dispensary,  by 
10Z.  It  was  stated  that  Mr.  Lee  compounded  24,000  pre- 
scriptions during  the  last  six  months. 

Still  on  the  Eoad. 

Some  people  in  Ireland  seem  to  have  the  idea  that  now 
Mr.  T.  White  is  a  director  of  C.  R.  Harker,  Stagg  &  Morgan 
(Limited),  he  is  giving  up  "  the  road  "  and  going  to  live  in 
London.  This  impression  seems  to  have  been  conveyed  by 
the  paragraph  in  this  section  last  week,  but  a  paragraph  on 
page  589  distinctly  stated  that  Mr.  White  is  "now  to  give 
his  entire  time  to  the  new  company  '  on  the  road  '  as  well  as 
on  the  board  of  directors." 

Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland. 
The  committee  met  on  Fiiday  evening,  October  3,  in  the 
Rooms,  Royal  Avenue,  Belfast,  Mr.  John  McConkey  in  the 


chair.  It  was  decided  to  meet  in  future  on  the  last  Friday 
evening  of  the  month  at  8  o'clock,  except  in  October,  when 
the  committee  will  meet  on  Thursday  evening,  the  30th,  as 
31st  is  Hallowe'en.  Reports  re  Finance  and  Prices  Com- 
mittees were  presented  and  adopted.  It  was  decided  to 
hold  several  meetings  of  a  social  character  during  the 
winter  for  members  and  associates,  and  a  committee,  con- 
sisting of  Messrs.  W.  J.  Gibson,  R.  A.  Jennison,  John 
Frackelton,  and  the  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  Rankin),  was 
appointed  to  make  arrangements. 

Samples  for  Analysis. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Castlerea  Board  of  Guardians  last 
week  the  Local  Government  Board  circular  relative  to  the 
analysis  and  delivery  of  drugs  was  read.  Dr.  Donnellan 
said  there  was  one  objectionable  feature  in  the  circular. 
The  medical  officers  had  to  order  medicines  every  three 
months,  some  in  small  quantities.  The  circular  said  that 
4  oz.  should  be  sent  for  analysis,  and  in  some  cases  that 
would  be  practically  the  whole  supply.  They  should  order 
the  medicines  in  excess  if  they  were  to  send  4  oz.,  and  if 
they  did  that  they  would  hear  frcm  the  L.G.B. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Belfast  Board  of  Guardians  it 
was  suggested  that  the  circular  sent  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  should  require  that  the  samples  be  taken  direct 
from  the  bottles  in  which  the  drugs  were  delivered.  The 
medical  officers  and  apothecaries  of  the  workhouse  and  the 
dispensaries  of  the  Belfast  Union  have  already  been  in- 
structed to  this  effect,  and  the  Board  requested  the  support 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  with  the  object  of  making- 
the  practice  obligatory.  It  was  also  suggested  that  where  a 
compounder  was  employed  he  was  the  proper  person  to  take 
the  samples,  but  the  Chairman  said  it  had  always  been  the 
custom  for  the  apothecary  to  take  the  samples,  and  the 
suggestion  was  not  carried.

Glasgow  Notes. 

In  a  local  evening  paper  is  advertised :  "  Chemist  and 
surgery  for  sale,  Dumbarton  Road."  A  correspondent  asks  r 
"  What  price  the  chemist '.' " 

There  is  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  "  dental  con- 
sulting-rooms "  in  Glasgow.  They  are  kept  by  unregistered 
men. 

Four  thousand  pounds'  weight  of  nitro-glycerin  exploded  at- 
Nobel's  Dynamite-works,  Ardeer,  on  Tuesday.  One  man  was- 
shivered  to  atoms,  not  a  trace  of  his  body  being  found. 

It  seems  that  the  intimation  of  the  funeral  of  the 
Assistants'   (Association   was    premature.     Although  the 
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Association  had  received  its  viaticum,  it  shows  unexpected 
signs  of  rallying,  and  there  are  hopes  of  its  survival. 

The  Glasgow  Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  has 
finally  decided  not  to  proceed  further  in  the  movement  set 
up  by  its  licentiates  to  appeal  to  the  Privy  Council  against 
the  decision  of  the  General  Medical  Council  in  regard  to 
doctors'  open  shops.  The  Licentiates'  Association  is 
resolved,  however,  to  carry  on  the  campaign  independently. 

A  correspondent  narrates  that  while  he  was  in  a  chemist's 
discussing  the  relative  merits  of  purple  pills  and  liver- 
enliveners  a  small  boy,  burdened  with  a  big  bottle,  came  in. 
"  Gie's  some  mair  o'  the  liniment,"  was  his  curt  order. 
"  Your  mother  finished  the  last  pretty  quick,"  remarked  the 
knight  of  the  pestle.  "  Did  it  do  her  rheumatism  any 
good  1 "  A  reminiscent  grin  overspread  the  gamin's  face. 
"  Faither  drank  the  maist  o'  the  last  boattel.  He  cam'  in 
drunk  and  swore  it  wis  whisky,  an'  that  they  were  keepin'  it 
frae  him."  Then  he  broke  into  a  gurgling  chuckle,  "  He  was 
awfu'  bad  after  it.    He  said  we  had  tried  to  pizen  him." 

Mr.  C.  Sherry,  in  his  excellent  little  handbook  on  "  The 
Glasgow  Botanic  Gardens,"  gives  an  interesting  explanation 
of  the  injurious  influence  of  the  Glasgow  atmosphere  on 
evergreens  of  the  group  Conifera.  He  points  out  that  in 
pines  the  stomata  are  scattered  fairly  uniformly  over  the 
surface  of  the  leaves,  and  form  straight  regular  rows,  which 
run  longitudinally.  The  peculiar  arrangement  of  the  needle- 
shaped  leaves  of  most  of  the  Coniferee  exposes  the  stomata 
to  the  vitiating  influence  of  the  chemicals  diffused  into  the 
air  by  factories,  &c. ;  and  a  microscopic  examination  reveals 
the  fact  of  the  pores  being  choked  with  minute  particles, 
which  retard  transpiration,  ultimately  causing  congestion 
and  death.  Bifacial  leaves  having  most  of  the  stomata  on 
the  under-surface,  the  lattsr  are  protected  from  falling 
particles,  &c,  and  therefore  remain  clear  and  functionally 
active. 

The  Dyce  Glycerin-case. 

It  will  be  remember  that  in  July  last  Mr.  Gray,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Dyce,  was  summoned  under  the  Sale  of  Pood 
and  Drugs  Acts  for  selling  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser 
glycerin  which  contained  a  trace  of  arsenic.  It  was  pointed 
out  for  the  defence  that  the  amount  of  arsenic  present  was  a 
mere  fraction  of  the  minimum  permitted  by  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  and  this  was  supported  by  the  evidence  of 
Mr.  J.  F.  Tocher,  F.I.C.  Nevertheless,  the  arithmetical 
calculations  put  in  by  the  prosecution  were  accepted  by  the 
Sheriff,  and  Mr.  Gray  was  fined.  We  conclusively  showed 
when  reporting  the  case  that  the  prosecution's  arithmetic 
was  at  fault,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  the  matter  would 
not  end  there.  The  Council  of  the  Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical 
Association  promptly  took  the  question  up,  and  have  obtained 
counsel's  advice  in  regard  to  it.  The  Council  of  the  Associa- 
tion, we  understand,  have  now  been  advised  not  to  proceed 
further  with  the  matter,  because,  the  period  of  appeal  having 
expired,  further  action  can  only  be  taken  on  the  relevancy  of 
the  case  or  any  irregularity  in  the  procedure,  and  neither 
appears  to  exist.  This  leaves  the  matter  in  a  rather 
unsatisfactory  position  for  Mr.  Gray,  but  we  trust  the 
publicity  that  has  been  given  to  it  with  the  expert  declara- 
tion that  the  glycerin  sold  by  him  was  superior  in  quality 
to  that  required  by  the  B.P.,  will  suffice  to  assure  the  public 
in  his  district  of  his  bona  fides.  In  the  event  of  a  similar 
case  coming  before  the  Sheriff  again  the  Aberdeen  Phar- 
maceutical Association  will  no  doubt  take  prompt  action, 
should  the  verdict  be  similar,  with  the  view  to  getting  a  case 
stated.

The  Pharmacist  of  our  Feathered  Friends.  — 
Pharmacists'  advertisements  in  tramways  are  common 
enough  in  these  days  of  commercial  competition,  bat  they 
rarely  stray  from  the  beaten  track  of  "  Prescriptions  carefully 
prepared,"  and  the  price-list  attraction.  In  an  electric- 
trolley  tramcar  at  Armcntieres,  a  busy  little  French  town  on 
the  Belgian  frontier,  an  enterprising  pharmacist  has  added 
to  these  usual  details,  "  Veterinary  Products  and  Prepara- 
tions, Certain  Cure  of  Diseases  of  Poultry  and  Pigeons,  Foot- 
powder,  Cod-liver  Oil."  I  left  the  tram  musing  whether 
the  foot-powder  was  for  human  or  for  feathered  bipeds,  and 
regretting  I  had  not  time  to  call  on  the  pharmacist  and 
inquire  the  success  of  this  original  "  side-line." 

The  Death  of  Emile  Zola. — The  sensation  caused  by 
the  tragic  death  of  Emile  Zola  last  week  has  subsided  in 
Paris,  and  the  official  report  of  the  expert  doctors  and 
chemists  is  awaited  with  interest.  The  first  person  called 
in  to  attend  M.  and  Mme.  Zola  was  M.  Luc,  a  pharmacist  in 
business  in  the  rue  de  Clichy,  near  the  rue  de  Bruxelles, 
where  M.  Zola  resided.  In  reply  to  an  inquiry,  M.  Luc 
said  :  "  It  was  just  half-past  nine  when  an  urgent  message 
came  for  me  to  go  to  the  house.  Dr.  Berman,  who  was  in 
my  laboratory  at  the  time  accompanied  me.  M.  Zola  was 
lying  on  a  small  iron  bedstead  ;  he  was  not  dead,  and  every 
possible  treatment  was  tried,  includir>g  artificial  respiration 
and  injections  of  ether  and  oxygen,  though  without  result. 
But  after  an  hour's  work  the  life  of  Mme.  Zola  was  fortunately 
saved.  When  I  went  into  the  bedroom  I  noticed  no  odour." 
In  reply  to  a  question  as  to  what  he  concluded  from  this 
M.  Luc  said  ;  "  Oh,  nothing.  I  have  no  theory  to  advance. 
M.  Girard,  head  of  the  Municipal  Laboratory,  has  taken 
samples  of  blood,  which  he  will  analyse." 

Mineral-waters  Congress. — The  Sixth  International 
Congress  of  Hydrology,  Climatology,  and  Geology  has  just 
terminated  its  meetings  at  Grenoble.  Some  eighty  papers 
on  various  subjects  were  communicated,  including  "The 
Treatment  of  Pulmonary  Phthisis  by  Mineral  Waters,"  by 
MM.  Leudet  and  Schlemmer;  "The  Treatment  of  Gout 
at  Aix-les-Bains"  by  M.  Blanc;  "Skin-diseases  and  their 
Treatment,"  by  M.  Leredoe  ;  and  "  Diseases  of  the  Stomach," 
by  MM.  Albert  Robin  and  Bernard.  Dr.  Albert  Robin  was 
Chairman  of  the  Congress,  and,  in  his  presidential  address  he 
spoke  of  the  progress  made  during  the  past  twenty -five  years 
in  mineral  waters  and  their  use  in  therapeutics.  The 
beneficial  effects  and  the  results  given  by  mineral  waters 
cannot  always  be  explained,  but  Dr.  Robin  thinks  that 
observation  replaces  reasoning  in  medicine,  and  accomplished 
facts  of  necessity  replace  theories.  He  added  that  mineral- 
water  centres  should  not  be  allowed  to  become  pleasure 
resorts.  They  had  better  remain  stations  for  therapeutic 
treatment,  and  patients  who  expect  good  results  must  submit 
to  discipline. 

French  Investments  Abroad. — The  French  Ministry  of 
Foreign  Affairs  has  published  a  statistical  report  regarding 
French  investments  abroad  in  public  securities,  manufactures, 
commerce,  and  various  kinds  of  property.  The  report  is  the 
result  of  an  inquiry  among  the  French  diplomatic  and 
consular  agencies  abroad,  who  received  orders  to  reply  to  a 
set  of  twelve  questions  which  constituted  the  inquiry  from 
the  Ministry.  Fifty-seven  separate  countries  were  included  :n 
the  return,  and  it  appears  that  French  capital  to  the  extent  of 
thirty  milliards  of  francs,  or  1,200,000,000/.  is  invested  abroad, 
about  four-fifths  being  in  Europe,  but  these  figures  are  purely 
approximative.  The  report  reminds  us  that  Frenchmen 
emigrate  to  such  a  small  extent  that  it  need  scarcely  be 
taken  into  account.  Amongst  the  class  of  goods  mentioned 
in  the  report  the  trade  in  Fiench  perfumery  receives  a 
somewhat  prominent  place.  Chemical  and  pharmaceutical 
products  are  also  mentioned,  but  while  France  exports  a 
considerable  quantity  of  both,  it  is  not  claimed  that  firms  in 
this  country  have  established  manufactories  or  agencies 
abroad  to  any  extent. 
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(From  our  Correspondents.) 


Trade-mark. — The  United  Alkali  Company  (Limited),  of 
James  Street,  Liverpool,  have  applied  to  the  authorities  in 
Natal  for  the  registration  of  a  certain  pictorial  trade-mark 
(two  clasped  hands)  in  Classes  1,  3,  and  10,  in  respect  of 
chemical  substances  used  in  manufactures,  and  also  used  in 
medicine  and  pharmacy  and  for  substances  used  as  food. 

Searching  for  Petroleum.— After  several  months' 
boring  in  and  around  Cape  Town,  the  American  Syndicate 
is  not  yet  in  a  position  to  startle  South  Africa  and  the  world 
with  "oil-discoveries."  As  we  have  before  stated,  reliable 
information  points  to  the  fact  that  no  petroleum  has  as  yet 
been  discovered  in  Cape  Colony.  Nothing  ever  came  of  the 
"  discovery  "  in  Khodesia,  and  it  will  be  surprising  if  the 
Syndicate  now  at  work  in  the  Transvaal  succeeds  in  locating 
anything  very  substantial  in  that  territory. 

Going  Ahead.— The  Cape  Mercury  states  that  the  busi- 
ness of  Mr.  G.  E.  Cook,  chemist,  is  rapidly  developing.  "In 
addition,"  says  our  contemporary,  "  to  taking  over  the  hand- 
some and  commodious  premises  at  the  corner  of  Cathcart 
Street,  in  King  William's  Town,  he  has  just  acquired  the 
business  of  the  well-known  firm  of  Cook  &  Bowie,  chemists 
and  druggists,  of  Oxford  Street,  East  London.  The  new 
business  will  be  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Wallace 
Worth,  who  was  for  many  years  manager  of  one  of  Mr.  Cook's 
local  stores." 

Eespirators  Wanted.— At  the  September  meeting  of  the 
Johannesburg  Chamber  of  Mines,  Mr.  Goch  drew  attention 
to  the  suffering  of  miners  from  phthisis,  and  expressed  the 
opinion  that  it  should  be  compulsory  for  them  to  wear 
respirators.  The  President  said  it  was  an  extremely  serious 
matter,  and  the  Chamber  were  importing  samples  of  respi- 
rators, which  they  proposed  to  have  properly  inspected  and 
tested,  and  if  suitable  recommended.  The  matter  had  also 
been  engaging  the  attention  of  the  different  companies. 
Arrangements  had  been  made  for  the  importation  of  2,000 
respirators  of  one  kind. 

The  Fire  at  Krugersdorp.— The  Krugersdorp  Standard, 
referring  to  the  fire  which  gutted  Mr.  Adcock's  premises,  says 
Mr.  Adcock  has  not  allowed  the  grass  to  grow  under  his  feet 
since  the  fire,  for  within  a  fortnight  he  had  obtained  about 
sixty  cases  of  fresh  stock.    The  Standard  adds  : — 

Mr.  Adcock  was  formerly  a  well-known  Johannesburg  sporting 
man,  with  a  soft  place  in  his  heart  for  dogs  and  poultry.  He  has 
now  firmly  fixed  Ins  tent  in  dorp  that  goes  by  the  name  of  Kruger, 
and  is  anxious  to  make  the  acquaintance  of  all  those  numberless 
persons  who  at  different  times  require  advice  in  the  treatment  of 
horses,  cattle,  and  dogs.  He  makes  a  speciality  of  drugs  for 
veterinary  work,  and  can  be  seen  at  any  time  and  on  the  slightest 
provocation  in  the  building  formerly  occupied  by  the  Goldfields 
Cafe. 

Natal  Notes.— Mr.  C.  E.  Forth  has  opened  his  new 
pharmacy  on  Musgrave  Road,  Berea,  Durban,  under  the 
name  of  the  "  Musgrave  Pharmacy."  The  interior  of  the 
store  is  exceptionally  well  fitted  up.— Mr.  W.  Trehair  has 
opened  another  pharmacy  on  Florida  Road,  Berea,  about  half 
a  mile  from  his  head  store. — Business  is  still  very  quiet,  and 
numerous  complaints  are  being  made  in  all  brandies  anent 
the  falling  off  in  the  retail  trade. — Durban  as  a  port  has  taken 
another  step  forward,  for  it  has  been  decided  by  the  Admiralty 
that  a  warship  shall  in  future  be  stationed  there.  The  pre 
sent  vessel  is  H.M.S.  Pearl.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  lead 
to  Durban  becoming  a  coaling-station  for  warships  of  the 
East  African  station. 

Business  in  Johannesburg  and  on  the  Rand  generally 
is  quiet  just  at  present.  In  July  things  were  fairly 
bright,  and  in  the  early  part  of  August  matters  were  satis- 
factory ;  but  now  there  is  a  steady  grumble,  not  only  amongst 
pharmacists,  but  in  business  circles  generally.  The  uncer- 
tainty regarding  the  talked-of  taxation,  and  the  slow  resump- 
tion of  the  mines  into  full  working  strength  are  undoubtedly 
the  preventive  causes  of  good  business.— Messrs.  Lennon 
(Limited)  have  purchased  the  business  formerly  carried  on 
at  Germiston  by  Mr.  G.  A.  Bevan.  Mr.  A.  Purnell,  who  has 
for  years  several  been  manager  of  Messrs.  Lennons  retail 
business  at  Johannesburg,  will  be  in  charge  of  the  branch. 


THE  STATE  OF  TRADE. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  difficult  problems  that  the  small 
manufacturer  is  called  upon  to  face  is  the  method  of  getting 
his  wares  to  the  over-sea  markets  with  a  reasonable  expen- 
diture ;  and  especially  does  this  apply  to  a  costly  country 
like  South  Africa.  The  employment  of  a  traveller  is 
out  of  the  question,  consequently  other  methods  must  be 
resorted  to  if  business  is  to  be  won.  Some  British  firms 
make  arrangements  with  representatives  of  other  and  larger 
houses,  who  are  already  on  the  ground,  and  whose  business 
brings  them  in  touch  with  trade  the  smaller  man  is  bidding 
for,  and  when  such  an  understanding  is  in  operation  it 
should  prove  advantageous  all  round.  But  in  the  absence 
of  effecting  a  departure  of  this  kind  there  remain  yet 
another  way.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  advertising-columns 
of  the  C.  D.  that  a  number  of  wholesale  houses  in  South 
Africa  are  open  to  introduce  novelties  and  standard  lines. 
Many  of  them  offer  exceptional  facilities  for  handling  articles 
of  the  kind  under  notice  ;  in  any  case  to  open  correspondence 
with  them  could  do  no  harm.  This  brings  me  to  the  matter 
of  advertising.  There  are  not  a  few  British  firms  who  export 
their  wares,  relying  on  advertisements  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  to  generate  inquiries  and  demands.  On  my  return 
from  the  East  towards  the  end  of  last  year  I  went  through 
the  Transvaal.  Stocks  were  exhausted,  as  a  matter  of 
course  ;  only  bare  necessities  were  allowed  in.  Seven  months 
later  I  again  visited  the  Transvaal,  and  located  on  every 
hand  most  of  the  latest  things  on  the  home-market.  No 
other  British  traveller  preceded  me  in  time  to  get  his  wares 
shipped  out.  Comment  on  advertising  in  the  trade  journal 
is  unnecessary,  since  the  facts  themselves  go  to  convince  one 
as  to  how  the  trade  of  the  Transvaal  got  to  know  of  all  the 
"  latest,"  lines.  [Every  Transvaal  chemist  gets  the  C.  cf  I). 
— Editor.] 


PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  THE 
TRANSVAAL. 

A  meeting  was  held  on  September  9  at  the  Midland  Hotel, 
Pritchard  Street,  Johannesburg.  Mr.  R.  Butters  (President) 
occupied  the  chair,  and  there  were  also  present  Messrs. 
Purnell  (Secretary),  Dinwoodie,  Rennie,  Alexander,  Rive, 
Smith,  Adams,  Thomas,  Dangerfield,  Thompson,  and  others. 
The  Chairman  intimated  that  the  business  before  the  meeting 
was  to  discuss  the  new  draft  rules.  These  numbered  four- 
teen, and  the  principal  provisions  are  that  the  Society  be 
called  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  Transvaal,"  and 
be  governed  by  a  committee  consisting  of  President,  Vice- 
President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  and  not  less  than  five 
other  members.  The  annual  general  meeting  is  to  be  held  in 
June.  A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the  com- 
mittee, or  at  the  request  in  writing  of  any  twelve  (or  more) 
members  of  the  Society.  No  one  will  be  eligible  to  be  a 
member  of  the  Society  unless  he  be  a  British-qualified 
chemist,  or  registered  in  the  Transvaal.  Assistants  and 
indentured  apprentices  be  admitted  as  associates.  Annual 
subscriptions  :  Members  21.  2s.,  and  associates  1/.  Is.  Should 
any  member  or  associate  be  convicted  of  any  criminal  offence, 
the  Executive  shall  have  the  power  to  immediately  expunge 
his  name  from  the  roll  of  membership,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  two- thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Society. 

The  rules  were  discussed  at  some  length,  and  passed. 

The  Chairman  then  asked  the  Secretary  to  read  the  follow- 
ing letter,  which  had  been  sent  on  behalf  of  the  Society 
W.  E.  Davidson,  Esq.,  Colonial  Secretary: — 

Johannesburg,  August  24,  1902. 

Sir, — We,  the  undersigned,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  and 
members  of  the  Transvaal  Pharmaceutical  Society,  beg  to  draw 
your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  above  Society  has  been  recon- 
stituted, the  committee  of  which  are  all  British-qualified  chemists 
by  examination.  We  wish  to  point  out  that  at  the  present  time 
the  Receiver  of  Revenue,  Johannesburg,  is  granting  chemists' 
licences  to  persons  who  are  not  on  the  Transvaal  Register.  This, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Society,  constitutes  a  grave  danger  to  the 
public,  and  is  in  direct  contravention  of  the  High  Commissioner's 
Proclamation  No.  1,  1932.  There  are  several  points  of  a  similar 
nature  which  we  should  like  to  bring  to  your  notice.  As  we  are 
still  labouring  under  the  laws  of  the  late  Z.A.R.,  we  should  also  be 
glad  if  you  would  grant  us  an  interview  at  an  early  date  re  a  new 
Pharmacy  Act. 

No  reply  had  been  received  to  the  letter,  and  it  was  left  to 
a  further  meeting  of  the  Society  to  further  discuss  the  matter.

Gladstone. — The  death,  on  October  6,  of  John  Hall  Glad- 
stone, Ph.D.,  D.Sc,  F.R.S.,  at  the  age|of  75,  removes  from 
chemical  circles  a  most  interesting  figure.  Dr.  Gladstone 
had  been  failing,  but  was  able  to  attend  the  Belfast 
meeting  of  the  British  Association,  to  which  he  contributed 
a  paper  on  the  phosphorescence  of  diamonds.    He  was  a 

Londoner  by  birth, 
and  cousin  to 
William  Ewart 
Gladstone,  whom 
he  slightly  re- 
sembled in  fea- 
tures. He  received 
his  scientific  edu- 
cation at  Univer- 
sity College  and 
Giessen,  and  soon 
began  to  dis- 
tinguish himself 
by  investigations 
on  the  physical 
side  of  chemistry. 
It  is  to  him  we 
cw3  most  of  our 
knowledge  re- 
specting the  re- 
fractive indices  of 
essential  oils  ;  in- 
deed, the  relations 

of  chemical  and  optical  science  were  his  hobby  for  fifty 
years.  He  became  a  Fellow  of  the  Chemical  Society  in 
1848,  and  was  elected  a  councillor  four  years  later,  when  he 
was  only  25.  He  got  his  F.R.S.  in  1853.  At  that  time  he 
was  lecturer  on  chemistry  at  St.  Thomas's  Hospital.  In 
1874  he  was  appointed  Fullerian  Professor  of  Chemistry  at 
the  Royal  Institution,  and  might  have  spent  more  than 
three  lyears  of  his  life  there  had  it  not  been  for  Tyndall. 
The  appointment  served,  however,  to  place  Gladstone  in  the 
position  of  being  the  most  brilliant  amateur  chemist  of 
modern  times.  Salaries  he  did  not  require,  but  he  could 
not  be  idle,  and  maintained  a  private  laboratory,  with 
assistance,  for  the  greater  part  of  his  life.  He  was  Presi- 
dent of  the  Chemical  Society  from  1877  to  1879,  and  has 
always  been  one  of  the  popular  men  in  that  body.  For 
twenty-one  years,  beginning  in  1873,  he  was  a  member  of 
the  London  School  Board.  As  one  of  the  early  members,  he 
worked  hard  in  building  up  the  elementary-education  system 
in  London  established  by  the  Act  of  1870,  and  his  scientific 
advice  was  of  great  value  when  the  Board  took  in  hand  the 
development  of  scientific  instruction.  He  acted  with  the 
Progressive  Party.  He  was  for  three  years  Vice-Chairman 
of  the  Board,  and  for  eighteen  years  Chairman  of  the  Books 
and  Apparatus  Sub-Committee.  He  was  also  an  almoner  of 
Christ's  Hospital,  and  his  abilities  and  energies  found  outlet 
in  other  directions,  chiefly  social  and  metaphysical.  He 
was  a  widower. 

Halley. — At  North  Hanover  Street,  Glasgow,  on  Septem- 
ber 30,  Mr.  John  Milne  Halley,  chemist  and  druggist,  who 
had  occupied  the  busy  and  responsible  position  of  dispenser 
in  the  City  Parish  Poor's-house  for  some  years.  Mr.  Halh  y 
was  a  capable  and  public-spirited  pharmacist,  who  readi  y 


won  the  good  will  and  esteem  of  all  who  had  the  privilege  of 
acquaintanceship  with  him.  In  the  eighties  lie  was  a 
prominent  member  of  the  Glasgow  Pharmaceutical  and 
Literary  Association,  whose  surviving  members,  now  growing 
grey,  believed  ardently  in  general  as  well  as  technical  culture, 
an  ideal  which  they  sought  to  promote  by  papers  on  such 
subjects  as  " The  Faust  of  Marlowe  and  Goethe,"  and  "The 
Message  and  Meaning  of  Hegel."  If  the  Association  did  not 
attain  its  high  ideal,  it  served,  at  least,  to  foster  literary  aid 
aesthetic  tastes,  and  establish  life-long  friendships.  At  ilu 
time  of  his  death  Mr.  Halley  was  an  active  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

Hirst. — At  Ashton-under-Lyne,  on  October  1,  Mr.  Joseph 
Charlesworth  Hirst,  chemist  and  druggist.    Aged  65. 

Paton. — At  5  Merchiston  Park,  Edinburgh,  on  October  4 
Mr.  James  Paton,  pharmaceutical  chemist.  Mr.  Paton  Eervi  d 
his  apprenticeship  with  Messrs.  Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co., 
Edinburgh,  and  shortly  after  passing  the  Major  examination 
in  1870  he  started  in  business  with  Mr.  James  Finlay,  phar- 
maceutical chemist,  in  the  Bruntsfield  district.  Assiduous 
attention  soon  brought  its  reward,  and  for  many  years  the 
firm  has  held  a  high  position  in  Edinburgh  pharmacy.  Mr. 
Paton  was  rather  a  retiring  man,  but  he  took  a  keen  interest 
in  all  that  pertained  to  the  welfare  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  and  he  had  been  one  of  the  Divisional  Secretaries 
of  the  city  from  the  time  when  that  office  was  created  for 
London  and  Edinburgh  some  six  years  ago.  He  was  engaged 
in  the  collection  of  the  subscriptions  for  the  Benevolent 
Fund  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Mr.  Paton  had  not  been  in 
robust  health  for  some  years.  On  Friday  week  he  caught  a 
chill,  and  that,  added  to  weak  action  of  the  heart,  hastened 
his  death,  at  the  age  of  56,  on  Saturday  evening.  His  wife 
predeceased  him  sixteen  months  ago. 

Penney. — At  Brackendene,  Serpentine  Road,  Longfleet, 
Poole,  on  September  30.  Mr.  Wm.  Penney,  chemist  and 
druggist.  Aged  81.  Mr.  Penney  belonged  to  an  old 
Poole  family,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends. 
He  commenced  business  for  himself  at  Swanage,  and  in 
1867,  when  Mr.  Edward  Mullett,  J.P.,  left  Poole,  Mr.  Penney 
purchased  his  business,  and  continued  it  for  many  years. 
From  1877-79  he  occupied  a  seat  on  the  Poole  Town  Council, 
but  he  declined  to  accept  re-election.  The  deceased  was  aa 
Associate  of  the  Linnean  Society. 

Spivey. — On  September  16,  Mr.  Fred  Spivey,  chemist  and 
druggist,  West  Kensington.    Aged  39. 

Thomas. — At  Bonds,  near  Garstang,  on  September  30, 
Mr.  Jonathan  Jowett  Thomas,  chemist  and  druggist. 
Aged  67.  Mr.  Thomas  served  his  apprenticeship  with  Mr. 
Edward  Taylor,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Rochdale,  and 
subsequently  managed  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  Arminson 
and  his  successor,  Mr.  Taylor,  at  Garstang.  Mr.  Thomas 
eventually  succeeded  to  the  business,  which  he  carried  on 
with  much  success  until  his  retirement  in  favour  of  his  son,- 
Mr.  Joseph  Thomas,  a  few  years  ago. 


IRecent  TOIL 

Robbins. — The  will  of  Mr.  John  Robbins,  of  57  Warring- 
ton Crescent,  Maida  Vale,  treasurer  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  in  1885,  and  Master  of  the  Worship- 
ful Company  of  Wheelwrights  in  1892.  who  died  on  August  8, 
aged  78  years,  has  been  proved.  It  shows  personal  property 
of  the  value  of  95,054/.  4*.  Id.,  the  value  of  the  whole  estate 
being  113,371Z.  13s.  I0d.  The  will,  which  is  dated  July  15,  1899, 
has  been  proved  by  his  widow,  Mrs.  Louisa  Mary  Robbins, 
and  his  sons  Percy  John  Robbins,  of  57  Warrington  Crescent, 
and  Harold  Northway  Robbins,  of  Arcade  Street,  Ipswich. 
He  bequeaths  to  his  widow  200/.  and  his  household  furniture, 
plate,  pictures,  &c,  and  during  her  widowhood  the  use  of  his 
leasehold  residence  and  an  annuity  of  1.000Z.,  to  be 
reduced  to  500/.  in  the  event  of  her  again  marrying ;  and 
to  each  of  his  children  25/.  The  residue  of  the  properly  is 
to  be  accumulated  until  his  youngest  child  attains  25 
years  of  age,  when  one-fourth  of  the  income  is  to  be 
paid  to  Mrs.  Robbins,  and  three-fourths  divided  between  all 
his  children.  Subject  thereto  his  estate  is  to  be  equally 
divided  among  his  children. 
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COUNCIL-MEETING. 

THE  first  meeting  of  the  Council  after  the  holidays  was 
well  attended,  the  only  absentees  being  Messrs.  Harrison 
and  Taylor.  Mr.  Wootton  made  his  first  appearance  after 
his  illness,  and  was  warmly  welcomed  by  his  colleagues.  The 
Editor  of  the  Society's  journal  resigned  his  position,  and  has 
been  granted  an  annuity  of  300/.  Sympathetic  reference 
was  made  to  the  deaths  of  Mr.  John  Robbins,  Mr.  John 
Moss,  and  Sir  Frederick  A.  Abel.  The  delegates  to  the 
Iritish  Pharmaceutical  Conference  reported  favourably  of 
their  reception  at  Dundee.  Somewhat  of  a  scene  was  created 
by  the  President's  impeachment  of  Mr.  Gifford  for  the  charge 
of  jobbery  made  against  the  Council  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  last  month.  Mr.  Gifford  said  his  charge  was  in 
connection  with  the  expenditure  of  2,000/.  for  providing  an 
annuity  to  the  Editor  of  the  Journal.  Several  councillors 
protested  against  the  unsatisfactory  reply  of  Mr.  Gifford,  who 
eventually  said  he  did  not  intend  to  reflect'  on  the  personal 
•Character  of  the  members  of  the  Council,  and  was  extremely 
sorry  if  he  had  appeared  to  do  so.  A  sum  of  145/.  was  voted 
from  the  Benevolent  Fund,  and  six  candidates  were  selected 
for  election  to  fill  five  vacancies  in  the  ranks  of  the  annui- 
tants. Miss  Hooper,  the  first  lady  to  hold  a  Society's 
scholarship,  was  appointed  Redwood  Scholar.  The  London 
Board  of  Examiners  reported  as  to  the  result  of  the  October 
examinations  :  out  of  10  Major  candidates  6  passed,  and  of 
the  190  Minor  candidates  70  passed.  The  correspondence 
included  a  letter  from  the  Torquay  Association  pressing  for 
.a  reply  to  their  letter  on  the  Inland  Revenue  prosecutions, 
and  one  from  the  N.E.  Lancashire  Association  in  reference 
to  the  conduct  of  the  Journal. 

The  monthly  Council-meeting  was  held  on  October  8,  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.  There  were  present:  The 
President  (Mr.  G.  W.  T.  Newsholme),  Vice-President  (Mr. 
C.  B.  Allen),  Treasurer  (Mr.  S.  R.  Atkins),  and  Messrs. 
Carteighe,  Cooper,  Corder,  Cross,  Gifford,  Glyn- Jones,  Har- 
rington, Hills,  Park,  Robinson,  Savory,  Southall,  Storrar, 
•Symes,  Wootton,  and  Young. 

Mr.  Wootton  Welcomed. 

Before  the  proceedings  commenced  the  President  said 
he  should  like  to  give  a  hearty  welcome  to  his  colleague 
Mr.  Wootton.  The  councillors  knew  how  much  Mr.  Wootton 
has  suffered  and  what  a  serious  illness  he  had  had,  and  were 
lioartily  glad  to  see  him  back  again.  (Applause.) 

Last  Meeting's  Minutes. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  con- 
firmed, one  paragraph,  which  had  not  previously  been  made 
public,  being  to  the  effect  that  the  editor  of  the  Journal  had 
placed  his  resignation  in  the  hands  of  the  committee,  and 
that  it  had  been  accepted  and  the  editor  granted  an  annuity 
of  300/.,  to  date  from  January  1,  1903.  Reference  was 
made  to  a  request  for  the  return  of  the  examination-fees  of 
a  deceased  candidate  ;  but  the  father  was  informed  that  the 
request  could  not  be  granted,  as  the  Secretary  has  no  power 
to  return  fees. 

Arising  out  of  the  minutes  the  Secretary  reported  that, 
in  addition  to  the  resolution  of  congratulation  sent  to  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  he  had  cabled  a 
congratulation  which  reached  the  Association  whilst  it  was 
in  session. 

The  Editor's  Resignation. 

The  President  explained  that  the  matter  of  the  Editor's 
resignation  was  at  the  last  meeting  discussed  in  committee, 
as  it  was  not  thought  desirable  to  make  it  public  until  the 
report  of  the  Journal  Investigation  Committee  was  received. 


Circumstances  had  happened,  however,  which  made  it 
desirable  to  mention  the  matter  in  Council. 

Mr.  Gifford  :  I  don't  know  if  I  am  in  order,  but  I  wish  to 
enter  a  protest  against  that  minute. 

The  President  :  The  minutes  have  been  confirmed,  but 
you  will  have  an  opportunity  of  entering  a  protest  later  on, 
if  you  desire  to. 

Deaths. 

The  President  next  referred  to  the  death  of  Mr.  John 
Robbins,  which  took  place  on  August  8.  Mr.  Robbins,  he 
said,  was  for  years  a  member  of  the  Council,  and  also  filled 
the  position  of  Treasurer.  He  joined  the  Society  in  1860, 
was  elected  a  councillor  in  1873,  and  was  Treasurer  from 
1880  till  his  retirement  in  1890.  He  established  a  fund, 
which  was  known  as  the  Robbins  Fund,  for  giving  a  Christ- 
mas present  of  5/.  to  the  amiuitant  whose  husband  had 
contributed  the  largest  amount  of  money  to  the  Benevolent 
Fund.  When  the  Council  increased  the  amount  paid  to  the 
annuitants,  it  was  considered  desirable  to  discontinue  the 
grant,  and  Mr.  Robbins  merged  the  amount  he  had  set  apart 
for  that  purpose  in  the  Benevolent  Fund.  Mr.  Robbins  was 
a  Fellow  of  the  Chemical  Society,  and  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal 
Institution,  and  formerly  Master  of  the  Worshipful  Company 
of  Wheelwrights,  and  St.  Andrew's  Lodge  of  Freemasons.  The 
President  then  referred  to  the  geniality  and  loyalty  of 
Mr.  Robbins,  and  proposed  a  resolution  of  sympathy  with 
the  family. 

The  Vice-President,  seconding  the  resolution,  said  he 
was  associated  for  many  years  with  Mr.  Robbins,  and  could 
endorse  all  the  President  had  said  about  his  geniality  and 
generosity. 

Mr.  Hills  added  a  few  words  to  express  his  personal 
regret  at  the  loss  of  one  with  whom  he  had  worked  at  that 
table,  and  who  had  been  a  neighbour  of  his  for  many  years 
in  Oxford  Street.  The  question  was  often  asked  as  to  how 
the  individual  chemist  could  be  successful  in  spite  of  the  very 
unfavourable  conditions  of  business,  and  he  thought  the 
question  was  answered  in  Mr.  Robbins.  He  possessed  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  chemical  ability,  and  when  the  oppor- 
tunity presented,  itself  he  used  it  to  the  best  advantage, 
becoming  thereby  a  prosperous  man. 

The  resolution  was  put  and  carried. 

The  President  then  referred  to  the  death  of  Sir  Frederick 
A.  Abel,  an  honorary  member  of  the  Society,  which  took 
place  on  September  6.  Sir  Frederick,  said  the  President, 
was  associated  with  the  Society  for  a  number  of  years,  and 
took  the  greatest  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society.  It  had  been  a  pleasure  to  the  Society  to  have 
Sir  Frederick  Abel  as  a  guest  at  the  annual  dinners,  owing 
not  only  to  his  kind-heartedness  and  geniality,  but  on 
account  of  the  distinguished  services  he  had  rendered  to  his 
country  in  the  course  of  his  long  life. 

It  was  agreed  to  send  a  resolution  of  sympathy  to  the 
family. 

Reference  also  was  made  to  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Moss, 
who  although  at  the  time  of  his  death  not  directly  con- 
nected with  the  Society  in  any  official  capacity,  was  formerly 
a  distinguished  student  and  afterwards  a  demonstrator  and 
examiner  of  the  Society.  He  was  well  known  to  every 
pharmacist  in  the  country,  and  the  Secretary  was  directed 
to  write  to  the  family  a  letter  of  sympathy. 

B.P.C.  Delegates. 

The  President,  as  one  of  the  delegates  from  the  Society 
to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  at  Dundee,  said 
the  meeting  was,  according  to  his  experience,  one  of  the 
most  successful  that  had  been  held.  It  was  an  exceedingly 
pleasant  affair,  and  the  weather  was  good.  The  visitors 
received  the  heartiest  reception  and  kindest  consideration. 
It  was  invidious  to  mention  names,  but  he  hoped  the  Council 
would  pardon  him  if  he  mentioned  the  Chairman  of  the  Local 
Committee,  Mr.  Kerr,  He  was  a  well-known  pharmacist, 
and  worked  extremely  hard  to  make  the  Conference  a  success, 
beicg  in  that  respect  loyally  backed  up  by  his  committee. 
The  President  added  that  although  his  remarks  had  been 
chiefly  as  to  the  social  side  of  the  meeting,  he  could  also  say 
that  the  scientific  papers  were  quite  up  to,  if  not  above,  the 
average. 

The  Treasurer  shared  with  the  President  in  the  enjoyment 
of  the  Conference-meeting  at  Dundee.    All  that  could  le 
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thought  out  in  advance  was  done,  and  the  programme  carried 
out  in  the  minutest  detail.  As  regards  the  scientific  side, 
the  programme  of  papers  was,  if  possible,  above  the  ordinary 
level.  They  were  just  the  type  of  papers  that  should  be 
forthcoming  at  such  a  congress.  There  was  a  paper  on 
education,  which,  although  they  could  not  at  all  agree  with  it, 
led  to  a  very  instructive  discussion,  to  which,  if  it  could  have 
been  devoted  to  it,  a  whole  day  would  not  have  been  lost 
time.  The  Conference  amply  justified  its  existence.  The 
kindness  of  the  Dundee  chemists  was  a  thing  the  visitors 
would  never  forget.  A  very  interesting  thing  occurred  at 
Mr.  Kerr's  house.  Mr.  Kerr  showed  him  (the  speaker)  a 
small  album  of  c.d.v.  portraits  of  those  who  took  part  in 
the  1867  Conference  at  Dundee.  There  were  eight  portraits 
the  names  of  which  Mr.  Kerr  did  not  know,  and  he  (Mr. 
Atkins)  was  able  to  supply  the  names  of  all  but  one,  which 
he  thought,  however,  was  Professor  Ebert,  of  Chicago.  Mr. 
Kerr  values  the  book  very  much.  It  has  a  silver  tablet  on 
the  cover  setting  forth  the  occasion  of  the  collection  of 
portraits.  The  pathetic  side  of  this  priceless  relic  of  the 
1867  meeting  was  that  nearly  the  whole  of  the  men  whose 
portraits  are  given  there  have,  with  but  three  or  four 
exceptions,  passed  away,  and  the  alteration  time  has  wrought 
in  the  features  of  those  who  are  left.  Mr.  Atkins  finished 
his  remarks  by  reference  to  the  social  functions,  mentioning 
particularly  the  excursion  up  "the  noble  river"  (the  Tay)  to 
Perth  as  extremely  enjoyable. 

Mr.  Storrar,  in  the  name  of  the  Local  Committee,  thanked 
the  President  and  Treasurer  for  their  remarks.  He  was  one 
of  the  few  remaining  who  were  present  at  the  1867  Confer- 
ence. He  was  pleased  the  delegates  enjoyed  the  Conference 
so  much,  and  hoped  they  would  soon  be  back  again  in  Scot- 
land. 

Mr.  Gifford  added  a  few  words,  saying  the  committee 
must  have  worked  very  hard  all  through  the  summer  to  carry 
out  such  an  excellent  programme. 

The  Charge  of  Jobbery. 

The  President  then  rose,  and  said  it  was  his  duty  to  refer 
to  a  matter  which  affected  the  honour  of  every  mem ber  of  the 
Council.  Mr.  Gifford  had  made  a  charge  against  the  Council 
in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  September  6,  which  he 
would  read.  It  was  headed  "Law  and  Jobbery,"  but  he  did 
not  suppose  Mr.  Gifford  was  responsible  for  the  heading. 
The  paragraph  was  as  follows  : — 

Circumstances  over  which  I  have  no  control  compel  allusion  t:> 
Council  methods.  A  piece  of  jobbery  is  being  consummated  at  the 
present  time,  which  is  a  scandal.  I  have  asked  for,  and  expected 
to  have,  an  opportunity  of  drawing  public  attention  to  the  matter, 
but  have  been  unable  to  get  it.  I  cannot  get  away  from  the  con- 
viction that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  forgets  its  duty  to  regis- 
tered chemists. 

I  would  ask  Mr.  Gifford,  said  the  President,  to  be  good 
enough  to  explain  what  the  jobbery  is,  and  when  he  has 
been  prevented  from  drawing  attention  to  it ! 

Mr.  Gifford  :  I  refer  to  the  proposal  to  expend  some- 
thing like  2.000/.,  and  submit  the  Council  is  not  justified  in 
paying  away  2,000/.  without  some  public  reference.  I 
asked  if  I  should  have  an  opportunity  of  protesting  against 
it.  but  did  not  get  it. 

The  President  :  What  is  the  2,000/.  you  refer  to  ? 

Mr.  Gifford  :  The  2  000/.  is  for  the  annuity  it  is  proposed 
to  give  away  in  an  offhand  manner. 

The  President  :  You  have  not  explained  the  charge  I 
asked  you  to. 

The  Treasurer  :  The  charge  is  of  jobbery. 

The  President  :  What  is  the  jobbery,  Mr.  Gifford  ? 

Mr.  Gifford  :  What  I  refer  to  is  the"  jobbery. 

Mr.  Young  :  Was  Mr.  Gifford  present  at  the  meeting  ? 

The  President  :  The  matter  came  before  the  whole 
Council. 

Mr.  Carteighe:  My  friend  (Mr.  Gifford)  I  think  was 
under  a  misapprehension.  When  the  final  report  of  the 
Journal  Committee  is  adopted  it  will  come  before  the 
Council  as  a  whole  ;  until  then  the  Council  was  simply  asked 
to  adopt  a  portion  of  the  report. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  asked  whether  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee was  not  adopted  by  a  full  meeting,  and  did  Mr. 
Gifford  enter  a  protest.    If  that  was  what  Mr.  Gifford  called  I 
jobbery  he  (the  speaker)  could  not  understand  a  member  ' 


j  sitting  by  and  not  entering  a  protest.  A  colleague  made']  a 
public  statement  of  jobbery  to  the  Press,  and  did  not  even 
state  what  the  jobbery  was.  If  Mr.  Gifford  felt  he  had  done 
all  he  could  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the 

i  matter,  he  ought  surely  to  have  explained  what  he  meant 
rather  than  use  words  which  implied  dishonesty  to  the 

j  Council.  Even  yet  there  was  no  motion  of  protest  on  the 
agenda  from  Mr.  Gifford.   It  was  open  to  any  member  to  put  a 

j  motion  on  a  subject  he  wished  to  protest  against  and  have 
the  matter  discussed,  and  he  ought  to  exercise  that  right 
rather  than  make  a  statement  which  compromises  all  the 
members  of  the  Council. 

The  President  :  I  must  press  Mr.  Gifford  to  tell  us  when 
I  prevented  him  from  drawing  attention  to  the  matter. 
Mr.  Gifford  :  I  asked  when  I  should  have  an  opportunity. 
The  President  :  When  ? 

Mr.  Gifford  :  The  meeting  before  this.  I  did  protest 
then,  but  a  protest  in  camera  is  useless. 

The  President  :  You  did  not  move  any  amendment. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  And,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  has  not  taken 
any  steps  yet. 

Mr.  Gifford  :  The  jobbery  is  allied  with  other  matters. 
Whoever  is  responsible  for  the  tenour  of  the  Journal  the  last 
few  months,  whether  the  committee  I  do  not  know,  but  its 
conduct  for  the  last  few  months  and  the  way  it  treats  its 
correspondents  are  of  such  a  nature  that  I  should  not  like  to 
characterise  them. 

The  Treasurer:  I  had  hopes  that  Mr.  Gifford  would 
offer  an  explanation  or  an  apology,  and  (turning  to  Mr. 
Gifford)  I  tell  you  frankly  I  do  not  care  to  sit  on  the  Council 
under  the  imputation  of  jobbery.  (To  the  President.)  Mr. 
Gifford  has  a  perfect  right  to  express  an  opinion  as  to  an 
annuity,  but  he  has  no  right  to  charge  us  with  dishonesty. 
If  we  perpetrate  a  piece  of  jobbery  we  are  not  worthy  of  our 
seats.  We  come  here  to  do  our  best  for  pharmacy,  and  Mr. 
Gifford  ought  to  give  us  an  explanation  or  express  regret  for 
things  of  that  kind. 

Mr.  Robinson  stepped  into  the  discussion,  and  tried,  he 
said,  to  offer  a  bridge  of  retreat.  It  was  most  unusual  for  a 
member  of  any  public  body  to  charge  his  colleagues  in  a 
public  journal  with  anything  improper,  and  it  was  a  thing 
that  no  public  body  would  allow  to  pass  unnoticed.  Perhaps 
as  the  matter  was  comingupagain,Mr.  Gifford  might  have  some 
explanation  to  offer,  but  he  ought  to  express  his  regret  about  a 
matter  that  reflected  on  every  member  of  the  Council. 

There  was  an  interval  of  a  few  seconds,  and  perfect  silence 
when  Mr.  Gifford,  who  had  been  nervously  twitching  his 
moustache,  rose  and  said  :  I  should  like  to  say  that  there  is 
justification  in  the  fact  that  the  matter  is  being  made  public 
to-day.  My  conduct  was  dictated  by  a  feeling  that  it  was 
necessary  

Mr.  Carteighe  :  We  do  not  want  any  more  speeches. 
Mr.  Gifford  is  quite  out  of  order,  and,  unless  he  apologises,  I 
shall  move  a  resolution. 

Mr.  Gifford  (who  had  remained  standing)  :  I  certainly 
did  not  intend  to  reflect  on  the  personal  character  of  the 
members  of  the  Council,  and  I  am  extremely  sorry  if  I  have' 
done  so  

The  President:  You  withdraw  the  charge  of  jobbery? 
Mr.  Gifford  :  I  do. 

Elections. 

A  number  of  members  and  associates  were  then  elected. 
Some  persons  were  restored  to  their  former  status  in  the 
Society,  and  two  persons  were  restored  to  the  register. 

The  diplomas  of  the  recently  passed  pharmaceutical 
chemists  were  ordered  to  be  stamped  with  the  seal  of  the 
Society. 

Finance. 

The  Finance  Committee's  report  was  then  read  ;  it  showed 
the  following  balances  : —

the  General  Fund,  and  10/.  4s.  8d.  from  the  Benevolent 
Fund.  The  payments  were  made  up  as  follows:  Journal, 
1.168/.  10s. ;  current  expenses  in  London  and  Edinburgh, 
550/.  :  examination-fees,  281/.  16s.  4rZ.  ;  rent,  205/. ;  salaries, 
142?.  18s.  U. ;  and  sundry  accounts,  398/.  13s.  3d. 
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The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report' 
referred  to  the  fact  that  the  late  Mr.  T.  B.  Groves,  Wey" 
mouth,  had  left  2,01.  to  the  Benevolent  Fund,  and  had  made 
provision  in  his  will  that  certain  books  were  to  be  sent  to 
the  Society.  The  trustees  have  the  option  of  presenting  to 
the  Society's  library  any  books  of  a  scientific  nature  of  which 
the  Society  does  not  possess  one  or  more  copies.  The 
Benevolent  Fund  has  also  benefited  by  a  donation  of  10/.  10s. 
from  Mr.  D.  L.  Lewis,  of  Ealing.  Mr.  Lewis  is  divisional 
Secretary  of  the  Society,  and  has  interested  himself  in  the 
Benevolent  Fund.  Perhaps,  added  the  President,  the  fact 
that  he,  in  the  course  of  his  duties,  hands  over  the  instal- 
ments to  a  local  annuitant  has  made  known  to  him  the  great 
benefits  of  the  Fund. 

Benevolence. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  taken 
in  committee,  after  which, 

The  Vice-President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the 
report,  said  that  about  150Z.  had  been  recommended  to  be 
granted  to  needy  applicants.  Though  all  the  cases  before 
the  committee  were  deserving,  they  were  not  all  new — some 
were  from  applicants  who  were  relieved  from  time  to  time 
and  got  older  and  feebler  as  the  years  went  by.  Ten  grants 
of  sums  from  101.  to  20/.  were  made.  The  Vice-President 
then  made  an  earnest  appeal  on  behalf  of  little  Dorothy 
Hcuman,  a  chemist's  orphan,  who  is  a  candidate  for  election 
to  the  London  Orphan  Asylum.  Since  the  case  was  mentioned 
at  the  August  Council-meeting  the  mother  of  the  child  had 
died,  leaving  two  little  children. entirely  unprovided  for.  These 
chemists  who  have  votes  are  asked  to  use  them  on  behalf  of 
Dorothy  Houman.  Reference  was  also  made  to  the  case  of 
Fanny  Moore  (the  daughter  of  a  chemist,  quite  unable  to 
support  her  and  who  has  an  invalid  wife),  who  is  seeking 
election  to  the  British  Home  for  Incurables.  The  Vice- 
President  hoped  that  chemists  would  do  all  they  could  to 
influence  votes  in  favour  of  Fanny  Moore. 

Mr.  Cooper  said  it  was  a  pity  the  children  were  not 
eligible  for  the  Hills  Fund.  He  hoped  this  case  would 
induce  many  chemists  who  did  not  subscribe  to  do  so,  so 
that  if,  unfortunately,  their  children  became  orphans  the 
Society  could  assist  them. 

The  Vice-President  said  the  committe  also  considered 
the  question  of  candidates  for  annuities.  The  figures  sub- 
mitted showed  that  the  subscriptions  to  the  Fund  were  much 
the  same  as  last  year  at  that  time,  and  there  was  no  basis 
for  thinking  that  the  Fund  would  suffer  from  the  many 
claims  the  benevolent  had  had  upon  them  the  last  year  or  so. 
Six  deaths  had  occurred  among  the  annuitants  during  the 
year.  From  the  names  on  the  provisional  list  six  are  to  be 
placed  before  the  subscribers  to  select  five  annuitants.  There 
was  one  case  of  rather  an  exceptional  nature  before  the 
committee.  It  was  proposed  to  put  a  gentleman  who  is 
thoroughly  qualified  on  the  list,  and  he  would  have  been  in 
all  probability  elected,  but  as  he  has  a  sum  of  200/.  in  his 
possession  the  committee  could  not  add  his  name.  It  was 
suggested  that  the  applicant  should  sink  the  amount  in  an 
annuity,  but  after  consultation  with  his  friends  he  decided 
to  retain  the  money. 

Mr.  Carteighe  :  That  means  that  he  preferred  to  spend 
his  200/.  and  come  later,  to  taking  the  risk  of  an  election. 

The  Vice-President  said  that  was  so.  The  election  for 
annuitants  is  to  take  place  on  Tuesday,  December  9.  J 

The  committee's  report  was  adopted. 

School  Matters. 

The  Bell  scholars  were  ordered  to  be  paid  15/.,  the  first 
moiety  of  their  scholarships. 

Messrs.  Deane,  Stenhouse,  Bennett,  and  Drabble  were 
appointed  demonstrators  in  the  School  of  Pharmacy. 

Miss  Hooper  was  appointed  Redwood  scholar,  the 
President  remarking  that  it  was  the  first  time  a  lady  has 
held  any  of  the  Society's  scholarships.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Examinations. 

The  Board  of  Examiners  reported  on  the  recent  examina- 
tions held  in  London.  For  the  Major  examination  there 
were  10  candidates  and  6  passed,  whilst  for  the  Minor,  of 
the  190  candidates,  6%  passed,  and  126  failed.  Thirty-four 
certificates  were  accepted  for  registration  as  apprentices. 


Correspondence. 

Mrs.  Wellington  Groves  wrote  thanking  the  Society  for  the 
letter  of  condolence  on  the  death  of  her  brother. 

Mr.  Ellinor,  Sheffield,  wrote  calling  the  attention  of  the 
Council  to  untrue  statements  in  the  Jlorning  Leader  in 
reference  to  chemists  and  proprietary  medicines,  and 
inquiring  if  chemists  were  not  exempt  from  licence  by  one 
of  the  sections  of  the  Stamp  Act. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Salters'  Company  acknowledged  the 
receipt  of  the  report  on  the  work  of  the  Salter  scholar,  and 
said  the  Court,  in  confirming  the  re-appointment  of  Mr. 
Garsed,  were  very  gratified  with  the  work  he  had  done. 

Dr.  B.  H.  Paul,  in  a  letter,  thanked  the  President  for  the 
way  the  Council  proposed  to  acknowledge  his  past  services. 

The  Torquay  Chemists'  Association  sent  a  copy  of  the 
resolution  (C  $  D.,  September  6,  page  415)  complaining 
that  they  had  received  no  definite  reply  to  a  previous  letter 
on  the  Inland  Revenue  prosecutions  at  Torquay. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  was  of  opinion  that  the  Secretary  was 
asked  to  write  for  further  particulars  of  the  prosecutions,  as 
only  general  comments  were  made  in  the  letter.  If  the 
particulars  had  not  been  sent  it  was  not  much  use  sending 
the  letter  to  a  committee. 

Mr.  Robinson  :  It  is  a  good  rule  to  refer  letters  to  a 
committee,  as  they  cannot  be  dealt  with  on  the  moment. 

The  Secretary  of  the  North-East  Lancashire  Association 
sent  the  resolution  given  in  the  C.  Sf  D.,  September  20, 
page  513,  in  reference  to  the  Journal.  This  was  referred  to 
the  Journal  Committee. 

The  public  business  here  ended.

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

An  advance  copy  of  the  syllabus  for  the  forthcoming  session 
has  been  sent  us,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  opening 
meeting  of  the  session  is  to  take  place  on  October  16,  when 
the  President  will  deliver  his  inaugural  address.  The 
evenings  of  October  23,  November  26,  and  December  18  are 
set  apart  for  musical  and  social  recreation  ;  whilst  papers  are 
to  be  read  on  four  evenings,  that  on  October  30  being  by 
Mr.  S.  J.  Frost  on  "  The  Products  of  the  Bee,"  and  on 
December  4  by  Mr.  A.  R.  Arrowsmith  on  "  The  Bitter  Waters 
of  Hungary."  A  visit  is  to  be  paid  to  the  dispensary  of 
St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital  on  December  11. 


London  Chemists'  Association. 

On  Tuesday,  October  7,  a  deputation  from  this  Association 
was  received  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  in  reference  to 

The  Titles  Question. 

The  meeting  was  not  open  to  the  Press,  but  we  are  informed 
that  the  deputation  consisted  of  Messrs.  Burton,  Bustard, 
Pentney,  and  Pond,  who  were  received  by  all  the  members 
of  Council  attending  this  week's  meeting.  In  June  last  the 
L.C.A.  resolved  to  ask  the  Council  to  test  in  court  the 
legality  of  the  use  by  limited  companies  of  the  title 
"  chemists,"  and  Tuesday's  reception  was  the  second  step  in 
the  matter.  Mr.  Albert  Cooper  introduced  the  deputation, 
and  Mr.  Pentney  explained  what  the  L.C.A.  desires.  He 
thought  a  test-case  would  give  the  Council  the  best  possible 
"  jumping-off  ground  "  for  legislation.  Mr.  Bustard  followed, 
his  speech  recalling  the  events  of  1880.  He  regretted  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  of  that  day  had  not  taken 
prompt  action,  but  even  now  a  fresh  case  could  be  attempted, 
and  if  failure  followed,  as  he  feared  it  might,  the  opportunity 
could  be  taken  advantage  of  in  promoting  legislation  to 
remedy  the  defects  of  the  present  law.  If  the  Council 
would  take  the  trade  into  its  confidence,  Mr.  Bustard 
urged,  it  would  receive  a  much  larger  share  of  loyal 
support.  Mr.  Pond  came  next :  he  read  a  lengthy  statement, 
in  which  he  asserted  that  so  long  as  the  Council  failed  to 
take  steps  to  protect  the  title  conferred  upon  those  who  had 
passed  the  Society's  examination  it  was  obtaining  candi- 
dates' fees  under  false  pretences.  If  the  Council  had  no  power 
to  prevent  the  use  of  the  title  "  chemist  "  by  butchers  and 
carpenters,  it  should  not  hold  any  more  examinations  until 
it  had  secured  the  necessary  protection  for  the  title.  Mr. 
Blrton  referred  to  the  Leith  case,  which  was,  he  said,  a 
mistake  on  the  part  of  the  Council,  who  should  never  have 
taken  such  a  case  in  Scotland,  as  under  the  Scotch  law  the 
powers  of  appeal  are  so  limited. 

Mr.  Newsholme  (President  of  the  Society),  replying  to 
the  deputation,  said  thesa  matters  had  much  better  be  left 
in  the  hands  of  the  Council.  As  membrs  elected  the 
Council,  surely  it  ought  to  trust  those  whom  it  elected,  and 
leave  it  to  them  to  do  the  best  for  the  trade.  Would  the 
deputation  point  out  the  kind  of  test-case  to  be  taken  1 

A  fairly  lively  passage  of  arms  them  took  place  between 
some  of  the  members  of  the  deputation  and  Mr.  Carteighe, 
an  official  reply  being  pressed  for,  but  nothing  was  added  to 
the  President's  statement.  Mr.  Atkins  expressed  the  willing- 
ness and  pleasure  of  the  Council  to  receive  deputations  of 
the  sort  at  any  time,  and,  Mr.  Bustard  having  thanked  the 
Council  for  its  courteous  hearing,  the  deputation  withdrew.

Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

The  members  of  this  Association  met  on  October  7,  at  the 
Cafe  Royal,  Bradford,  Mr.  J.  A.  Mitchell  (President)  in  the 
chair.

The  Presidential  Address. 

The  President  said  the  chemist  of  to-day  had  to  be 
much  better  educated  than  was  the  chemist  of  the  past, 
and  that  fact  naturally  brought  one  to  the  question  of 
whether  this  advanced  education  could  not  be  applied  to 
better  advantage.  Much  of  the  present  state  of  things  had 
been  brought  about  by  severe  competition.  They  were  com- 
pelled in  many  cases  to  sell  their  birthright  as  chemists 
for  the  sake  of  the  extra 
profit,  without  which 
they  could  hardly  make 
ends  meet.  But  it 
was  necessary  that  they 
should  carefully  consider 
their  position,  and  de- 
termine that,  wherever 
possible,  they  would  be 
chemists  in  preference 
to  being  merely  sales- 
men. In  times  past  the 
chemist  was  able  to 
stand  alone,  but  to-day 
if  he  stood  by  himself 
he  was  in  danger  of 
being  swept  off  his  feet. 
Thus  the  advantage  of 
chemists'  associations 
such  as  theirs  was  ap- 
parent, for,  besides  the 
social  and  intellectual 
developments  consequent 
upon  association  with 
their  fellows,  considerable  pecuniary  benefits  accrued. 
Those  of  the  members  of  the  Bradford  Association  who  had' 
joined  the  Buying  Section  must  admit  that  their  subscrip- 
tions were  paid  over  and  over  again  by  the  saving  that 
that  branch  alone  had  effected.  Those  of  them,  too,  who 
had  joined  in  the  Atlas  contract  for  the  delivery  of  goods 
from  London  would  allow,  especially  if  they  did  much 
London  business,  that  the  arrangement  had  put  money  into' 
their  pockets.  Furthermore,  when  the  latter  arrangement 
was  made  with  the  London  carriers,  a  Liverpool  firm  spon- 
taneously offered,  in  competition,  to  deliver  all  parcels, 
however  small,  free  of  all  charge  from  Liverpool.  That 
advantage  would  never  have  been  gained  to  Bradford 
chemists  if  there  had  been  no  Association.  His  desire  was, 
during  his  presidency,  to  see  a  minimum  price-list  for  the 
Bradford  Chemists'  Association  an  accomplished  fact.  He 
was  well  aware  that  they  could  not  expect  a  rigid  price- 
list  for  all  districts,  but  he  believed  that  they  could  bring- 
out  a  list  of  such  a  nature  as  they  could  all  honourably 
promise  not  to  sell  below.  He  asked  himself  the  question 
the  other  day, 

"  what  is  pharmacy  1 " 

On  turning  to  a  reference  he  found  the  following  defini- 
tion : — '•  Pharmacy  is  a  department  of  "  the  medical  art, 
which  consists  in  the  collecting,  preserving,  and  dispensing 
of  medicines."  If  that  definition  was  a  correct  one,  how 
many  of  them  could  say  to-day  that  they  earned  their  liveli- 
hood by  pharmacy  alone.  Certainly  some  of  them  did  a  little 
collecting,  and  obtained  valuable  collections,  and  they 
occasionally  looked  over  them,  and  sighed  deeply  as  they 
lamented  on  the  loss  which  such  an  assortment  meant  to 
them.  With  regard  to  the  "  preserving,"  the  old  conditions 
had  gone  altogether ;  but  he  believed  they  would  in  future 
have  a  larger  share  of  dispensing  than  they  had  had  lately. 
They  all  had  their  ideals  of  pharmacy.  Some  would  say 
that  they  would  be  content  if  they  had  an  exclusive  right  to 
the  title  of  "chemist  and  druggist,"  but  he  fancied  if  this 
claim  were  made  good  they  would  still  cry  out  for  more. 
Others  thought  they  should  have  the  Pharmacopoeia  and  its 
contents  given  to  them  for  their  own,  after  the  more  simple 
things  had  been  expunged.  He  was  afraid  that  the  world  would 
be  a  good  deal  older  before  they  saw  any  hopes  of  this  ideal 
coming  to  pass.  The  Editor  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal 
had  recently  told  them  that  the  only  difference  between  a 
qualified  chemist  and  his  unqualified  opponent  was  that  the 
chemist  had  passed  an  examination  and  his  neighbour  had 
not.  Reduced  to  cold  logic  that  might  be  so.  and  if  it  was 
so  they  must  see  to  it,  by  all  means  in  their  power,  that  they 
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made  the  difference  more  striking.  A  great  deal  in  the 
future  depended  upon  their  own  individual  efforts,  and  much 
on  the  apprentice  of  to-day.  The  youth  of  to-day  is 
awakening  to  a  realisation  of  the  fact  that  real  knowledge 
must  be  gradually  acquired  in  the  shop  rather  than  gained 
in  a  three  months'  college  course.  Many  apprentices  are 
now  attending  courses  of  classes  in  the  winter,  and  the  wiser 
of  them  are  doing  systematic  study  all  the  year  round.  Even 
in  the  ordinary  shop  routine  there  is  more  opportunity 
than  might  be  supposed.  He  would  advise  all  youths  in 
their  spare  moments  to  gum  underneath  the  shop-bottles 
small  square  tickets  with  a  few  particulars  in  small  writing 
as  to  the  strength,  composition,  dose,  &c,  of  the  contents. 
After  having  done  this,  the  lad  could  be  silently 

ASKING  HIMSELF  QUESTIONS 

with  almost  every  bottle  he  handled.    As  to  the  attitude  of 
the  master  towards  the  apprentice,  his  opinion  is  that  the 
master  has  to  a  great  extent  failed  in  his  duty  in  the  past. 
How  often  has  the  apprentice  been  converted  into  a  means 
of  cheap  labour  ?    When  the  young  fellow  began  to  feel  at 
home  amidst  his  strange  surroundings,  and  was  able  to  wrap 
up  a  packet  of  salts  in  a  manner  suitable  for  handing  over 
the  counter,  and  had  learnt  the  art  of  packing  and  unpack- 
ing without  mishap,  his  chief  work  appeared  to  be  the  putting 
up  of  proprietary  articles.  He  once  heard  a  qualified  chemist 
say  (and  his  experience  was  not  singular),  "  When  I  had 
completed  my  apprenticeship  I  had  never  spread  a  plaster, 
never  made  a  blister,  hardly  ever  dispensed  a  prescription, 
and  never  made  a  suppository."    He  (the  President)  did  not 
advocate  dispensing  by  apprentices  ;  but  if  a  master  intended 
to  teach  he  should,  of  any  rate,  allow  the  apprentice  to  try 
his  hand  on  some  of  these  things,  even  though  the  ultimate 
destination  of  his  work  should  be  the  ashpit.  Regarding  the 
status  of  the  chemist  of  to-day  he  was  a  sort  of  hybrid, 
partaking  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  professional  man,  doing 
the  drudgery  of  the  mere  tradesman,  and  not  sharing  in 
the  full  compensation  of  either.    It  appeared  to  him  that 
the  pharmaceutical  craft  had  somehow  managed  to  get 
into  a  backwater,  and  had  become  much  embarrassed  with 
long,  strong,  evil,  weeds  which  had  been  allowed  to  grow  up 
around  it  until  it  would  take  an  almost  superhuman  effort  to 
uproot  them.    The  chemist  had  so  long  undervalued  himself 
that  others  had  taken  him  at  his  own  valuation.    They  were 
finding  instances  of  that  at  the  present  time  in  the  manner 
in  which  certain  wholesale  firms  dictated  their  terms  to 
the  retail  chemist.    In  some  cases  he  was  not  taken  into 
-account  at  all,  and  in  other  cases  he  was  dealt  with  in  such 
a  manner  that  one  could  easily  see  that  they  regarded  him 
:as  a  poor  weak  worm  who  had  not  even  the  power  of  turning. 
He  gave  as  an  instance  the  address  to  the  trade  by  Aerators 
(Limited)  in  regard  to  their  syphons  and  sparklets.  One 
could  hardly  imagine  more  humiliating  conditions,  he  said, 
than  those  affecting  the  loan  of  these  syphons.  He  regretted 
that  he  could  not  bring  his  address  to  a  proper  conclusion 
by  proposing  some  scheme  which  would  convert  their 
misfortunes  into  fortunes  ;  but  he  thought  if  the  chemists  of 
England  were  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
also  of  their  local  Associations,  they  would  pave  the  way  to  a 
broad  an  3  comparatively  easy  road  out  into  the  sunshine  of 
better  things. 

A  long  and  interesting  discussion  followed,  to  which 
Messrs.  R.  W.  Silson,  A.  H.  Waddington,  Hanson,  John 
Taylor,  and  WiLCpCK  contributed,  all  of  these  gentlemen 
speaking  in  terms  of  high  appreciation  of  the  value  of  the 
address.  Mr.  Taylor  spoke  at  some  length  on  the  treatment 
of  apprentices,  with  reference  to  the  diminution  and  the 
difficulty  in  getting  youths. 

Other  Business. 

Mr.  Waddington  gave  an  account  of  the  proceedings  at 
Dewsbury  at  the  meeting  for  the  formation  of  the  West 
Riding  Federation.  Messrs.  Mitchell,  Waddington,  Dunn, 
and  Hanson  were  appointed  as  members  of  the  Council  of 
the  Federation,  and  Messrs.  R.  W.  Silson  and  Marshall  as 
delegates  to  the  Bradford  meeting. 

letters  were  read  from  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  acknowledging 
receipt  of  31.  3.<.  from  the  Treasurer  as  a  donation  to  the 
Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund.  The  Secretary  said  that  he 
thought  that  soon  an  effort  should  be  made  for  a  local 
canvass. 


Derby  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  was  held  at  Smith's  Rooms  at  Derby  on  Wednes- 
day evening,  October  8,  the  principal  object  of  the  gathering 
being  to  receive  suggestions  and  take  steps  for  the 

Improvement  of  the  Association. 

Mr.  C.  Warrington  was  voted  to  the  chair,  and  amongst 
those  present  were  Messrs.  J.  A.  Cope  (Hon.  Secretary), 
J.  Hefford,  F.  P.  Pembleton,  Blaylock,  Turner,  Haynes,  Reed- 
man,  and  Elmitt.  Letters  regretting  their  inability  to  be 
present  were  received  from  Messrs.  Blunt  and  Bowler.  The 
minutes  of  the  last  meeting  having  been  read  and  confirmed, 
the  Secretary  stated  that  there  were  thirty  members  of 
the  Association,  and  they  had  a  favourable  balance,  despite 
the  fact  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  have  a  subscription  last 
year.  There  were  a  number  of  chemists  in  Ashbourne, 
Alfreton,  and  other  places,  who  might  join  if  they  lived 
nearer.  It  was  reported  that  the  pharmacy  class  at  the 
Derby  Technical  College  had  practically  fallen  through,  only 
one  chemist's  assistant  having  applied  to  join  the  class,  and 
two  lady-dispensers.  An  interesting  discussion  took  place 
as  to  the  best  means  of  improving  the  Association  and 
stimulating  interest  in  its  work,  and  Mr.  Blaylock  sug- 
gested that  they  should  form  a  trades  union  right  through- 
out the  country,  and  make  their  presence  felt.  The  Chairman 
regretted  that  there  was  so  much  apathy  amongst  chemists, 
and  suggested  that  all  in  the  district  should  agree  to  com- 
bine and  further  their  interests  generally.  Mr.  Cope  said 
they  were  affiliated  with  the  Federation.  Mr.  Blaylock 
thought  that  the  best  way  for  chemists  to  protect 
their  interests  was  to  have  a  mutual  association 
for  the  benefit  of  members.  In  regard  to  trade-marks, 
there  ought  to  be  a  recognised  body  of  chemists 
to  examine  them,  and  if  such  a  body  was  in  existence, 
"  tabloid,"  for  instance,  would  never  have  been  a  trade-mark. 
Then  when  a  new  proprietary  article  came  out  chemists 
ought  to  know  what  profit  they  were  going  to  get,  and  let  it 
be  known  that  Boots  and  other  companies  did  not  rule  all 
the  world.  He  attributed  the  apathy  that  existed  amongst 
chemists  to  jealousy.  Mr.  Pembleton  considered  that  every 
chemist  in  the  district  should  be  waited  upon  and  urged  to 
join  the  Association,  and  sign  an  agreement,  not  to_  sell 
patent  medicines  under  a  price  that  would  allow  a  living 
profit ;  then  the  owners  would  come  to  their  terms.  The 
proposal  to  this  effect  met  with  unanimous  approval.  A 
circular  containing  a  reprint  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Federation  meeting  at  Dundee  was  read,  and  a  discussion 
took  place  thereon,  and  also  in  regard  to  the  proposed  test- 
case  to  ascertain  whether  the  title  of  a  chemist  held  good. 
Mr.  Blayloch  thought  steps  should  be  taken  to  get  a  new 
decision  on  this  point,  but  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Turner, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Pembleton,  it  was  decided  that  it  was  not 
advisable  to  encourage  a  test-case  at  present,  chemists  not 
being  sufficiently  amalgamated  yet.  Subsequently  it  was 
decided  that  a  sub-committee  should  make  a  canvass  of  the 
chemists  in  Derby  and  district  to  ascertain  their  views  as  to 
fixing  a  price  for  proprietary  articles,  and  inviting  them  to 
say  which  they  considered  a  start  should  be  made  with. 
Other  matters  of  interest  to  the  trade  were  discussed,  and  it 
was  resolved  to  meet  oftener,  the  next  meeting  being  fixed 
for  Tuesday  week. 


Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Chemists' 
Trade  Association. 

At  a  meeting  of  committee  of  this  Association,  Mr.  J.  W. 
Sutherland  (the  President)  in  the  chair,  Mr.  Dunlop  (Secre- 
tary) reported  that  upwards  of  800  signatures  had  been 
obtained  in  Scotland  to  the  petition  proposed  to  be  presented 
to  the  manufacturers  of  patent  and  proprietary  medicines, 
asking  for  the  removal  of  certain  grievances  in  connection 
with  the  sale  of  their  goods.  It  was  also  reported  that  the 
membership  of  the  Association  was  growing  steadily,  there 
being  now  321  members  on  the  roll.  It  was  resolved  to 
notify  by  circular  all  the  members  in  the  Glasgow  district 
that  the  prices  at  present  ruling  in  that  district  for 
poisonous  proprietaries  are  to  be  maintained.  Any  alteration 
in  the  existing  list  of  proprietary  articles  will  be  duly 
notified.    The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  was  fixed 
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for  Thursday,  October  23,  at  8.30  p.m.,  in  the  Rooms,  West 
Regent  Street.  A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Seabury  express- 
ing regret  that,  owing  to  indisposition,  he  was  unable  to  fulfil 
his  engagement  to  address  the  members  of  the  Association. 


Grimsby  Chemists'  Association. 

Mr.  Cornelius  Willson  presided  over  the  general  meeting 
of  this  Association,  held  at  ,the  Oberon  Hotel,  Grimsby,  on 
October  7. 

Federation  Matters. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  Colley)  regretted  that  the  local 
delegate  (Mr.  Hawdon)  appointed  to  attend  the  Federa- 
tion did  not  go,  and  neglected  to  notify  the  Association  of 
his  inability  to  attend.  The  report  of  the  Federation  was 
.read,  and  an  opinion  expressed  that  Associations  in  arrear 
4wo  years  with  their  subscriptions  should  not  be  retained  as 
■members. 

Mr.  Dewing  proposed,  Mr.  Sneath  seconded,  and  it  was 
unanimously  carried,  that  the  Association  notify  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Federation  that  they  had  already  discussed  the 
title  question,  and  did  not  see  the  advisability  of  re- 
opening it,  and  regretting  that  the  different  Association 
delegates  failed  to  express  the  sentiments  of  the  various 
Associations. 

The  Secretary  next  introduced  the  question  of 

Traders'  Stamps 

just  introduced  into  Grimsby.  He  had  attended  the  pre- 
liminary meeting  of  local  traders,  and  gathered  that  a 
tradesman  who  accepted  the  system  of  stamp-trading  had 
to  pay  about  5  per  cent,  upon  his  turnover.  In  reply  to 
Mr.  Dewing,  he  explained  the  scheme  ;  and  after  some  con- 
versation it  was  decided,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Dewing,  that 
the  trading-stamp  system  was  one  that  should  be  thoroughly 
ventilated  by  traders,  and  that  the  Association  should  co- 
operate with  the  other  local  traders  in  the  matter. 

Mr.  Colley  was  nominated  as  a  member  of  the  P.A.T.A. 
Council. 


Huddersfield  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  on  Wednesday  night,  October  8, 
at  the  Y.M.C.A.  Parlour.  Mr.  R.  C.  Walshaw  presided,  and 
there  were  also  present  Messrs.  Spurr,  Hogley,  Broadbent, 
France,  Swift,  and  Johnson  (Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer). 

Annual  Report. 

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  presented  the  balance- 
sheet,  which  showed  that  the  income  for  the  first  year  had 
amounted  to  71.,  and  the  expenditure  left  a  balance  in  hand 
of  11.  4,s'.  4d  The  Association  was  started  in  October,  1901, 
and  the  great  majority  of  chemists  in  business  in  the  town 
and  district  at  once  came  to  the  support  of  the  committee 
by  joining  the  Association.  During  the  session  six  meetings 
had  been  held,  at  which  current  pharmaceutical  topics  had 
been  discussed.  The  average  attendance  had  been  nine,  and 
it  was  regretted  that  more  did  not  turn  up,  the  numerical 
strength  being :  Town,  19  ;  district,  8 ;  Doncaster,  1 ;  Lon- 
don, 1 ;  total,  29.

Mr.  Walshaw  consented  to  act  again 
as  President,  and  Mr.  Johnson  was  re-elected  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  and  Messrs.  Spurr  and  Stephens  were  elected 
Vice-Presidents.  The  President  said  that  during  the  year 
he  had  felt  the  want  of  a  committee  or  council.  All  sorts 
of  little  things  had  cropped  up  that  he  and  the  Secretary 
had  had  to  deal  with  on  their  own  responsibility.

Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund. 

It  was  agreed  to  discuss  Mr.  Glyn- Jones's  letter  (p.  625)  on 
the  subject  as  soon  as  possible,  and  those  present  agreed  to 
canvass  the  district.  The  P.A.T.A.  circular  re  the  forthcoming 
conference  was  also  referred  to,  and  it  was  resolved  : — 

That  this  Association  approves  the  scheme  as  formulated,  and 
will  write  to  the  manufacturers  of  the  non-protected  articles, 
urging  them  to  attend  the  Conference. 

The  following  resolution  was  also  carried  : — • 

That  the  members  of  this  Association  pledge  themselves  in 
every  legitimate  manner  to  oppose  the  sale  of  non-protected 
articles  by  refusing  to  show  them  in  their  shops  or  by  exhibiting 
show-cards. 

A  further  resolution  was  passed  as  follows  : — 

That  this  Association  is  of  opinion  that  if  patent  medicine  pro- 
prietors were  all  to  adopt  some  scheme  of  protecting  prices,  the 
question  of  substitution  would  disappear. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  the  next  meeting  on  the  second 
Tuesday  in  November,  and  to  consider  the  question  of  titles 
and  a  test-case.  The  President  observed  that  he  could  not 
see  how  the  1880  decision  covered  the  whole  of  the  section. 


Halifax  Chemists'  Association. 

The  members  met  on  Tuesday  evening,  October  7,  at  the  Old 
Cock  Hotel,  Mr.  Gibson  Dixon  presiding.  The  principal 
subject  before  the  meeting  was 

A  Co-operative  Advertising  Scheme, 

promoted  by  the  Association  and  arranged  by  the  committee. 
The  President  said  the  idea  of  the  scheme  is  to  issue  a 
pamphlet  for  distribution  among  the  householders  of  the 
district.  The  back  page  would  contain  the  names  and 
addresses  of  the  members  of  the  Association,  and  on  the 
title-page  would  be  the  words  "  Simple  drugs,  their  value ; 
simple  ailments,  their  treatment  "  ;  and  the  pamphlet  would 
contain  information  and  directions  briefly  and  pithily  put. 
The  pamphlet  would  also  contain  a  statement  to  the  effect 
that  the  chemists  and  druggists  of  Halifax  and  neighbour- 
hood whose  names  were  attached  warned  the  public  against 
the  increasing  use  of  patent  medicines.  The  Secretary 
submitted  printers'  tenders,  which  showed  an  average  cost  of 
11.  per  1,000  copies.  He  thought  20,000  would  be  required. 
The  President  said  the  cost  of  distribution  would  be  about 
3/.  Various  questions  were  asked  and  answered,  and  the 
members  present  discussed  the  pros  and  cons,  of  the  proposal. 
The  Secretary  read  the  following  passage  from  the  draft : — 

To  familiarise  the  public  with  the  uses  and  doses  of  such  medi- 
cines by  which  simple  ailments  may  frequently  be  cured,  or  at 
least  relieved,  is  the  aim  of  this  little  book.  It  is  not  desired  to 
supplant  the  medical  man,  but  to  show  the  public  that  it  is  quite 
unnecessary  at  the  first  alarm  to  fly  for  relief  to  a  quack  medi- 
cine. The  chemists  and  druggists  whose  names  are  attached  are 
all  duly  qualified  and  registered  men,  and  they  consequently  claim 
sufficient  experience  and  knowledge  to  enable  them  to  advise  the 
public  in  cases  of  emergency. 

It  was  ultimately  agreed  to  write  to  each  member  of  the 
Association  about  the  scheme,  and  it  was  afterwards  sug- 
gested that  other  local  Associations  might  join  in  it. 

The  Rest  of  the  Evening 

was  devoted  to  the  circular  re  the  Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund 
(the  application  was  liberally  responded  to  by  each  member 
present)  and  the  P.A.T.A.  Conference. 

After  a  short  discussion,  in  which  the  meeting  concurred 
in  the  President's  remarks  that  it  was  a  far-reaching  circular, 
the  Secretary  suggested  they  should  pass  a  resolution  to 
the  effect  that  unprotected  articles  should  be  placed  on  the 
P.A.T.A.,  or  they  might,  on  the  other  hand,  take  a  few 
articles  common  to  Halifax  and  district,  and  communicate 
with  the  proprietors  of  those  articles,  asking  them  to  place 
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them  on  the  P.A.T.A.  This  was  done,  and  Carter's  pills, 
Williams's  pink  pills,  Owbridge's  tonic,  and  Wins-low's  syrup 
were  the  articles  selected  for  protection. 

Mr.  Swire  was  appointed  to  represent  the  Association  at 
the  Dewsbury  dinner ;  and  the  President  and  Vice-President 
(Mr.  Thompson)  were  appointed  as  delegates  to  the  Council 
of  the  West  Biding  Federation. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  to  Messrs.  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.  asking  them  to  join  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  also 
to  state  a  minimum  selling-price  for  several  of  their  principal 
preparations.   

NewcastIe=on-Tyne  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on 
Wednesday  evening,  October  8.  There  was  a  better  attend- 
ance than  usual.  A  very  satisfactory  report  was  submitted 
by  the  Secretary.  It  showed  that  the  Association  has  the 
third  largest  membership  of  such  bodies  in  the  Kingdom. 
The  Treasurer's  report  showed  a  few  shillings  debit  balance, 
but  there  had  been  exceptional  expenditure  during  the  year. 
The  office-bearers  for  1902-3  were  appointed— viz. :  Presi- 
dent, Mr.  G.  F.  Merson ;  Vice-Presidents,  Messrs.  Wright, 
Bidley,  Dudderidge,  Clague,  Ellis,  and  Gilderdale ;  Hon. 
Secretary  (re  elected),  Mr.  Wm.  Atkins,  126  Baby  Street, 
Newcastle ;  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr.  Wm.  Kerse ;  Auditors, 
Messrs.  Whitehead  and  Dean ;  Executive,  Messrs.  W. 
Buckley  (North  Shields),  H.  Pattinson  (Whitley  Bay), 
J.  Low  (Chester-le-Street),  J.  S.  Hill  (Newcastle),  G.  Weston 
(Newcastle),  J.  Gibson  (North  Shields),  G.  T.  Hogg  (Gates- 
head), and  B.  Cubey  (Blaydon). 

Mr.  Merson,  the  new  President,  is  an  Aberdonian  by  birth 
and  training.  He  was  apprenticed  to  Mr.  Bobert  Burnett, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  Fraserburgh,  and  it  was  thorough 
instruction  in  pharmaceutical  processes  that  he  had  from 

Mr.  Burnett  during  the  five 
years  he  was  with  him,  be- 
sides much  encouragement 
in  Minor  studies.  Then 
Mr.  Merson  went  to  Messrs. 
T.  &  H.  Smith  j  &  Co.'s 
wholesale  place  in  Edin- 
burgh, and  while  there 
studied  under  Mr.  William 
Duncan,  F.C.S.,  and  passed 
the  Minor  and  Major 
examinations.  His  ex- 
perience in  Association 
work  began  there,  for  he 
was  Assistant-Secretary  of 
the  E.C.A  and  A.A.  In 
1889  he  migrated  to  New- 
castle-on-Tyne,  entering 
Messrs.  Mawson,  Swan  & 
Waddell's  laboratories, 
helped  to  start  an  As- 
sistants' Association  there, 
serving  as  Secretary  and  President,  and,  as  he  merged  into 
the  senior  ranks,  took  an  active  part  in  the  Association  of 
which  he  is  now  President.  In  1892  he  started  business  for 
himself,  and  did  a  little  coaching.  This  grew  into  the 
North  of  England  School  of  Pharmacy,  which  he  disposed 
of  in  1898,  when  he  took  charge  of  Messrs.  Wilkinson  & 
Simpson's  laboratories.  Mr.  Merson  has  been  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Federation  of  Pharmaceutical  Associations 
since  1900,  and  does  the  work  so  well  that  he  will  have 
difficulty  in  getting  clear  of  it.  He  is  a  hard  worker,  and 
has  written  a  number  of  thoroughly  practical  papers. 

Mr.  Merson's  Inaugural  Address 
was  a  homely  talk  about  association  affairs  rather  'than  a 
formal  address.  He  thought  there  is  too  much  speechifying 
and  too  little  done  at  Chemists'  Association  meetings,  but  he 
considered  Associations  to  be  good,  and  thought  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  should  take  greater  advantage  of  them. 
He  touched  upon  what  local  Associations  might  do  in  parlia- 
mentary matters,  and  spoke  at  some  length  on  territorial 
representation  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  of  which  he 
is  a  strong  advocate,  holding  that  it  would  improve  the  body 
politic.  It  was  an  interesting  address,  especially  to  those 
who  listened  to  it. 


Merson. 


Tyneside  Microscopical  Society. 

About  two  dozen  enthusiasts  in  matters  microscopical  r 
including  five  or  six  pharmacists,  met,  at  Mr.  Frank  Winters- 
invitation,  in  the  Hancock  Museum  of  the  Natural  History 
Society,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  on  Wednesday,  October  1,  at 
7.30  p.m.  Mr.  Winter  presided,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the 
objects  of  the  Society  should  be  those  of  the  E.M.S.,  that  the 
subscription  be  Is.  6d.  per  annum,  and  meetings  be  held  oxa 
the  first  Wednesday  in  the  month  from  October  to  April.  Mp. 
Winter  then  gave  a  practical  illustration  of  illumination  as 
applied  to  the  microscope.  Professor  Potter,  of  Durham 
College  of  Science,  and  Mr.  N.  H.  Martin  sent  apologies  fo:r 
absence,  but  supported  the  scheme  warmly.  Mr.  F.  Winter  ia 
Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  Edward  Allan  Treasurer,  and  Messrs. 
T.  S.  Herd,  E.  Leonard  Gill,  B.A.,  E.  Bobinson,  W.  F.  Dargue, 
G.  P.  Lishman,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  and  E.  W.  Eowley,  B.Sc,  are- 
the  executive  committee,  and  will  complete  the  constitution- 
and  rules,  which  were  outlined  at  the  meeting,  as  well  as 
select  a  gentleman  for  nomination  as  President  of  the  Society. 
The  Natural  History  Society  has,  at  a  nominal  rental,  given- 
the  use  of  a  fine  room,  in  which  the  Society  will  meet. 


Wakefield  Chemists'  Association. 

The  inaugural  meeting  was  held  on  Tuesday  night  at  the 
Victoria  Commercial  Hotel,  Wakefield,  Mr.  W.  Pollard  pre- 
siding. There  were  also  present  Messrs.  T.  C.  Whaley,. 
A.  Green,  C.  W.  Duffin,  Hodgson,  and  J.  Judge  (Secretary). 

The  President  said  that  he  had  attended  the  meeting 
at  Dewsbury  in  compliance  with  their  instructions,  in  con- 
nection with  the  proposal  to  establish  a  West  Biding* 
Federation,  and  he  proceeded  to  state  the  conclusions  arrived 
at  by  that  meeting.  The  impression  that  was  left  on  his 
mind  by  the  meeting  was  that  the  trade  seemed  to  be  some- 
what in 

A  State  of  Chaos. 

There  seemed  to  be  a  good  deal  of  apathy  amongst  chemists- 
themselves.  The  first  thing  that  they  had  to  consider,  he 
thought,  was  whether  their  title  was  right  or  wrong.  If 
the  title  was  insufficient,  he  thought  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  was  doing  wrong  in  taking  their  money  and' 
giving  them  certificates  that  were  worth  nothing,  and  untii 
they  were  able  to  settle  about  their  title  he  did  not  see  what 
they  were  to  do.  The  chief  difficulty  seemed  to  lie  in  the 
ease  with  which  persons  prosecuted  got  out  of  it.  When  the 
Society  prosecuted  them  they  paid  51.  into  court,  and  went 
on  again  just  as  before.  They  had  a  case  within  four 
miles  of  them  in  which  this  had  occurred  again  and  again. 

Mr.  Whalet  said  they  might  swamp  a  man  by  fining  hira 
again  and  again. 

The  President  said  that  was  certainly  so,  but  in  actual 
experience  an  interval  of  a  couple  of  years  was  more  likely. 

Mr.  Green  said  no  doubt  the  difficulty  about  frequent 
prosecutions  of  the  same  persons  would  be  that  the  Courts 
would  hold  that  the  Society  was  vindictive  if  it  took  that, 
course. 

Mr.  Whaley  :  Could  not  the  Society  get  an  injunction  to- 
restrain  companies  from  using  the  title  1 

The  President  :  That  is  what  we  want. 

Mr.  Whaley  said  he  did  not  see  why  it  should  not  be 
possible  to  get  an  injunction,  if  other  people  did  in  regard 
to  other  matters. 

The  President  said  he  did  not  know  what  might  be 
possible  in  that  direction,  but  up  to  now  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  had  been  content  with  the  5^.  penalty,  and  offenders 
simply  paid  the  penalty  and  went  on  again  in  just  the  same 
way. 

Mr.  Green  said  that  at  any  rate  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  not  simply  actuated  by  the  wish  to  get  the 
money,  because  the  costs  ran  away  with  it  all. 

The  matter  was  further  discussed,  and  in  the  course  of  the 
conversation  the  President  intimated  that  Mr.  Broadhead, 
of  Batley,  is  to  read  a  paper  on  the  subject.  He  also- 
explained  that  what  he  should  like  to  see  insisted  upon  was 
that  every  member  of  a  company  should  be  qualified. 

Mr.  Duffin  :  Do  you  mean  the  directors  or  the  share- 
holders ? 

The  President  :  The  directors. 

Mr.  Duffin  :  Not  necessarily  the  shareholders  1 
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The  President:  Well,  that  is  a  much  more  difficult 
matter. 

Mr.  Whaley  mentioned  that  no  veterinary  surgeon  could 
form  a  company  without  being  expelled,  and  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  ought  to  have  some  such  power  of 
expulsion. 

Upon  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Green,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Hodgson',  the  President  and  Mr.  Whaley  were  appointed  as 
the  representatives  of  the  Association  on  the  Council  of  the 
West  Riding  Federation;  and  Mr.  Chaplin  and  Mr.  Judge 
were  appointed  to  attend  the  next  meeting  in  Bradford  as 
representatives.  The  President  was  appointed  to  attend  the 
Dewsbury  chemists'  dinner. 


Yarmouth  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  winter  session  was  held  on 
October  2,  at  156  King  Street,  Great  Yarmouth.  The  Presi- 
dent (Mr.  W.  Sheppard  Poll)  was  in  the  chair,  and  a  good 
muster  of  members  assembled  to  hear  his  paper  on 

"Pharmacists  I  Have  Known." 

Dealing  chiefly  with  the  period  of  the  late  fifties  and  early 
sixties,  Mr.  Poll  gave  interesting  personal  recollections  of 
the  leaders  of  the  pharmaceutical  world,  many  of  whom  he 
iiad  known  and  worked  with.  He  began  with  Mr.  Church- 
yard, of  Bungay,  with  whom  he  was  apprenticed,  and  of 
whose  skill  as  a  scientist  and  practical  chemist  he  spoke  in 
■the  highest  terms.  Coming  to  London  he  met  with,  and 
■told  some  most  interesting  anecdotes  of,  many  more  widely 
known  chemists,  such  as  Morson,  of  Southampton  Row,  Peter 
Squire,  and  Henry  Deane,  of  Clapham. 

At  the  close  a  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  Mr.  Poll  for  his 
paper. 


Young  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  the  Young  Chemists'  Association  of  New- 
castle-on-Tyne  was  held  in  the  Social  Club,  Gallowgate,  on 
October  1,  to  consider  whether  the  Association  should  con- 
ffcinue  to  exist  or  not.  The  attendance  was  very  moderate. 
'The  President  (Mr.  Barry  Noble)  being  unavoidably  absent, 
Mr.  G.  Wilson  was  voted  to  the  chair. 

The  Secretary,  who  said  he  was  sorry  there  were  so  few 
present,  gave  a  summary  of  work  done  during  the  past 
session.  The  first  meeting  was  held  on  December  11,  1901, 
when  Mr.  Barry  Noble  lectured  on  "  Plant  Life."  After  the 
lecture  it  was  decided  to  call  the  new  Association  "  The 
Young  Chemists'  Association,"  Mr.  Barry  Noble  being  elected 
President,  and  Mr.  J.  F.  Usher  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
•combined.  The  second  meeting  was  held  on  January  8,  at 
which  a  discussion,  "  Is  our  Calling  a  Trade  or  a  Profession?" 
■was  opened  by  Mr.  Weden  Sims.  On  February  6  Mr.  G.  F. 
Merson,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  gave  an  instructive  address 
•on  "Pharmaceutical  Processes."  At  the  next  meeting,  held 
•on  February  19,  the  rules  were  formally  drawn  up.  "  The 
Pharmacist  as  a  Professional  Man  "  was  the  title  of  a  paper 
sread  by  Mr.  F.  R.  Dudderidge,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  on 
March  5.  In  it  he  showed  how  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  is 
a  step  above  the  chemist  and  druggist,  and  is  able  to  make 
more  out  of  his  higher  qualification.  On  March  19  a 
pleasant  evening  was  spent  in  examining  some  materia 
medica  specimens,  lent  for  the  occasion  by  Mr.  John  Clark, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  of  Mawson's  Filter-works,  Pilgrim 
Street ;  and  towards  the  close  of  the  evening  a  resolution 
<was  passed  "  That  members  present  at  the  annual  business 
meeting  suggest  suitable  titles  for  papers  to  be  read  during 
the  following  session,  and  that  members  take  at  least  one 
subject  and  prepare  it."  This  seemed  to  have  frightened  the 
members,  for  at  what  should  have  been  the  business-meeting 
only  five  persons  appeared.  This  being  deemed  insuffi- 
cient it  was  postponed  indefinitely.  The  Secretary  went  on 
to  state  that  as  the  attendance  at  the  last  meeting  had  been 
far  from  satisfactory,  it  was  decided  at  a  committee-meeting 
held  on  September  17  to  hold  a  meeting  that  night  to  con- 
sider whether  the  Association  should  be  wound  up  or  not. 

After  a  discussion  it  was  resolved  that  the  Association  be 
wound-up,  and  that  the  balance,  after  all  expenses  had  been 
paid,  be  sent  to  the  Poor  Children's  Holiday  Association.  A 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  President  (Mr.  Barry  Noble)  was 
passed  before  the  meeting  closed. 


CONFERENCE  re  CUTTING  AND 
SUBSTITUTION. 

The  Executive  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association 
has  been  asked  by  the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland 
Chemists'  Trade  Association  to  call  a  conference  of  delegates 
of  local  chemists'  associations,  to  be  held  in  London,  to  con- 
sider what  steps  can  be  taken  to  increase  the  number  of 
articles  upon  the  Protected  List  of  the  Association.  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  has,  therefore,  sent  out  invitations,  and  suggests 
that  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  each  association  should 
discuss  the  P.A.T.A.,  its  methods,  its  present  list  of  protected 
articles,  the  question  of  substitution,  and  the  present 
methods  adopted  by  some  proprietors  for  dealing  with  it, 
and  that  resolutions  should  be  passed  by  each  Association 
and  submitted  to  the  conference  for  discussion  with  a  view 
to  getting  concerted  action  by  the  various  Associations 
throughout  the  country.  It  is  proposed  that  the  meeting 
should  be  held  during  the  last  week  in  November.  During 
the  first  week  in  November  all  local  associations  will 
receive  an  agenda  showing  what  resolutions  have  been  sent 
into  the  P.A.T.A.  by  the  various  associations,  and  it  is  sug- 
gested that  a  second  meeting  of  each  association  might  be 
called  during  November,  with  a  view  to  considering  these 
resolutions  to  be  discussed  at  the  conference,  and  so  enabling 
any  delegates  sent  to  the  conference  to  express  the  opinions 
of  other  colleagues. 

THE  DRUG-TRADE  APPEAL  FUND; 

On  October  2  there  was  issued  to  the  drug-trade  of  Great 
Britain  a  circular  giving  particulars  about  the  Drug-trade 
Appeal  Fund,  appealing  to  every  individual  of  firms  having 
business  relations  therewith  to  subscribe  to  the  fund.  The 
circular  contains  a  reprint  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  initial  letter 
(C.  cf  J).,  July  12),  and  it  is  explained  that  it  is  proposed  to 
place  the  fund  in  the  hands  of  trustees  who  will  be  elected 
by  the  subscribers  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  this  month,  and 
it  will  only  be  used  for  such  cases  as  are,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  trustees,  of  substantial  importance  to  the  whole  trade. 
It  will  not  be  used  to  fight  cases  in  the  Courts  of  first 
instance,  nor  would  it  be  available  for  civil  proceedings,  such 
as  an  attack  on  or  defence  of  trade-marks,  or  disputes 
between  employer  and  employes,  &c.  Any  trader  who  com- 
plains of  a  conviction,  or  has  to  support  in  a  higher  Court  a 
decision  in  his  favour,  could  apply  to  the  trustees,  who  would 
decide  whether  the  case  was  one  to  be  contested  at  the 
expense  of  the  fund.  Subscriptions  should  be  sent  to  "  The 
Secretary,  Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund,  111  Temple  Chambers, 
Temple  Avenue,  London,  E.C."  The  circular  is  signed  by 
Messrs.  Henry  S.  Wellcome  (Chairman),  Charles  B.  Allen, 
George  R.  Barclay,  M.  Carteighe,  Albert  Cooper,  W.  H. 
Fassett,  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  D.  Lloyd  Howard,  Frederick  J.

lous  properties  therein  contained.  A  small  glass,  taken- 
before  meals,  activates  the  gastric  juices,  and  taken  after 
meals  ensures  a  rapid  and  healthy  digestion."  It  is  imported 
into  this  country  by  Messrs.  F.  Caraman's  Sons,  17  Fenchurcb 
Street,  E.G.,  in  quart  bottles,  handsomely  labelled,  and  for 
those  who  desire  a  decided  change  in  this  line  we  com- 
mend it.

Bahia  Business  is  Bad.— Trade  in  the  State  of  Bahia. 
for  last  year  was,  according  to  the  British  Consul,  worse 
than  it  has  been  at  any  time  during  the  last  thirty  years, 
and  there  is  every  probability  of  it  going  from  bad  to  worse. 
The  primary  cause  of  this  unhappy  state  of  affairs  is 
undoubtedly  the  low  prices  obtainable  on  foreign  markets 
for  the  chief  products  of  the  State— tobacco,  sugar,  coffee, 
cocoa,  and  cotton.  Two  cargoes  only  of  monazite  sand, 
weighing  1,617  tons,  were  shipped  during  the  year,  and  both 
of  them  went  to  Germany.  The  trade  is  a  monopoly  in  the 
hands  of  an  American  merchant  who  owns  the  property 
from  which  the  sand  is  obtained  (some  220  miles  south  of 
Bahia),  and  who,  therefore,  controls  the  market.  Excessively 
high  duty  is  paid  to  the  Government— viz.,  11.  16s.  (at 
exchange  of  Is.)  on  every  ton  exported.

Professor  Palmer  Wynne 

is,  on  paper  at  least,  and  from  what 
is  reported  of  him,  in  actual  fact  also,  the  ideal  man  for  the 
post  to  which  he  has  been  appointed.  He  probably  has  only  a 
bird's-eye  view  of  everyday  pharmacy,  but  I  do  not  know  that 
he  needs  more.  He  will  not  have  to  teach  window-dressing 
or  counter-prescribing.  But  the  pharmaceutical  chemistry 
of  the  laboratory — the  pharmaceutical  chemistry  which 
differentiates  the  high-class  chemist  from  the  store-man — 
Dr.  Wynne  seems  specially  competent  to  teach.  Pharma- 
ceutical chemistry  has  been  denned  as  alkaloids.  It  covers 
more  than  this ;  but  the  chemistry  of  alkaloids,  natural  and 
synthetic,  comes  peculiarly  under  this  designation.  Dr. 
Wynne  showed  last  week  how  vast  a  subject  this  is,  and 
what  possibilities  it  encloses ;  and  no  doubt  every  phar- 
macist ought  to  know  what  is  known  about  it.  I  am  not 
sure  whether  the  exhibition  of  its  new  acquisition  by  the 
Council  on  the  very  first  day  of  his  engagement  was  the 
acme  of  good  taste,  but  it  was  business,  and  that  is  where, 
according  to  so  many  critics,  the  Council  has  been  deficient 
for  so  many  years. 

A  Thousand  Pounds 

and  more  is  the  annual  cost  to  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  keeping  up  its  School  of  Pharmacy- 
And  this  is  exclusive  of  rent  and  some  other  charges.  That 
is  to  say,  here  is  a  school  thoroughly  well  equipped,  with 
famous  traditions  and  high  prestige,  endowed  with  fairly 
rich  scholarships  and  prizes,  and  run  rent-free,  which  would 
not  pay  its  way  even  if  it  got  the  services  of  its  eminent 
professors  free  also.  There  are,  at  the  same  time,  a  dozen 
other  institutions  in  the  same  line  of  business,  which  have 
to  spend  as  much  in  proportion  for  material  and  apparatus, 
and  have  to  be  provided  with  an  equal  force  of  teaching- 
power,  and  which  not  only  make  both  ends  meet,  but  are 
believed  to  yield  a  comfortable  surplus  to  their  proprietors. 
It  is  not  for  me  to  explain  the  discrepancy,  but,  even  if  the 
expense  is  inevitable,  most  of  us,  I  judge,  would  hope  that 
the  maintenance  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  will  be  one  of 
the  last  of  its  functions  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
will  abandon.  As  was  pointed  out  in  last  week's 
editorial,  this  school,  with  its  associated  research  labora- 
tory, serves  as 

A  Harbour  of  Refuge 

for  the  clever  and  ambitious  young 
men  of  pharmacy.  There  is  still  room  for  men  with  a 
higher  training  than  suffices  for  the  fulfilment  of  the 
requirements  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  There  is,  indeed,  more 
room  than  ever  for  them  as  the  laboratory-operations  get 
separated  from  the  more  ordinary  handiwork  of  the  phar- 
macist. Technical  education,  indeed,  are  the  two  magic 
words  by  which  the  Society  can  best  justify  its  expenditure. 
This  country  ought  to  be  able  to  supply  every  part  of  the 
Empire  with  the  medicinal  chemicals  required.  At  present 
it  does  nothing  of  the  sort,  and  it  is  not  the  fault  of  the 
schools.  If  capitalists  will  only  launch  out  a  little  more 
boldy,  pharmacy  can,  with  great  advantage  to  itself,  provide 
the  necessary  men. 

More  than  Most  Firms 

Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co. 
have  gone  out  of  their  way  to  establish  and  maintain 
pleasant  relations  with  the  distributors  of  their  manufac- 
tures. And  this  friendly  feeling  has  been  reciprocated  by 
thousands  of  chemists  and  druggists  who  have  recognised 


in  the  American  firm's  methods  of  business  a  generous 
desire  to  co-operate  fairly  with  their  agents.  But  this 
mutually  useful  friendliness  is  not  likely  to  be  encouraged 
by  the  tone  of  the  letter  which  Messrs.  B.  W.  &  Co.  have 
sent  to  the  Federation  in  reply  to  the  complaint  submitted 
to  them  by  that  body.  There  happen  to  be  just  now  special 
sore  places  on  both  the  manufacturer  and  the  retailer, 
caused  by  two  ways  of  looking  at  and  understanding  that 
term  "  substitution."  "  Rubbing  it  in  "  is  not  how  such  sores 
are  to  be  healed.  The  essence  of  the  objection  to  the 
"  Pirates'  "  circular  is  its  ambiguity.  This  Messrs.  B.  W.  <Sc 
Co.  do  not  admit.  They  say  "  there  ought  to  be  no  possible 
misconception  or  misunderstanding  about  our  words  ;  they 
are  clear  and  specific.  We  denounce  pirates  and  piracy, 
substitutors  and  substituting."  So  say  all  of  us,  if  the 
terms  are  used  in  the  sense  which  we  attach  to  them  But 
we  are  not  sure  that  ours  is  the  sense  in  which  they  were 
indited,  nor  can  we  be  certain  what  meaning  our  customers 
will  apply  to  them.  When  the  railway  company  warn 
travellers  against  pickpockets  they  use  no  figures  of  speech, 
introduce  no  anecdotes ;  their  caution  cannot  be  mistaken. 
But  if  the  term  "  pickpocket "  were  one  which  might  mean 
not  only  a  person  who  surreptitiously  appropriates  some 
other  person's  property,  but  also  someone  who  occasionally 
travels  by  a  rival  line,  the  analogy  would  be  more  perfect. 

The  Ethical  Section 

of  the  British  Medical  Association  always 
furnishes  interesting  papers  and  discussions,  and  the  report 
in  last  week's  British  Medical  Journal  shows  that  this  was 
as  much  the  case  at  the  recent  Manchester  meeting  as  at  any 
previous  assembly.  Ethics  with  public-meeting  doctors 
mean  finance,  nothing  more  nor  less.  There  is  no  earthly 
reason  why  medical  practitioners  should  not  look  after  their 
incomes  and  try  to  improve  them  by  all  legitimate  means ;  but 
they  sometimes  excite  a  smile  by  their  persistency  in  regard- 
ing the  size  of  fees  as  a  measure  of  morality.  Many  of  the 
papers  read  in  the  Section  were  sensible  and  forcible  contri- 
butions to  important  questions.  For  instance,  the  cut- 
patient  difficulty  in  hospitals  was  one  of  the  subjects 
discussed,  and  it  was  treated  as  it  deserves  to  be — as  a 
matter  of  national,  and  not  merely  of  professional,  concern. 

In  Dealing  with  Clubs 

and  "  aid "  societies  some  valuable 
information  was  given.  Doctors  from  Eistbourne  and 
Coventry  showed  how  they  had  met  the  enemy  by  competing 
with  him.  They  had  formed  local  associations,  and  had 
taken  patients  on  similar  terms.  It  was  rather  amusing  to 
note  how  they  had  gone  as  near  to  "  canvassing  "  as  they 
could  without  actually  over-stepping  the  line.  A  doctor 
from  Gateshead  gave  some  interesting  figures  from  his 
accounts  of  the  past  three  years,  which  showed  his  profits 
out  of  two  friendly  societies  with  which  he  contracted.  It 
appeared  that  his  receipts  came  out  at  an  average  of  Is.  3%rl. 
per  attendance  on  these  "friendly"  patients,  and,  on  a 
calculation  of  the  total  costs  he  incurred  in  his  practice,  he 
found  that  they  cost  him  as  nearly  as  possible  Is.  each.  An 
Ilkley  doctor  sent  in  a  complaint  of  the  charge  of  10s.  6d- 
per  week  for  medical  attendance  if  required  at  the  hydros. 
Not  only  was  it  inadequate,  but  one  favoured  doctor  got  it  all- 
An  Exeter  physician  wanted  the  preliminary  standard  raised  ; 
at  present ';  it  was  the  same  as  that  of  the  veterinary  surgeon, 
and  little  better  than  that  of  the  pharmaceutical  chemist.' 
An  Accrington  doctor  read  a  paper  on  "  Hospital  Abuse  and 
its  Effect  on  the  General  Practitioner."  He  naively  stated 
that  he  had  sent  in  the  title  as  "  Hospital  Competition  and 
its  Effect  on  Medical  Practice,"  but  had  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  this  was  "  rather  too  crudely  commercial."

Drug=standards. 


We  mentioned  last  week  that  the  Local  Government  Board 
for  Ireland  have  taken  the  definite  step  of  issuing  a  schedule 
of  suggested  standards  for  pharmacopoeial  preparations  as  a 
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guide  to  those  who  supply  drugs  to  the  various  workhouses 
and  dispensaries  in  Ireland,  and  all  concerned  therewith. 
This  business  is  rigorously  supervised  by  the  L.G.B.,  and 
those  local  authorities  who  fulfil  certain  conditions,  such  as 
having  periodical  analyses  made  of  their  supplies,  are 
entitled  to  certain  recoupment  out  of  the  national  revenue. 
At  the  outset  of  the  new  system  the  L.G.B.  was  confronted 
with  the  problem  of  standards  for  such  of  the  preparations 
as  have  none  indicated  in  the  Pharmacopoeia.  This  question 
is  now  provisionally  solved  by  the  schedule  of  suggested 
standards  just  issued.  The  well-known  Irish  pharmacist, 
Mr.  J.  E.  Brunker,  M.A.,  who  is  officially  connected  with  the 
Board,  has  been  largely  instrumental  in  drawing  up  the 
schedule,  being  assisted  in  his  work  by  suggestions  from 
Union  analysts  and  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney.  The  standards 
selected  do  not  pretend  to  represent  normal  preparations  of 
good  quality,  but  to  indicate  the  lowest  points  which  pre- 
parations can  be  allowed  to  touch  so  as  to  pass  the  Union 
analysts.  It  is  further  to^be"noted  that  the  standards  are 
binding  upon  the  medicine-contractors  for  the  several  Unions 
in  Ireland,  and  that  a  contractor  who  habitually  supplies 
drugs  of  the  lowest  standards  would  not,  in  the  Board's 
opinion,  fulfil  the  obligations  of  his  contract.  At  the  Dublin 
meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  it  will  be 
remembered  that  Professor  C.  R.  C.  Tichborne  (who  is 
analyst  to  many  Unions),  in  a  paper  on  "  Poor-law  Drugs 
Supply,"  stated  that  sophisticated  articles  formed  11  per 
cent,  of  the  samples  analysed  ;  but  we  understand  that  for 
the  last  eighteen  months  the  samples  condemned  are  less 
than  4  per  cent.,  so  that  there  has  been  a  creditable  improve- 
ment on  the  part  of  the  contractors.  We  now  select  from 
the  official  standards  the  figures  which  are  not  given  in  the 
B.P.,  but  in  all  cases  where  there  is  a  B.P.  standard  it  is 
mentioned  in  the  official  list,  so  that  if  those  pharmacists 
directly  interested  in  this  matter  add  the  figures  we  give  to 
the  margins  of  their  copies  of  the  B.P.  they  will  have  all  the

The  step  which  the  Irish  Local  Government  Board  have 
taken  in  publishing  the  schedule  is  one  which  will  interest 
pharmacists  and  protect  the  contractors  from  the  individual 
caprices  of  the  analysts,  who,  being  for  the  most  part  inno- 
cent of  any  knowledge  of  pharmacy,  are  apt  to  insist  on 
purely  theoretical  standards.  The  fact  that  well-known 
pharmacists  have  been  consulted  in  the  compilation  of  the 
schedule  gives  it  a  practical  value  which  official  publications 
do  not  always  reach. 


German  Spirit=Iaw. 

In  our  Trade  Report  of  September  20  we  referred  to  the 
the  negotiations  then  in  progress  among  the  distillers  of 
Germany  for  the  general  reduction  of  output.  We  now 
learn  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  spirit  ring  (Versverthungs- 
verband  Deutschers  Spiritusfabrikanten),  held  in  Berlin  on 
September  15,  it  was  decided,  with  the  full  approval  of 
90  per  cent,  of  the  members  and  with  the  conditional  asseni 
of  another  4  per  cent.,  to  limit  the  production,  and,  as  com- 
pensation to  merchants  associated  with  the  ring  for  the 
increased  cost  of  spirit,  the  discount-rate  was  at  the  same 
time  raised  to  36  per  cent.  Both  resolutions  took  effect  on 
October  1.  In  addition  to  this  factor  operating  in  the 
spirit- industry,  we  are  now  able  to  furnish  details  of  the  new 
spirit-law,  already  in  operation.  The  taxes  are,  as  in  the 
1887  decree,  of  two  kinds — "Excise"  and  "material,"  or 
"  mash-tun  "  imposts.  The  former  is  increased  according  to 
a  scale  which  favours  small  manufacturers.  Thus,  a  dis- 
tillery producing  200  to  300  hectolitres  per  annum  is  taxed 
at  5Tm.  per  hectolitre,  whilst  another  producing  800  to 
1.000  hectolitres  pays  7Tm.  The  incidence  here  indicated 
is,  however,  modified  by  the  "  contingent "  clause.  Formerly, 
so  long  as  the  production  of  spirit  in  any  German  State  did 
not  exceed  4  5  litres  per  head  of  its  population,  a  reduction 
of  0  2m.  per  litre  from  the  Excise-tax  was  allowed,  the  full 
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amount  only  being  charged  on  the  excess.  Now,  however, 
the  operation  of  this  clause  is  modified,  and  is  to  be  revised 
by  the  Bundesrath  every  five  years.  At  present  a  certain 
fraction,  small  for  large  distillers  and  gradually  approaching 
unity  as  the  concern  decreases  in  size,  is  allowed  to  be  pro- 
duced at  the  lower  rate.  This  tax  falls  due  as  soon  as  the 
alcohol  is  "  officially  "  made,  and  a  drawback  of  6m.  per 
hectolitre  is  refunded  to  exporters.  For  the  purpose  of  the 
"material-tax"  distilleries  are  divided  into  "  agricultural " 
(using  grain  and  potatoes),  "  material  "  (a  euphemistic  term 
for  saccharin-residues  of  various  kinds),  and  "  industrial " 
(including  all  concerns  which  cannot  be  otherwise  classified). 
The  first  of  these  pays  a  mash-tun  tax  of  l'31m.  per  hecto- 
litre of  contents  mashed ;  the  second  a  tax  graduated 
according  to  the  matter  employed — 0  25m.  for  kernel-fruits 
and  rack-wine,  045m.  for  berries  of  all  [sorts,  0  50m.  for 
brewery  and  yeast  residues,  0  85m.  for  grapes,  stone-fruits, 
fruit- wine,  &c,,  per  hectolitre;  whilst  the  third  class  is 
charged  0  2m.  for  each  litre  of  pure  alcohol  produced,  a 
reduction  to  016m.  and  018m.  being  made  in  the  case  of 
old-established  concerns  producing  less  than  10,000  and 
20,000  litres  respectively  per  annum.  To  belong  to  the 
agricultural  class  the  owners  of  the  distillery  must  grow 
their  own  raw  materials  on  the  neighbouring  land,  and  the 
distillery  residues  must  be  applied  as  manure.  The  in- 
cidence of  both  taxes  is  also  somewhat  modified  in  the 
case  of  factories  which  have  during  the  course  of  the 
revenue  year  altered  their  working-material,  or  have  for  a 
part  of  the  time  made  yeast  instead  of  spirit.  Both  imposts 
are  remitted  on  alcohol  to  be  used  for  industrial  purposes — 
heating,  cooking,  lighting,  and  vinegar-making — or  when 
supplied  to  hospitals,  charitable  institutions,  and  scientific 
establishments.  The  increased  taxation  will  not,  therefore, 
have  any  effect  on  the  manufacture  of  fine  chemicals,  such 
as  alkaloids  and  synthetic  remedies,  nor  will  it  arrest  the 
development  of  infant  industries,  like  alcohol  incandescent 
lamps  and  alcohol  motors.  The  non-remission  of  the 
"  material  "-tax  on  exported  spirit  will,  however,  be  felt  by 
exporters,  and  will  tend  to  decrease  the  British  import  of 
potato-spirit.  Similarly,  the  total  drawback  of  6m.  allowed 
to  exporters  of  alcohol  and  preparations  containing  it  will 
curtail  the  export  of  German  tinctures,  since  this  amount, 
except  in  the  case  of  small  manufacturers,  who  are  lightly 
taxed,  scarcely  covers  the  Excise-tax,  and  leaves  untouched 
the  second  impost.  Another  remarkable  feature  of  the  law, 
already  foreshadowed  in  the  Imperial  decree  of  1897 
(C.  %  D.,  page  819),  and  whose  inclusion  in  the  present 
decree  was  indicated  in  our  issue  of  March  22,  is  the 
abolition  of  the  permission  to  use  duty-free  spirit  for  medi- 
cinal purposes.  This  provision  is  unpopular  with  the 
apothelter,  as  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Verein  demonstrated. 
It  affects  him  as  regards  the  preparation  of  his  own 
galenicals,  and  this  work  may,  as  in  England,  pass  largely 
into  the  hands  of  wholesale  houses.  But  it  is  quite  feasible 
for  the  German  pharmacist  to  make  his  own  alcohol  and 
prepare  his  own  galenicals  with  it,  this  combination  being  pos- 
sible unJer  the  new  law,  a  light  Excise-duty  being  collected 
from  small  manufacturers.  It  appears  to  us,  also,  that 
German  distillers  will  find  it  necessary  to  add  to  their 
staffs  trained  calculators  if  they  are  to  "secure  the  manifold 
reductions  which  a  careful  study  of  the  new  law  may  open 
out  to  them  ;  whilst  it  would  seem  almost  necessary  to  take 
legal  advice  in  order  to  ascertain  the  particular  class  in 
which  a  distillery  should  be  rated.  In  short,  the  German 
exciseman  is  gradually  approximating  to  his  British  confrere ; 
the  Government  finds  the  alcohol-tax  lucrative,  and  is  dis- 
posed to  limit  the  directions  in  which  duty-free  spirit  is 
permitted  to  be  used. 


Morphine  in  China. 

The  exact  conditions  applying  to  the  importation  of  mor- 
phine into  China  have  been  furnished  by  the  Foreign 
Office.  The  duty  of  3  taels  (  =  7s.)  per  oz.  is  to  be  payable 
from  October  31,  and  until  the  Powers  agree  to  Sir  James 
Mackay's  treaty  the  total  prohibition  of  morphine  (unless 
for  medical  purposes)  will  not  come  into  force.  The  whole 
arrangement  appears  to  be  an  effort  on  the  part  of  the  opium- 
farmers  in  China  to  stifle  competition  c£  morphine  with 
imported  opium,  and  the  circumstances  of  the  matter  indicate 
that  British  interests  have  not  been  well  looked  after  by 
our  representatives.  Several  days  before  Sir  James  Mackay 
obtained  the  signatures  to  his  agreement  its  contents  were 
known  in  Germany,  and  an  effort  was  made  on  behalf  of 
German  houses  to  procure  as  much  morphine  as  they 
could  get  in  order  to  land  it  in  China  before  October  31.  It 
would  be  interesting  to  know  how  German  speculators 
happened  to  obtain  this  knowledge  at  a  time  when  the 
officials  of  our  Foreign  Office  had  no  information  on  the 
matter.  A  contributor  in  our  issue  of  September  20  advanced 
from  his  general  experience  of  China  and  the  Chinese  good 
reasons  for  believing  that  the  new  tax  on  morphine  is  the 
result  of  intrigue  on  the  part  of  the  opium-farmers,  but 
neither  he  nor  any  other  disinterested  person  would  have 
dreamt  that  an  import-duty  so  extravagantly  out  of  propor- 
tion to  that  on  opium  would  have  been  imposed.  The  duty 
on  opium  works  out  at  about  2i.  per  lb.,  and  at  this  rate 
Is.  per  oz.  on  morphine  would  have  been  fair.  Hitherto 
morphine  has  paid  only  5  per  cent,  ad-valorem  duty,  which 
was  too  low,  but  7s.  per  oz.  is  purposely  a  killing 
imposition.  Is  this  justified  ?  From  the  strictly  moral 
point  of  view  it  may  be,  as  the  use  of  morphine 
in  China  is  undoubtedly  associated  with  evil  prac- 
tices, but  the  fact  should  not  be  overlooked  that 
those  interested  in  the  imported-opium  trade  have  for 
years  been  contending  against  industries  which  threaten 
their  business,  and  during  the  past  five  years  especially  they 
have  directed  attacks  against  importation  of  morphine. 
Under  their  influence  the  evils  of  the  morphine-habit  have 
been  so  depicted  as  to  convey  the  impression  that  morphine 
is  sapping  the  vitals  of  social  China.  How  far  this  is  justi- 
fied may  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that  the  total  imports  of 
morphine  into  China  last  year  were  135,000  oz.,  which  is 
equal  to  the  morphine  in  500  piculs  of  opium ;  and  as  50,000 
piculs  of  Indian  and  Persian  opium  were  imported  morphine- 
imports  stand  as  1  to  100  of  the  opium  imported.  Apart 
from  that,  China  itself  produces  nearly  ten  times  as  much 
opium  as  is  imported,  so  that  the  morphine-trade  at  present 
stands  as  1  to  1,000  of  opium.  These  figures  show  that 
the  morphine-impost  is  not  the  result  of  mere  moral  con- 
siderations, and  the  fact  that  the  India  Office  has  rather 
encouraged  the  impost  supports  the  view  that  the  excessive 
duty  has  been  manoeuvred  by  the  opium-importers.  We  hear 
so  much  nowadays  about  the  decadence  of  chemical  manu- 
factures in  Great  Britain  that  such  pessimism  is  apt  to  hide 
the  fact  that  we  have  still  several  branches  of  chemical 
industry  which  are  essentially  British.  The  manufacture  of 
opium  alkaloids  is  one  of  them.  We  supply  with  these  the 
whole  world  except  the  United  States,  and  it  should  not  be 
too  much  to  expect  Government  Departments  to  give  some 
consideration  to  such  industries  when  making  agreements 
with  foreign  countries.  This  appears  not  to  have  been  done 
at  all  in  the  present  instance ;  in  fact,  there  is  room  for 
thinking  that  the  morphine-impost  was  agreed  to  without 
adequate  inquiry,  and  even  without  consideration  of  the 
fact  that  it  violates  the  spirit  of  the  Protocol  limiting  the 
percentage  of  Chinese  import-duties. 
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COMPANY-PHARMACY  IN  IRELAND. 

Assuming,  although  it  is  somewhat  difficult,  that  the  Irish 
Pharmaceutical  Council  election  was  fought  on  the  com- 
pany question,  the  result  is  a  decisive  declaration  that  the 
members  of  the  Society  are  against  company-pharmacy  in 
any  form.  We  may  go  further,  and  say  that  legislation  on 
the  subject,  so  far  as  Ireland  is  concerned,  unless  in  the 
direction  of  total  prohibition,  is  set  back  for  years  to  come. 
The  correspondence  which  we  published  last  week  contained 
more  personalities  than  is  usual  in  electioneering  literature 
on  the  eastern  side  of  the  St.  George's  Channel,  but,  robbing 
it  of  that  element,  the  purpose  of  Messrs.  Wells  and  Mont- 
gomery's candidature  was  to  exclude  from  the  Council  Sir 
Thomas  Robinson,  because  he  is  a  director  of  a  pharmacy 
company,  and  to  unseat  Mr.  Bernard,  the  acting  President, 
because  he  seconded  the  nomination  oE  a  company-director. 
The  success  of  the  attack  is  its  justification,  and  it  carries 
with  it  condemnation  of  such  companies  as  Hayes,  Conyng- 
ham  &  Robinson  (Limited),  which  is  ideal  so  far  as  con- 
stitution and  management  are  concerned,  only  pharmacists 
holding  shares  and  conducting  the  business. 

THE   ENGLISH  POSITION. 

A  remarkable  comment  upon  the  Irish  election  was 
furnished  on  the  same  day,  when  particulars  of  the  incorpora- 
tion of  one  of  the  oldest  pharmaceutical  businesses  in  London 
became  available  for  publication.  The  managing  directors 
of  this  company  are  pharmaceutical  chemists,  and  the  shares 
are  held  exclusively  by  registered  chemists.  One  of  the 
directors  is  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  and  he 
is  not  singular  in  that,  for  two  other  members  are  directors 
of  companies  owning  businesses  which  for  family  reasons 
have  been  incorporated.  There  are  many  others  in  phar- 
macy which  have  similarly  been  converted,  and  the  immense 
convenience  which  incorporation  is  in  the  settlement  of 
estates,  as  well  as  settling  business  policy  for  years  to  come, 
predicates  a  growth  of  this  practice.  With  tacit  recognition 
of  the  utility  of  company-law  to  legitimate  pharmacy  in 
Great  Britain  and  determination  to  abort  it  in  Ireland,  there 
can  be  no  prospect  of  legislative  co-operation  between  the 
two  countries  on  the  lines  of  the  British  draft  Pharmacy 
Bill.  In  connection  with  this  matter,  a  rumour  comes  to  us 
of  another  conversion,  not,  however,  in  the  retail  trade, 
which  will  be  the  largest  of  the  kind  that  has  occurred  in 
England.  Here,  again,  we  have  to  deal  with  historic  houses, 
and  although  none  of  the  burning  questions  are  involved  in 
the  conversion,  it  affords  another  "  sign  of  the  times." 

OUR   SEPTEMBER  TRADE. 

The  Board  of  Trade  accounts  relating  to  trade  and  naviga- 
tion of  the  United  Kingdom  during  September  show  that 
improvement  continues.  The  imports  for  the  month  were 
valued  at  41,764,491?.,  or  over  3|  millions  more  than  in 
September,  1901.  A  fourth  of  the  amount  was  manufactured 
goods.  The  nine  months'  imports  run  up  to  388,871,037/., 
an  increase  of  nearly  4|  millions  over  the  same  period  of  last 
year.  Exports  were  better  too — September,  23,809,101/.  of 
British  and  Irish  goods,  and  4,796,675/.  of  foreign  and 
colonial ;  for  the  nine  months,  209.513.671/.  and  49,348,686/. 
Chemical  imports  were  less  by  44.099/.  in  September,  and 
exports  94,415/.  better  (exports  are  about  double  the  value 
of  the  imports).  Scientific  instruments  show  increasing 
imports — e.g.,  660,795/.  so  far  this  year,  compared  with 
474,128/.  in  inine  months  of  1901.  There  was  a  fall  in 
quicksilver  imports,  but  the  year's  supply  is  not  far  short  of 
1901.  During  September  28.352  oz.  of  quinine  salts  was 
imported  and  valued  at  1,755/.,  or  about  Is.  2\d.  per  oz.  ; 
while  there  were  exported  114.020  oz.  of  English  quinine 
salts  (value  6,611/.  =  Is.  l±d.  per  oz.)  and  57,643  oz.  of 
foreign  quinine  (value  2,312?.  =  10^.  per  oz.  nearly).  The 
value  of  unenumerated  drugs  and  medicines  exported  during 


the  month  was  102,382'.,  also  an  improvement.  Export 
trade  in  alkali  was  better. 

THE   METRIC   SYSTEM  IN  PHARMACY. 

Sir  William  [R.  Gowers,  M.D.,  w'rites  to  the  Lancet  advo- 
cating the  employment  of  the  metric  system  in  pharmacy. 
He  quotes  the  fact  that  in  1904  the  apothecaries'  weights 
and  measures  will  cease  to  be  used  throughout  the  United 
States,  and  he  surmises  that  the  unwillingness  to  make  the 
change  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  is  due  in  some  measure 
to  the  confusion  that  would  arise  from  the  contraction 
"gr."  leading  to  dangerous  mistakes.  To  avoid  this  he  pro- 
poses the  constant  use  of  the  decimal  point  and  the  con- 
traction ,;  gm."  for  grams.  To  facilitate  the  transition  from 
the  present  system  he  suggests  that  the  grain  be  increased 
by  about  so  as  to  bring  it  to  ^  gram.  The  drachm 
would  then  be  4  grams,  and  the  ounce  32  grams.  As 
regards  liquid  measure  the  difference  is  greater,  the  cubic 
centimetre  being  nearly  17  minims  (16  96),  but  by  increasing 
the  minim  by  about  ^s  it  would  bear  the  same  relation  to 
the  cubic  centimetre  as  the  grain  bears  to  the  gram.  This 
would  entail  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  fluid  drachm 
and  fluid  ounce,  but  Sir  William  Gowers  does  not  think  this 
objection  of  great  importance,  and  it  would  scarcely  affect 
dosage.  A  system  would  thus  be  in  use  in  which  the  gram 
consisted  of  15  gr.  and  the  cubic  centimetre  of  16  minims, 
and  thus  the  two  systems  would  be  interchangeable,  allowing 
of  the  practical  recognition  of  both,  and  thereby  enabling 
judgment  to  be  matured  by  experience. 

A  MANAGER'S  SALARY. 

An  insurance  inspector,  waiting  to  the  Hull  Billy  News 
regarding  the  discussion  on  co-operative  trading,  relates  a 
circumstance  apropos  of  the  subject  which  has  lately  come 
within  his  knowledge.  A  young  man,  26  years  of  age,  had 
applied  to  the  insurance  company  that  week  for  a  spare-time 
agency.  The  applicant  is  a  qualified  chemist  who  left  his 
situation  to  go  to  South  Africa  as  a  dispenser  to  the 
forces,  and  on  his  return  he  is  unable  to  find  employ- 
ment. A  "big  firm  of  chemists  "  offered  him  25s.  a  week  to 
go  to  a  neighbouring  town,  to  manage  a  shop  there.  The 
writer  points  to  this  circumstance  as  a  fair  example  of  the 
soul,  and  salary,  destroying  propensities  of  trusts,  monopolies, 
or  whatever  they  may  be  called.  We  have  some  hesitancy 
in  accepting  the  statement  that  a  qualified  chemist  of  good 
character  finds  a  difficulty  in  obtaining  a  situation.  The 
general  outcry  indicates  that  there  are  more  vacancies  than 
assistants,  and  there  are  few  qualified  chemists  nowadays, 
we  imagine,  who  would  be  offered  25s.  a  week  outdoors. 

PRESERVE  US! 

Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley,  chemist  to  the  U.S.A.  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture, and  a  probable  future  President  of  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry,  is  one  of  the  biggest  and  busiest  men  in 
his  country.  A  correspondent  of  the  Times  tells  what  Dr. 
Wiley  thinks  of  a  boarding-house  which  is  to  be  founded 
there  on  scientific  principles.  It  is  to  be  a  practical  attempt, 
with  the  authority  of  Congress,  to  settle  what  is  good  to  eat 
and  drink  and  what  is  not.  A  dozen  persons,  not  lower 
animals,  are  to  board  in  the  place.  They  will  get  food  treated 
with  the  common  preservatives  (borax,  salt,  and  what  not). 
Each  man  and  woman  (we  suppose  there  will  be  both,  else  how 
can  these  twelve  people  keep  happy  ?)  will  record  what  he 
or  she  feels  under  this  scientific  dietary,  and  the  boarding- 
house  keepers  will  make  notes  about  the  food  consumed, 
temperature  of  boarders,  weight  increase,  and  so  on,  exactly 
as  Lawes  and  Gilbert  did  with  their  cattle.  The  boarders 
will  not  know  when  they  have  pure  food  and  adulterated  or 
preserved  stuff.  They  must  solemnly  swear  not  to  dine  out, 
and  if  they  happen  to  "  see  a  man  "  anywhere  they  must 
not  wink.  There  is  a  basis  for  some  good  being  got  out  of 
the  experiment,  which  is  intended  to  assist  the  Legislature 
in  framing  food-adulteration  laws. 
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Apothecaries  Act. 

An  Irreconcilable. 

On  October  2,  at  the  Halifax  County  Court,  before  Judge 
Cadman,  George  Pearson,  North  Parade,  Halifax,  appeared 
on  a  judgment  summons,  issued  at  the  instance  of  the  Society 
of  Apothecaries,  to  show  cause  why  he  had  not  paid  a  penalty 
of  20/.,  recently  imposed  by  the  Court  in  an  action  brought 
by  the  Society  for  wrongly  practising  as  an  apothecary. 
Subsequently  the  Court  ordered  payment  of  the  20/.  by  in- 
stalments of  11.  a  month,  and  he  had  not  paid.  Mr.  W.  E. 
Willans,  who  appeared  for  the  Society,  said  the  defendant 
was  still  carrying  on  business  in  defiance  of  the  judgment 
of  the  Court.  Pearson  was  examined,  and  admitted  that  he 
had  issued  a  circular  about  the  town,  in  which  the  following 
statements  occurred  : — 

Pro  Bono  Publico. — Public  rejoicing  in  Halifax.  Pearson  has 
started  business  again  as  manager  for  a  medicine- vending,  sight- 
testing,  tooth-eslracting  trade,  &c.  Of  course,  everyone  knows 
Pearson,  who  is  not  an  apothecary,  so  he  examines  you  for 
nothing,  and  gives  his  advice  for  what  it's  worth,  instead  of 
charging  for  it,  whether  worth  anything  or  nothing  This  is  a 
scientifically-combined  system  of  practical  medicine,  not  a  two- 
and-sixpenny  single  small  bottle  call-again-to-morrow  ruinous 
treatment  without  guarantee  of  cure,  but  a  real  Harrogate-at- 
Home  arrangement,  being  an  almost  complete  armamentarium 
of  domestic  medicine,  and  practically  the  Doctor  at  Home,  with 
printed  exhaustive  literature  giving  everyone  the  power  to  main- 
tain their  own  health,  and  promote  happiness  from  the  cradle  to 
the  grave,  if  all  instructions  and  advice  be  faithfully  acted  up  to. 

Cross-examined,  Pearson  said  the  business  was  not  his, 
but  his  wife's,  and  both  he  and  his  wife  were  largely  de- 
pendent upon  charity. 

Eventually  the  debtor  promised  to  do  his  best  to  pay  4s.  a 
month,  and  the  summons  was  adjourned. 


Excise  Act. 

A  Question  of  Liability. 

The  Natural  Food  Company,  of  Patriot  Square,  Hackney, 
was  summoned  by  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue  at 
Worship  Street  Police  Court,  on  October  2,  for  having  sold  a 
substitute  for  coffee  or  chicory  without  it  being  stamped 
wTith  a  label  denoting  the  duty  payable  on  the  same.  Mr. 
Hawkins  (for  the  Excise)  said  the  matter  came  before  the 
Court  as  a  test-case  to  have  it  decided  whether  the  article  in 
question  came  within  the  Inland  Revenue  Act,  1882,  as 
liable  to  duty.  The  article  in  question  was  known  as 
l;  Brunack,"  and  was  put  up  and  sold  by  the  defendant 
company  in  J-lb.  packets.  Under  the  Act  any  substitute  for 
coffee  or  chicory  was  liable  to  a  stamp-duty  of  \d,.  per  \  lb. 
Correspondence  had  taken  place  between  the  Commissioners 
and  the  company,  the  latter  denying  that  the  article  was  a 
substitute  for  coffee.  Evidence  of  the  purchase  of  a  packet 
of  the  article  was  given,  and  the  packet  was  handed  up. 

Mr.  Schultess  Young,  who  appeared  for  the  defence,  pointed 
out  that  no  words  advertising  it  as  a  substitute  for  coffee 
or  any  reference  to  coffee  appeared  on  it.  But  the  directions 
for  preparation  were  read,  and  it  was  said  that  they  were  in 
all  respects  the  same  as  those  for  the  preparation  of  coffee. 
Hot  water,  boiling  milk,  and  sugar  to  taste  were  requisites, 
and  it  was  said  to  be  excellent  at  breakfast. 

Mr.  Proctor,  an  analyst  at  the  Government  laboratory,  said 
the  contents  of  the  packet  had  the  appearance  of  coarse 
ground  coffee,  but  he  had  analysed  it,  and  found  it  to  be 
roasted  barley. 

Mr.  Young  said  there  was  a  very  great  distinction  between 
the  intentions  of  the  Act  and  the  preparation  in  question. 
It  was  prepared  as  a  beverage,  and  might  be  used  by  persons 
who  could  not  or  should  not  take  tea  or  coffee.  Cocoa  was 
a  beverage  similarly  useful,  but  he  urged  that  no  one 
suggested  it  was  a  substitute  for  coffee.  If  so  it  would  be 
dutiable,  yet  it  was  often  taken  instead  of  coffee. 

The  Magistrate  remarked  that  the  smell  of  the  ground 
article  was  more  like  coffee  than  was  the  liquid  obtained 
from  it  after  boiling — a  sample  being  handed  up. 

Mr.  Peter  Tyrer,  managing  director  of  the  company,  said 


"  Brunack  "  had  a  "  caramelised  "  flavour,  due  to  the  sugar  in 
the  barley.  Coffee  had  the  same  flavour,  but  cocoa  had  not. 
This  was  barley  roasted  and  ground. 

Dr.  Thomas  Richard  Allinson  was  also  called  for  the  defence, 
and  said  that  he  had  invented  the  process  of  roasting  these 
food  products,  and  the  article  in  question  was  prepared  as  a 
beverage,  as  tea  and  coffee  were  stimulants  and  injurious. 

The  Magistrate  held  that  the  product  was  a  substitute 
liable  to  duty,  and  imposed  the  nominal  penalty  of  20*.  and 
3/.  3j.  costs.  He  felt  sure  the  company  would  not  suffer  by 
his  decision. 


Factory  Acts. 

Messrs.  William  Bostock  &  Sons,  wholesale  druggists- 
and  drysalters,  of  Ashton-under-Lyne,  were  fined  2<.  6d.  and 
costs  on  September  30  (under  the  Factory  Act)  for  failing 
to  enter  in  the  register  particulars  as  to  the  lime-washing  of 
their  factory  on  September  1. 

An  Unguarded  Labeller. 
At  the  Blackburn  Police  Court  on  October  2,  Joseph  Henry 
Needham,  chemist  and  druggist,  49  King  William  Street, 
Blackburn,  was  summoned  for  allowing  a  young  person  to 
label  bottles  of  soda  water  in  his  factory  without  the 
prescribed  gua-d.  The  Inspector  deposed  that  on  a  visit  to 
defendant's  workshop  he  saw  a  lad  labelling  soda-water 
bottles  without  a  face-guard,  about  which,  when  questioned, 
the  lad  declared  he  had  had  no  instructions.  Mr.  Knowles, 
for  the  defence,  said  Mr.  Needham  had  done  everything  in 
his  power  to  ensure  the  wearing  of  the  masks,  and  had 
frequently  warned  his  workpeople  when  he  saw  them  without 
guards.  After  Mr.  Needham  had  given  evidence  the  Bench 
said  they  considered  a  technical  offence  had  been  committed, 
and  they  thought  that  payment  of  costs  would  meet  the  case. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

A  Standard  for  Pepper. 

The  Liverpool  Stipendiary,  Mr.  W.  J.  Stewart,  had  before 
him  on  October  1  a  case  in  which  a  shopkeeper  was 
summoned  for  selling  white  pepper  which,  according  to 
Mr.  Collingwood  Williams,  the  analyst,  was  adulterated  with 
7  per  cent,  of  bleached  pepper-husks.  It  was  stated  for  the 
prosecution  that  black  pepper  was  obtained  by  grinding  the 
whole  corn,  and  white  pepper  by  decorticating  the  corn,  and 
then  milling  it,  which  made  it  absolutely  free  from  husks. 
The  sample  in  question  had  the  husks  bleached  and  dyed, 
giving  the  appearance  of  white  pepper.  Mr.  Williams,  in  his 
evidence,  stated  that  out  of  522  samples  of  white  pepper 
analysed  by  him  during  the  past  five  years  only  49  con- 
tained bleached  husks.  It  was  contended  for  the  defence 
that  pepper  was  sold  in  different  grades,  which  varied 
according  to  the  amount  of  husk.  There  was  no  natural 
standard  for  the  article.  Mr.  Stewart  could  not  see  how  the 
analyst  could  arbitrarily  establish  a  standard  simply  because 
in  500  cases  450  samples  contained  less  husk  than  the  rest. 
He  could  not  make  a  standard ;  it  was  for  commercial  men 
to  agree  among  themselves  for  their  own  benefit.  He  dis- 
missed the  summons. 


County  Court  Cases. 

A  Successful  Interpleader. 

At  Margate  County  Court  on  October  2,  before  Sir  W.  L- 
Selfe,  an  interpleader  case  was  heard  in  which  Mr.  John 
Anstee  Lonsdale,  a  retired  chemist,  of  Hastings  (and  for- 
merly in  business  at  High  AVycombe),  was  the  claimant. 
The  execution  creditors,  Messrs.  Jackson  &  Co.,  of  Bishop's 
Road,  Paddington,  W.,  had  obtained  judgment  in  the  Mary- 
lebone  County  Court  against  Mr.  Chas.  Griffiths,  chemist 
and  druggist,  of  Bishop's  Road.  Paddington,  for  14/.  odd, 
balance  of  an  account  for  39/.  The  furniture  in  Mr. 
Griffiths's  house  was  removed  to  Cecil  Square,  Margate, 
where  Mr.  Griffiths's  son  was  in  business.  Mr.  Lonsdale 
contended  that  execution  was  levied  on  the  furniture  which 
belonged  to  him,  and  which  he  had  lent  to  Mr.  Griffiths 
and  afterwards  to  his  son.  The  solicitor  for  the  execution 
creditor  said  it  was  very  remarkable  that  Mr.  Lonsdale,  who 
was  no  relative  whatever  of  the  Messrs.  Griffiths,  should 
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voluntarily  give  them  the  use  of  his  furniture.  The  Judge 
agreed  that  it  was  a  very  extraordinary  story,  and  showed 
great  laxity  of  conduct  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Lonsdale  and  Mr. 
Griffiths.  Judgment  was  given  for  the  claimant,  without 
costs. 

The  Wedding-trousseau. 

At  the  Birmingham  County  Court  on  October  3,  Mr.  Richard 
Judd,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  George  Eoad,  Small  Heath, 
was  sued  by  Mr.  Wm.  Arthur  Burton,  a  chemists'  traveller, 
for  10/.,  money  paid  by  the  plaintiff  to  Mr.  Judd's  daughter, 
on  the  latter's  behalf  and  at  his  request.  The  evidence  was 
to  the  effect  that  the  plaintiff  was  a  friend  of  defendant 
and  family,  and  in  March,  1901,  one  of  the  defendant's 
daughters  was  about  to  get  married,  and  required  a  wedding- 
trousseau.  Plaintiff  advanced  her  sums  of  money  from  time 
to  time,  aggregating  10/.,  with  the  knowledge  and  consent 
of  defendant,  who  undertook  to  repay  all  that  plaintiff 
advanced.  Mrs.  Reading,  the  married  daughter,  and  her 
sister,  Lily  Judd,  both  corroborated  plaintiff's  story  that 
defendant  promised  to  repay  the  money.  The  defendant 
declared  that  he  entered  into  no  contract  to  repay  the 
money.  Plaintiff  advanced  it,  not  at  defendant's  request  or 
on  his  behalf.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  for  the  full 
amount  claimed. 

Pontefract  Chemist  and  Journalist. 

At  the  Pontefract  County  Court  on  Tuesday,  October  7, 
Judge  Raikes,  K.C.,  heard  an  action  in  which  Mr.  W.  R. 
Maud,  J.P.,  chemist,  Market  Place,  was  sued  by  Herbert 
Holmes,  a  local  journalist,  for  his  fee  for  taking  a  "  short- 
hand note"  of  police-court  proceedings  in  October,  19C0, 
when  Mr.  Maud  was  the  defendant  in  an  adulteration  case, 
and  won.    His  Honour  decided  for  the  plaintiff,  with  costs. 


Bankruptcies  anfc  failures. 


Be  Thos.  Henry  Lomas,  227  Crookes,  Sheffield,  Druggist  and 
Drysalter. — The  public  examination  of  this  debtor,  who  filed  his 
petition  in  consequence  of  an  adverse  judgment  against  him  for 
a  breach  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  was  concluded  at  the  Sheffield 
Bankruptcy  Court  on  October  2. 

Be  F.  H.  Bowman,  39  Victoria  Street,  'Westminster. — The  first 
meeting  of  creditors  was  held  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  on 
October  2.  Debtor  was  formerly  chairman  of  Bowman,  Thompson 
&  Co.  (Limited),  chemical-manufacturers,  Northwich,  but  retired 
when,  two  years  ago,  the  company  was  amalgamated  with  Brunner, 
Mond  &  Co.  (Limited).  He  subsequently  became  a  director  of  the 
Higher  Antley  Brick  and  Tile  Company,  and  attributes  his  failure 
to  losses  and  liabilities  in  connection  with  that  concern.  The  lia- 
bilities are  12,528/.,  of  which  8,371/.  is  expected  to  rank,  and  avail- 
able assets  1,846/.  The  case  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Official 
Receiver. 

Be  William  Spencer  Fulleylove,  trading  as  a  Chemist  and 
Druggist  at  152  High  Street,  Blackheath,  Staffs.— The  public 
examination  of  this  debtor  took  place  at  the  Dudley  Bankruptcy 
Court  on  October  3.  Debtor,  who  attributed  his  failure  to  depre- 
ciation in  business  caused  by  want  of  capital  necessary  to  enable 
him  to  keep  up  the  stock,  stated  that  his  capital  amounted  to 
125?.,  representing  50?.  advanced  by  his  father-in-law,  50/.  worth 
of  stock  given  by  his  father,  who  was  also  a  chemist,  and  25/. 
saved  from  his  earnings.  His  average  takings  amounted  to  about 
6/.  weekly,  on  which  he  made  about  25  per  cent,  profit,  and  his 
household  expenses  were  21.  2s.    The  examination  was  concluded. 

Be  Thomas  Blythman,  12  Elvet  Bridge,  Durham,  Drug-store 
Proprietor. — The  public  examination  of  this  debtor  was  resumed 
on  October  7,  at  the  Old  Elvet,  Durham.  At  the  previous  hearing 
the  debtor  had  been  ordered  to  furnish  an  amended  deficiency- 
account,  but,  as  he  had  failed  to  do  so,  the  Official  Receiver  now 
applied  for  a  further  adjournment,  and  this  was  granted.  There 
would,  the  Official  Receiver  stated,  be  no  assets  for  the  creditors, 
inasmuch  as  the  debtor  had  allowed  his  rent  to  get  so  far  in  arrear 
that  the  landlord  claimed  everything  upon  the  premises.  The 
debtor's  wife  had  removed  a  quantity  of  furniture  from  the  house, 
and  he  (the  Official  Receiver)  required  further  information 
about  it. 

Be  Edward  James  Francis  Garner,  Netherfield  Road  North, 
Liverpool,  Chemist  and  Druggist. — This  debtor  applied  to  Judge 
Shand  at  the  Liverpool  Bankruptcy  Court,  on  October  3,  for  his 
discharge  from  bankruptcy.  The  Official  Receiver  (Mr.  Gittings) 
stated  that  the  liabilities  amounted  to  292/.  13s.  llf/.,  and  the 
assets  realised  43/.  14s.    The  bankrupt  commenced  business  as  a 


chemist  and  druggist  in  Higher  Broughton,  Manchester,  in  1886, 
and  some  years  afterwards  removed  to  Douglas,  Isle  of  Man, 
where  he  purchased  a  business  for  1,000/.  In  1898  the  Douglas 
business  was  sold  at  a  loss  of  about  250/.  The  bankrupt  there- 
after purchased  a  business  in  Netherfield  Road  North,  Liverpool, 
where  he  continued  to  trade  until  his  bankruptcy.  The  Official 
Receiver  further  reported  that  the  bankrupt  had  continued  to 
trade  after  knowing  that  he  was  insolvent,  and  the  Judge  sus- 
pended the  discharge  for  two  years. 

Be  Richard  Hoult,  trading  as  the  Apollory  Medicine  Com- 
pany, the  World's  Trading  Company,  and  the  Unique  Trading 
Company,  4  Netherall  Road,  Doncaster. — The  public  examination 
of  this  debtor  took  place  at  the  Sheffield  Bankruptcy  Court 
on  October  2.  Debtor  stated  that  up  t)  ten  months  ago  he  was  in 
business  at  Rotherham.  He  started  with  a  capital  of  about  5/. 
five  years  ago.  He  had  taken  out  patents  for  various  things,  and 
had  advertised  largely;  his  expenditure  had  been  speculative. 
Since  going  to  Doncaster  he  had  spent  some  hundreds  of  pounds 
in  advertising  and  business-literature.  For  his  business-premises 
he  paid  100/.  a  year  rent.  He  admitted  that  he  was  in  difficulties 
when  he  went  to  Doncaster.  His  wife,  besides  buying  household 
goods,  had  spent  some  of  her  money  in  advertising  a  chemical 
pencil,  and  six  weeks  before  filing  his  petition  he  gave  her  a  bill  of 
sale  on  the  furniture  for  126/.  He  owed  her  more  than  that,  but 
she  had  given  up  her  claim  under  the  bill  of  sale.  Two  years  ago 
he  was  400/.  to  the  bad,  and  a  year  ago  he  was  153/.  to  the  good. 
On  the  application  of  the  Official  Receiver  the  examination  was 
adjourned  until  November  6.

Custom-house  Difficulties  in  Turkey.  — The  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  has  issued  a  circular  calling  the 
attention  of  exporters  of  drugs  and  chemicals  to  further 
stoppages  of  such  goods  at  Constantinople,  the  Custom 
House  there  requiring  exporters  to  provide  a  detailed 
specification  of  all  such  articles  as  therapeutics  and 
prophylactics,  including  patent  medicines,  soaps,  colours  and 
dyes,  perfumery,  kc.  The  absence  of  this  specification 
renders  the  goods  liable  to  confiscation,  which  is  now  being 
repeatedly  enforced  by  the  Turkish  Customs  authorities,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  compliance  with  the  order  is 
often  impossible.  The  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  has 
made  representations  to  the  Foreign  Office  on  the  matter.

"  the  word  '  parasites  '  was  regarded  as  liable."  I  submitted 
the  enclosed  labels  with  the  words  "  and  all  parasites " 
crossed  out,  and  another  complete  label.  The  Board  of 
Inland  Revenue  returned  the  labels,  stating  that,  as  now 
altered,  they  would  not  be  regarded  as  involving  liability. 
They  had  crossed  out  on  the  unmarked  label  "  from  all  im- 
purities." No.  2,  which  was  an  entire  label,  they  crossed  out 
"  from  all  impurities "  and  the  word  "  all "  preceding 
parasites.  From  this  you  will  see  that  the  mention  of  para- 
sites does  not  make  the  label  liable  in  my  case,  if  the 
■word  "  all "  does  not  qualify  them.

Mr.  Broadhead  Gets  the  Ladies'  Privilege. 
Sir, — In  reply  to  your  footnote  to  my  letter  in  your  issue 
of  September  27,  I  must  remind  you  that,  in  point  of  fact, 
the  House  of  Lords  did  not  say  that  companies  are  "at 
liberty  to  sell  poisons."  Your  footnote  should  rather  read 
■"The  reason  why  the  House  of  Lords  decided  that  'person' 
does  not  include  companies  was  that  the  policy  and  object 
of  the  Act  did  not  require  that  the  word  '  person  '  should  be 
extended  to  include  companies."  It  is  begging  the  question 
to  say  therefore  what  applies  to  one  of  the  five  offences  in 
the  section  applies  to  all.  That  is  a  matter  of  opinion,  and 
that  opinion  is  just  what  all  the  dispute  is  about.  The 
Judges  actually  said  that  if  there  were  not  safeguards 
against  the  sale  of  poisons  the  argument  would  have  been 
■extremely  strong  against  a  corporation  being  permitted  to 
■carry  on  the  business ;  therefore  the  reasons  which  the 
Judges  said  would  have  justified  them  in  extending  the 
meaning  of  the  word  "person"  to  include  corporations  do 
actually  exist  in  regard  to  the  use  of  titles.  The  illustration 
as  to  Batley  might  strike  the  superficial  observer,  but  it 
brings  forward  more  strikingly  the  fact  that  if  I  were 
charged  with  an  offence  [We  did  not  put  it  that  way. — 
Editor.]  (only  one  offence,  mind)  and  Batley  being 
exempt,  there  would  be  some  reason  why  Batley  was 
exempt,  and  the  reason  is  that  a  special  safeguard  is 
provided.  The  Judges  say  that  but  for  this  safeguard 
"  the  argument  would  have  been  extremely  strong  against 


myself."  Suppose  that  I  am  charged  with  another  offence 
in  regard  to  which  no  such  safeguard  exists,  the  ques- 
tion is,  "  Would  the  argument  be  strong  enough  to  secure 
a  conviction  1 "  Both  Lord  Selborne  and  Lord  Black- 
burn are  of  opinion  that  it  probably  would  be.  The  other 
Judge  (Lord  Watson)  says,  if  it  would  not,  he  thinks  it 
ought  to  be.  Mr.  MacEvvan's  paper  was  not  sufficiently  im- 
partial in  its  quotations  to  convince  me,  though  I  have  a 
perfectly  open  mind,  and  am  quite  ready  to  admit  I  am 
wrong  when  I  am  fairly  answered.  I  can  never  understand 
why,  in  a  question  of  this  description,  there  is  any  necessity 
for  the  impatience  which  is  being  exhibited.  It  is  an  im- 
portant question,  too  abstruse,  perhaps,  for  many,  but  well 
worthy  of  being  calmly  and  dispassionately  discussed.  I 
have  endeavoured  to  approach  it  in  that  spirit,  and,  as  I 
think,  nothing  can  be  gained  by  personalities.  All  I  ask  is 
a  fair  field  and  no  favour.  R.  Broadhead.

The  Federation  and  "  Pirates." 

Sir, — I  have  read  with  much  interest  Messrs.  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.'s  very  skilful  reply  to  Messrs.  Currie  and 
Merson's  letter,  and  I  shall  be  surprised  to  learn  that  the 
Federation  they  represent  are  satisfied  with  it. 

The  anti-substitution  advertisements  which  a  few  ill- 
advised  manufacturers  are  publishing  are  not  directed 
against  genuine  substitution  at  all,  and  it  is  impossible  to 
maintain  that  they  are.  For  actual  substitution  there  are 
efficient  remedies,  which  every  manufacturer  knows,  and 
which  many  have  used.  They  are  prosecution,  publication 
of  the  intention  to  prosecute  (to  possible  substitutors  only), 
and  price-protection.  These  attacks,  professedly  directed 
against  unfair  competition,  are  an  attempt  to  slur  all  com- 
petitors. The  legend  "  Ours  is  the  best"  is,  it  seems,  not 
emphatic  enough  ;  they  must  use  another — "  All  others  are 
bad " — and  only  considerations  of  policy  (and  possibly  the 
law  of  libel)  prevent  them  from  using  it  in  direct  terms. 
The  word  "  substitute  "  is  used  to  mean  everything  that  is 
not  theirs.  In  proof  of  this,  a  part  of  their  "piracy"  ad- 
vertisement, when  first  published,  contained  a  veiled  attack 
upon  a  firm  known  by  two  of  the  most  revered  names  in 
English  pharmacy. 

These  advertisements,  we  are  told,  cannot  injure  honest 
traders.  Those  who  work  behind  the  counter  are  the  only 
people  who  can  give  information  on  that  point,  and  as  one 
such  I  say  that  this  statement  is  untrue.  We  are 
getting  to  know  the  customer  who  has  been  reading  anti- 
substitution  advertisements.  She  comes  in,  keenly  alert, 
and  asks,  "Have  you  'Smith's  Stuff'?"  If  it  is  handed 
to  her,  she  takes  off  the  wrapper  to  see  if  it  is  right ;  then, 
if  the  lowest  store-price  is  charged,  she  is  satisfied.  If  the 
reply  is,  "  No ;  but  I  have  Brown's  and  Jones's,"  she  glares, 
sniffs,  and  flounces  out :  "  That  man  is  a  rogue ;  he  has  tried 
to  palm-off  something  else." 

"  Crude  and  impure  imitations  are  substituted  for  the 
genuine  '  Tabloid '-brand  products,"  says  the  circular.  If 
that  is  so,  why  are  not  the  substitutors  exposed,  prosecuted, 
and  the  facts  published  ?  Substitutors  have  been  punished, 
but  I  cannot  remember  a  case  in  which  the  substitute  was 
proved  to  be  "  crude  and  impure."  Indeed,  many  defen- 
dants have  proved,  irrelevantly,  of  course,  that  the  imitation 
was  quite  as  good  as  the  original.  If  Messrs.  B.  W.  &  Co. 
will  expose  half-a-dozen  cases  of  the  substitution  of  "crude 
and  impure  "  imitations,  it  will  go  some  little  way  to  atone 
for,  and  justify,  the  thousands  of  circulars,  &c,  they  have 
sent  out. 

The  advertiser's  sorest  point  is  the  smart  counterman  who, 
without  slurring  advertised  goods,  persuades  the  customer  to 
have  something  else.  It  is  hard,  perhaps,  when  the 
customer  is  nearly  won,  to  have  him  thus  snatched  away ; 
but  who  commenced  this  hard  game  ?  What  right  has  the 
advertiser  to  take  our  customer  by  the  ear,  while  he  is 
reading  his  newspaper,  and  persuade  him  to  buy  something 
which  yields  a  profit,  instead  of  what  it  pays  us  to  sell, 
with  the  untrue  statement  that  it  is  much  better  ?

"Pirates"  in  the  C.  &  £>.,  September  27,  page  49,  with  the 
original  in  The  Chemists'  and  Dbuggists'  Diary,  1888,  and  find 
five  verbal  alterations,  but  no  omission  whatever. — Editor.] 
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Sir, — As  the  chemist  in  business  referred  to  in  your  corre- 
spondence columns  of  last  Saturday,  I  venture  to  ask  you  for 
space  for  a  few  comments  on  Messrs.  Burroughs  "Wellcome  k 
Co.'s  reply  to  the  temperate  and  courteous  letter  of  the 
Federation  Chairman  and  Secretary. 

The  delegates  at  the  Dundee  meeting  were  representative 
men  from  many  towns  and  cities  ;  they  had  the  facts  before 
them,  and  were  quite  capable  of  judging  for  themselves. 
They  were  not  misled,  nor  will  they  or  others  be  misled  by 
the  latest  B.  W.  k  Co.  effusion.  A  considerable  portion  of 
the  letter  is  devoted  to  a  quite  superfluous  condemnation  of 
alleged  dishonest  substitution,  a  species  of  immorality  which 
is  not  defended  either  by  the  Federation  or,  so  far  as  I  know, 
by  any  individual.  The  attempt  to  show  that  we  must 
either  circulate  the  objectionable  leaflets  complained  of,  or 
we  must  submit  to  being  regarded  as  dishonest  persons,  or 
as  defenders  of  dishonesty,  is  too  transjjarent  to  need  further 
comment. 

Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcorae  k  Co.  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  their  literary  skill,  but  I  suggest  that  the  "  Imp  of  Dark- 
ness "  sheet,  stripped  of  literary  embellishment  and  put  into 
plain  English,  would  read  thus  . — 

Retailers  of  our  goods  are  persons  whose  honesty  is  not  to  be 
depended  upon,  and  the  public  are  requested  to  watch  these  people 
closely,  or  they  will  be  defrauded  by  them 

That  is  the  interpretation  that  most  casual  readers  will  pu 
upon  the  notice.  As  the  imputation  is  general  in  its  applica 
tion,  it  is  correctly  described  as  sweeping. 

The  letter  I  arn  discussing  contains  a  good  deal  of 
unctuous  moralising  of  a  Pecksniffian  kind,  or  perhaps  it 
would  be  more  correct  to  describe  it  as  the  smug  com- 
placency of  conscious  rectitude  sometimes  met  with 
amongst  Tjersons  whom  worldly  success  has  placed  out  of 
the  reach  of  paltry  temptations,  but  what  is  there  of  argu- 
ment ?  Two  illustrative  arguments  are  adduced.  We  are 
told  that  because  railway  companies  exhibit  notices  to  the 
public  to  "  Beware  of  pickpockets,"  chemists  therefore  ought 
not  to  object  to  distribute  notices  on  behalf  of  B.  W.  k  Co., 
which  instruct  the  public  that  the  good  faith  of  chemists  is 
not  to  be  trusted  This  is  sheer  nonsense.  For  the  purpose 
of  this  argument,  chemists,  as  agents  for  distribution  to  the 
public,  are,  in  their  relation  towards  the  manufacturers  or 
proprietors,  in  the  same  position  as  employes  are  towards  the 
railway  companies.  But  these  companies  do  not  warn  the 
public  to  guard  against  the  dishonesty  of  their  employes.  If 
B.  W.  k  Co.  issued  a  caution  against  some  persons  who  enter 
chemists'  shops  (or  other  open  premises)  there  would  be  an 
analogy. 

Again,  the  action  of  medical  societies  towards  members 
of  the  medical  profession  who  have  been  guilty  of  mal- 
practice would  be  pertinent  argument  if  the  societies 
advertised  to  the  public  that  there  are  unscrupulous  persons 
in  the  ranks  of  the  medical  profession,  and  advised  care  to 
avoid  misplace  of  confidence.  As  matters  stand  this  argu- 
ment is  worthless.  Further,  the  cool  appropriation  of  what 
was  said  (I  think,  by  Mr.  H.  AVippell  Gadd)  at  the  Congress 
of  the  Royal  Institution  of  Public  Health  in  support  of  his 
advocacy  of  uniformity  in  strength  and  composition  of  drugs 
is  highly  entertaining.  My  impression  is  that  the  author  of 
the  words  had  no  thought  of  the  B.  W.  k  Co.  products  when 
he  uttered  them. 

Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  k  Co.  have  so  widened  the 
area  of  discussion  that  the  point  of  my  communication 
to  the  Federation  and  of  the  resolution  passed  at  the 
meeting  has  been  lost  sight  of  by  them.  No  one  imagines 
that  we  are  in  Utopia,  or  that  sinfulness,  imperfect 
knowledge,  and  misfortune  do  not  exist  in  the  world. 
Wrong-doing  and  mean  and  shabby  practices  are  to  be  met 
with  among  a  few  in  every  grade  of  society,  possibly  (if  I 
may  venture  to  say  so)  even  amongst  manufacturers,  and  it 
is  not  claimed  that  chemists  are  formed  of  different  clay 
than  are  other  portions  of  the  human  race.  The  contention 
is  that  the  "  Imp  of  Darkness "  sheet  is  an  unnecessary 
exaggeration,  which  inspires  distrust  of  a  very  large  number 
of  men  who,  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  conscientiously 
discharge  their  obligations  to  the  public,  the  medical  pro- 
fession, and  the  manufacturers.  I  further  contend  that  the 
constant  instilling  of  suspicion  of  our  body  into  the  minds 
of  medical  men  and  the  public  tends  to  destroy  good-feeling 
between  ourselves  and  the  manufacturers.  Messrs.  Burroughs 


■Wellcome  k  Co.  live  by  the  confidence  that  is  reposed  in 
them.  Why  should  they  by  their  methods  of  advertising 
wantonly  deprive  us  of  that  confidence  which  is  as  necessary 
for  our  comfort  and  well-being  as  it  is  to  their  own  ! 

For  many  years  every  twopence-halfpenny  manufacturer 
wishing  to  inflate  the  vaunted  superiority  of  his  article  has 
warned  the  public  to  "  beware  of  spurious  imitations,"  and  it 
is  conceivable  that  in  the  course  of  time  he  has  ended  in 
believing  in  the  implied  charge,  and  if,  ont  of  the  many 
thousands  of  dealers,  a  stray  transgressor  has  been  found 
here  and  there,  he  is  corifirmed  in  his  view.  It  would  be  an 
interesting  experiment  if  one  of  the  principals  of  B.  W.  k  Co. 
were  himself  to  make  a  few  purchases  of  their  goods,  not  in 
working-class  districts,  where  tabloids,  kc.,  may  not  be 
known,  but  in  establishments  where  their  goods  are  most 
likely  to  be  in  demand  In  conclusion,  I  put  it  to  Messrs, 
Burroughs  Wellcome  k  Co.  that,  however  innocent  in  inten- 
tion they  may  be,  if  the  effect  of  their  action  is  to  inflict 
unmerited  injury  and  pain  upon  a  large  number  of  persons, 
the  request  of  the  victims  that  the  sweeping  charges  which 
constitute  the  offence  should  be  discontinued  is  a  very  modest 
one.

Sir, — My  experience  of  Burroughs  Wellcome  k  Co.'s 
correspondence  has  always  been  that  it  is  extraordinary 
verbosity ;  but  the  letter  in  answer  to  the  Federation  one 
beats  the  record.  It  certainly  would  have  served  their  pur- 
pose better  simply  to  make  an  apology  and  confess  they 
made  a  mistake  in  sending  out  with  their  goods  such  a  vile 
circular,  branding  chemists  as  pirates.  They  seem  to  forget 
how  they  started  business,  charging  the  public  1*.  for  2  dr. 
chlor.  potass.,  and  making  chemists  the  means  to  make 
dollars  for  them—"  to  which  they  have  devoted  their  lives." 
They  say  their  products  are  only  to  be  relied  npon,  and  in 
their  reply  quote  a  long  story  about  sulphonal  tabloids. 
Well,  my  opinion  is  that  sulphonal  in  tablets  is  a  mistake ; 
people  will  not  trouble  to  crush  them,  but  swallow  them 
whole,  with  the  result  they  are  hours  in  acting.  For  this 
reason  I  have  recommended  capsules  or  cachets,  which  act 
much  sooner,  and  I  have  a  right  to  do  so.  My  duty  is  to 
serve  my  customers  as  is  best  in  their  interest.  I  have 
pointed  out  to  medical  men  how  absurd  it  is  to  prescribe 
bismuth  in  tablet  form,  when  a  fine  powder  is  wanted  to  coat 
the  stomach  or  to  be  absorbed  quickly.  A  hard  bullet  is  not 
wanted  in  that  case.  B.  k  W.  may  think  me  a  sinner,  again, 
in  this,  and  fit  for  hanging.  The  fact  is,  tablet-medication 
is  overdone  ;  there  are  a  number  of  them  quite  as  absurd  as 
the  two  mentioned.  It  is  time  the  retail  chemists  should 
resent  and  put  down  the  arrogance  of  some  manufacturers, 
particularly  American  houses.  There  was  a  circular  sent 
out  by  the  Antikamnia  Chemical  Company,  with  the  vilest 
insinuations  against  chemists  that  could  be  imagined,  saying 
they  demoralised  their  sons  and  servants  if  they  did  not 
teach  them  to  push  their  goods.  I  am  sorry  for  our  country 
being  vulgarised  as  it  is  by  American  modes  of  conducting 
business.  They  talk  about  conscience,  and  charge  3;.  9d. 
per  oz. — for  what  ?  I  know  my  conscience  is  often  sore  at 
the  prices  we  have  to  charge  for  American  nostrums.  I  hope 
at  the  next  Federation  meeting  we  will  have  a  stirring 
debate  on  modern  business  tactics.  Yours  faithfully, 
Dundee,  October  8.

Sir,— The  contribution  of  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  & 
Co.  to  your  columns  this  week  prompts  me  to  point  out  that 
too  strict  an  insistence  on  their  exclusive  claims  to  the  term 
"  tabloid  "  may  have  certain  drawbacks. 

Some  three  years  ago  I  wrote  to  the  British  Medical 
Association,  pointing  out  that  the  word  "  tabloid  "  was  not 
merely  a  Grreco-Latin  monstrosity,  but  that  it  was  also 
claimed  by  a  certain  firm  of  wholesale  druggists  to  indicate 
their  goods  exclusively.  Hence,  once  a  physician  used  the 
title  '•  tabloid "  in  his  prescription,  he  prostituted  himself 
into  an  advertising-agent  for  a  drug-house.  Further,  as  the 
house  in  question  had  been  in  the  habit  of  presenting 
doctois  with  diaries,  !&c,  at  Christmas-time,  doctors  ren- 
dered themselves  open  to  the  charge  of  bribery  if  they 
specially  prescribed  these  particular  products  when  others 
of  a  similar  character  were  available.    Although  up  to  that 
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point  the  term  "  tabloid  "  had  been  freely  used  to  designate 
drugs  or  chemicals  compressed  into  a  particular  form,  the 
word  is  now  never  used  by  the  British  Medical  Journal 
except  in  its  advertising-pages. 

Again,  even  a  few  years  ago  it  was  no  uncommon  thing 
for  medical  practitioners  to  give  testimonials  in  favour  of 
■specialities  of  a  quasi-scientific  character,  such  as  Aletris 
cordial,  Angler's  emulsion,  Scott's  emulsion,  Mellin's 
food,  &c.  Now  it  has  become  more  than  an  unwritten 
rule  that  a  medical  man  shall  not  allow  himself  to  be 
■utilised  as  advertising  these  remedies,  even  although  the 
pamphlets  should  be  intended  exclusively  for  the  profes- 
sion. The  natural  inference  is  that,  if  the  point  be  pressed, 
no  physician  is  justified  in  using  the  word  "  tabloid  "  if  that 
word  is  insisted  on  as  the  trade-mark  specifying  and  par- 
ticularising any  given  firm  of  druggists. 

Again,  what  possible  justification  can  there  be  for  any 
practitioner  ordering  sulphonal  "  tabloids  "  ?  Do  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.  manufacture  sulphonal,  or  is  it  not  the  firm 
of  Bayer?  Are  not,  then,  the  sulphonal  tablets  of  every 
reputable  maker  identically  the  same  1  We  shall  be  told, 
perhaps,  that  B.  W.  &  Co.'s  compressions  are  characterised 
by  certain  metaphysical  properties  of  disintegration  and 
friability  over  their  compeers  ;  but  is  it  right  that  a  doctor 
should  subscribe  to  such  a  statement,  and  so  make  himself 
the  trumpeter  of  one  firm  rather  than  another  ?

per  oz.  in  5  gr.  tablets.  Howards'  hydrobromate,  in  powder, 
is  now  Is.  Id.  per  oz.,  and  the  valerianate  Is.  9^d.  per  oz. 
(each  in  100-oz.  quantities) ;  and  corresponding  advances 
have  been  made  in  other  quinine  salts  of  Howards'  and  other 
makers.  The  latest  business  done  on  the  spot  in  second- 
hands  was  at  Is.  Q\d.  to  Is.  Q\d.  per  oz.,  and  there  are  now 
more  buyers  than  sellers  at  the  latter  figure. 

Rhubarb. — A  quantity  of  high-dried  has  been  sold  this 
week  at  8%d.  per  lb. 

Sarsaparilla. — Jamaica  has  been  selling  at  from  Is.  31. 
to  Is.  4i.  per  lb.    Lima  is  not  to  be  had. 

Seeds. — Russian  Anise  has  been  sold  at  15s.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f. 
terms.  Dutch  Ciraways  steady  at  23s.  per  cwt.  Canary 
quiet  at  44s.  per  quarter  for  Turkish  and  Barbary.  Coriander 
sells  slowly  at  9s.  per  cwt.  for  MoroccD.     Cumin  firmer  at 
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20«.  to  22s.  per  cwt.  for  ordinary  to  fine  Morocco.  Fenugreek 
slow  of  sale  at  6s.  9d.  to  7s.  per  cwt.  Linseed  is  offering  at 
50s.  to  53s.  per  quarter. 

Senega. — The  market  is  still  strong,  with  rising  prospects. 
In  confirmation  of  our  prognostications  we  note  that  the 
London  branch  of  an  American  house  has  issued  a  circular 
in  the  following  terms : — 

The  market  is  practically  bare,  and  the  demand  active.  In  spite 
of  the  extreme  prices  offered  diggers,  there  is  no  evidence  that 
there  is  any  amount  of  root  coming  forward,  and  the  season  is  now 
drawing  to  a  close.  Our  shipments  have  not  been  over  25  per 
cent,  of  the  average.  Minnesota  and  Dakotas  are  no  longer  a 
factor,  as  the  land  is  now  taken  up  for  agricultural  purposes,  and 
the  same  movement  is  progressing  rapidly  in  the  Canadian  North- 
west. The  prospects  are,  therefore,  for  greatly  reduced  shipments 
of  this  article  in  the  future. 

Business  has  been  done  at  3'.,  and  3s.  2i.  per  lb.  is  the 
closing  price. 

Shellac. — Another  boom  in  shellac  is  reported.  The 
price  for  TN  orange,  which  was  quoted  at  105s.  per  cwt.  last 
week,  is  now  said  to  be  112s.  per  cwt.,  and  other  dark 
rumours  of  impending  upward  movements  are  rife. 

Spices. — There  has  been  more  doing  in  Zanzibar  Cloves 
this  week,  otherwise  business  has  been  rather  quiet.  At 
auction  on  Wednesday  a  good  supply  of  Cochin  Ginger  was 
offered,  but  there  being  no  demand  the  whole  was  bought  in  ; 
common  to  good  bold  cut  at  75s.  to  85;.  per  cwt.,  medium  at 
62  s.  61.  to  65;.,  small  at  52s.  to  55s.,  dull  washed  rough  at 
40s.  to  42s.,  Calicut  brown  rough  at  40s.,  and  small  rough  at 
38s.  Limed  rough  Japan  was  bought  in  at  35s.  to  37s.  per 
cwt.  Jamaica  partly  sold  at  42;.  per  cwt.  for  middling  dull 
bold  in  half-barrels.  Bengal  sells  slowly  at  42;.  per  cwt. 
Zanzibar  Cloves  dearer;  ordinary  dark  sold  at  4g^.  per  lb.,  and 
privately  fair  qualtity  has  been  sold  at  4^(2.  Fair  Penang  sold 
atiyi.  per  lb.  One  lot  only  of  a  parcel  of  good  red  Zanzibar 
Chillies  sold  at  40s. ;  common  stalky  bought  in  at  35s.  per  cwt. 
Pimento  neglected,  but  firmly  held  ;  only  2  small  lots  sold  at 
1\d.  for  greyish,  and  at  2,\d.  for  ordinary.  Black  Pepper 
quiet  at  6\d.  per  lb.  for  Singapore,  on  the  spot ;  for  distant 
shipment  the  market  is  rather  easier,  at  61.  for  January- 
March  steamer.  Lampong  was  bought  in  at  6^d.,  and 
Wynaad  at  6\d.  per  lb.  Singapore  white  was  bought  in  at 
10|rZ.  to  lQ\d.  per  lb,  for  fair  to  good  fair,  Penang  sells 
privately  at  9:1.  per  lb. 

SULPHUR.— A  Messina  report  states  that  during  the  whole 
of  September  the  market  was  very  firm  and  active.  Those  who 
had  sold  short,  seeing  the  hopelessness  of  a  decline  decided 
to  wait  no  longerand  covered  their  requirements,  thus 
causing  a  considerable  amount  of  business  to  be  done.  The 
Anglo-Sicilian  Company  sold  several  large  lots  at  full  prices. 
Prices  were  even  slightly  raised  and  encouraged  by  success 
still  higher  quotations  are  being  tried.  It  is  not  likely  that 
better  prices  will  be  obtained,  however,  as  most  of 
the  short  sales  appear  now  to  be  covered,  and  daily  arrivals 
of  sulphur  from  the  interior  are  increasing.  No  increase  in 
consumption  worth  mentioning  can  be  noted,  nor  is  any 
decrease  visible  in  the  amount  of  production.  Moreover 
money  is  becoming  dear  and  considerable  capital  is  now 
required  to  keep  large  stocks.  The  quotations  are  : — Best 
unmixed  seconds  82s.  9d. ;  best  thirds,  76;.  62. ;  and  refined 
block  sulphur  87s.  3d.  per  ton  of  13  Sicilian  cantars,  f.o.b. 
Befined  roll  sulphur  98s. ;  pure  sublimed  flowers,  102s.  ;  and 
current  sublimed  flowers  93s.  9d.  per  ton  of  20  cwt.,  f.o.b. 
The  exports  of  sulphur  from  Sicily  during  August  of  the 
present  year  and  last  year  to  the  leading  countries  of

COUNCIL  MEETING. 

THE  Council  met  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on 
Wednesday,  October  1.  The  Vice-President  (Mr.  J.  I. 
Bernard)  occupied  the  chair  :  and  the  other  members  present 
wer3  Messrs.  N.  Johnston,  Batt,  Kelly,  J.  Tate,  T.  M.  Moffitt, 
Simpson  and  Brown. 

Personal  Explanation. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  having  been  signed, 
The  Vice-President  said :  I  have  a  personal  explanation 
to  make. .  Since  our  last  meeting  a  very  serious  charge  has 
been  published  which  largely  reflects  on  your  Council.  Your 
Vice-President  is  alleged  to  have  betrayed  the  interests  of 
your  members,  and  to  have  prostituted  the  high  office  to 
which  you  elected  him  by  identifying  himself  with  "  the 
common  enemy  of  our  profession."  It  is  due  to  you,  and 
especially  due  to  myself,  that  you  should  have  the  most 
emphatic  denial  of  these  allegations,  and  I  therefore  now, 
without  the  least  hesitation,  declare  that  these  charges  are 
utterly  untrue  and  groundless.  Since  the  decision  of  the 
Court  in  the  case  of  Conyngham  v.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland,  many  of  you  will  remember  that  the 
policy  and  feeling  of  this  Council  towards  Hayes,  Conyng- 
ham &  Robinson  has  ever  been  in  the  direction  of  resuming 
friendly  relations  with  the  members  of  that  firm.  This 
policy  and  feeling  were  initiated  from  the  chair  I  now 
occupy  at  the  very  next  Council  meeting  held  after  the 
decision  in  the  case  by  ypur  President  then,  our  late 
lamented  friend  and  colleague  Mr.  Downes,  and  his  utterance 
may  now  be  described  as  a  "  Voice  from  the  Dead."  Those 
knowing  the  very  intimate  friendship  and  collaboration 
which  existed  up  to  Mr.  Downes's  death  between  him  and 
Mr.  Wells  will  best  appreciate  Mr.  Wells's  concurrence  and 
approval  of  Mr.  Downes's  views  expressed  in  his  presence.  I 
quote  the  following  extract  from  Mr.  Downes's  speech,  as 
President  at  the  Council  meeting  of  December,  1898,  reported 
in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  the  17th  of  that 
month : — ■ 

I  hope  that  in  refusing  to  give  in  on  the  point  without  the 
authority  o£  the  Court  we  have  done  the  best  for  our  licentiates, 
and,  although  we  cannot  say  it  was  friendly  litigation,  I  trust  we 
have  made  no  bad  blood,  as  there  was  no  personal  animus  in  the 
contention,  and  now  that  it  is  settled  I  hope  the  old  feelings  of 
goodwill  will  resume  their  sway. 

In  furtherance  of  this  policy  Mr.  Downes,  again  at  the 
annual  meeting,  nine  months  later  expressed  identical  wishes 
and  put  them  forward  as  emanating  from  "  your  Council." 
These  utterances  were  again  received  and  endorsed  as  before 
by  the  unanimous  approval  of  all  present,  including  Mr. 
Wells.  At  the  annual  meeting  last  year  Mr.  Kelly,  evidently 
accepting  these  views,  and  acting  in  the  spirit  of  friendship 
and  in  the  common  defence  of  the  interests  of  true  pharmacy, 
strongly  urged  the  Council  to  join  hands  and  cause  by 
embracing  as  our  friends  and  allies  such  genuine  dispensing 
firms  as  Hayes,  Conyngham  &  Robinson  (Limited),  Grattan 
&  Co.  (Limited),  and  Hamilton,  Long  &  Co.  (Limited).  His 
speech  was  applauded  and  unanimously  approved  of,  as 
were  also  the  remarks  made  in  the  same  direction.  Having 
now  shown  that  for  almost  four  years  the  continuous  feeling 
expressed  and  existing  at  this  Council  has  been  one  of 
conciliation  and  friendship  towards  the  firm  of  Hayes, 
Conyngham  &  Robinson,  and  towards  the  public  recognition 
of  their  standing  as  a  firm  of  legally  qualified  chemists,  I 
feel  that  neither  excuse  nor  explanation  is  necessary  for  my 
action  in  seconding  the  nomination  of  Sir  Thomas  Robinson 
for  election  as  one  of  the  twenty-one  members  of  your 
Council,  especially  as  I  was  simply  giving  effect  to  the 
wishes  and  views  which  I  have  alluded  to. 

Mr.  Kelly  considered  that  if  the  resolution  which,  he 
proposed  last  year  was  to  pass  they  should  certainly  register 
the  existing  companies.  As  he  said  at  the  time,  he  had  a 
horror  of  such  companies  as  the  Junior  Army  and  Navy 
Stores ;  but  in  a  case  like  that  of  the  Grattans,  where  the 
father  was  taken  away  by  Providence,  it  was  the  legitimate 
right  of  the  children  to  make  what  they  could  out  of  their 
father's  property.    He  was  surprised  when  he  got  from  the 


Vice-President  the  circular  in  which  his  (Mr.  Kelly's)  name 
was  introduced ;  and  when  he  read  it  he  thought  the  Vice- 
President  had  put  an  interpretation  oh  his  words  that  they 
did  not  bear.  He  never  meant  to  recognise  company-phar- 
macy as  a  legitimate  thing,  or  a  thing  that  would  be  acknow- 
ledged by  those  who  sent  him  there.  He  had  no  desire  to 
be  there ;  but  whilst  the  licentiates  left  him  there  he  would 
do  conscientiously  and  on  principle  what  he  believed  was  for 
their  benefit.  He  thought  the  Vice-President  might  have 
done  better  than  he  did  with  regard  to  this  matter. 

The  Vice-President:  My  feeling  is  that  you  had  not 
hand,  act,  or  part  in  the  concoction  of  the  circular. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  Certainly. 

The  Vice-President  said  he  had  intended  his  statement 
purely  as  an  explanation  to  the  Council,  in  consequence  of 
his  having  being  accused  of  acting  wrongly.  He  did  not  use 
it  for  electioneering  purposes,  because  it  would  not  be  pub- 
lished until  long  after  the  elections  would  be  over. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  That  is  my  desire,  too.  Mr.  Kelly  added  that 
in  the  course  of  the  discussion  at  the  last  meeting  on  the 
subject  of  making  elementary  chemistry  a  compulsory  sub- 
ject for  the  Final  examination,  he  said  that  theoretical 
lectures  could  be  got  by  their  students  in  Trinity  College, 
the  College  of  Surgeons,  and  the  College  of  Science,  but  that 
statement  was  not  reported. 

Mr.  Tate  said  he  thought  there  should  be  a  committee  to 
revise  the  reports  before  they  were  sent  to  the  journals. 

The  Vice-President  said  he  agreed  to  that  largely,  but 
there  had  been  no  complaints.  It  would  be  out  of  order  to 
discuss  the  subject  at  present ;  but  Mr.  Tate  could  give  notice 
of  a  motion  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Tate  said  he  would  do  so. 

Mr.  Ferrall  said  it  had  been  the  regular  practice  for  the 
President  to  supervise  the  reports,  in  order  to  see  that 
nothing  went  to  the  journals  that  would  be  prejudicial  to 
the  interests  of  the  Society. 

The  Vice-President  :  He  does  not  change  anyone's 
remarks. 

Mr.  Ferrall  :  No. 

Mr.  Simpson  Retires. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  R.  Simpson  stating  that  it  was 
not  his  intention  to  seek  re-election  as  a  member  of  the 
Council. 

The  Vice-President  said  he  was  sure  they  were  all  very 
sorry  to  hear  that  Mr.  Simpson  would  not  join  them  again. 
He  was  only  debarred  by  Mr.  Simpson's  presence  from  saying 
what  he  was  sure  the  members  of  the  Council  thought  re- 
spacting  his  hard  work  during  the  last  twenty-four  years. 
He  had  laboured  long  and  well  for  the  Society,  and  possibly 
he  might  see  his  way  to  coming  amongst  them  again. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  His  attendance  at  the  Law  Committee  was 
most  regular. 

From  the  Castle. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  J.  B.  Dougherty,  Clerk  of  the  Irish  Privy 
Council,  stated  that  the  Lords  Justices  had  decided  that  in 
the  case  of  Robert  Brett,  who  had  been  fined  for  an  illegal 
sale  of  poison,  the  law  should  take  its  course. 

Another  letter  from  the  Privy  Council  stated  that  the  two 
resolutions  which  the  Council  had  passed  in  favour  of  giving 
two  days  to  the  Preliminary  examination  could  not  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Lord-Lieutenant  before  the  end  of  the  month. 

The  Vice-President  said  there  were  eighteen  candidates 
this  time,  and  he  did  not  think  they  would  be  doing  wrong 
if  they  divided  the  examination  between  two  days. 

Mr.  Johnston  :  Have  you  ever  done  so  before  ? 

The  Vice-President  :  No ;  but  we  have  kept  the  candi- 
dates here  till  9  or  10  o'clock  at  night,  which  was  worse. 

Mr.  Johnston  :  I  think  it  would  be  better  both  for  the 
candidates  and  the  examiners  that  |the  examination  should 
be  given  two  days. 

The  Vice-President  said  he  thought  it  could  be  done,  if 
necessary,  without  waiting  for  the  assent  of  the  Privy  Council 
to  the  resolutions. 

Mr.  Ferrall:  The  candidates  have  not  had  notice  to 
attend  on  two  days. 

The  Vice-President  :  Then  we  must  leave  it  as  it  is  for 
the  present. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Inspector-General  of  the  Royal 
Irish  Constabulary  with  reference  to  a  list  of  registered 
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persons  who  had  died,  which  had  been  furnished  to  the 
Council  by  Sergeant  Kennedy,  of  Limerick. 

The  Vice-President  said  it  was  very  good  of  the  Sergeant 
to  have  sent  the  list.  Unfortunately,  the  rules  of  the  Con- 
stabulary service  prevented  the  Council  from  remunerating 
him. 

A  Temporary  Examiner. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Forbes  Watson  intimating  that 
he  would  be  unable  to  conduct  the  forthcoming  examination 
in  pharmaceutical  and  general  chemistry. 

The  Vice-President  said  that,  in  discharge  of  his  duty 
in  the  absence  of  a  President,  he  had  nominated  Mr.  David 
S.  Jardin  to  act  as  temporary  examiner.  Mr.  Jardin  was  one 
of  their  licentiates,  and  was  very  highly  qualified. 

Mr.  Moffitt  :  The  appointment  is  only  for  the  present 
examination  1 

The  Vice-President  :  Only  for  the  one. 

The  Metro.  Applies  for  Recognition. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  W.  Watson-Will  asked  that  the  Metro- 
politan College  of  Pharmacy,  London,  should  be  recognised 
by  the  Society. 

Mr.  Moffitt  :  Do  you  recognise  any  English  schools  ? 

Mr.  Ferrall  :  We  do.  We  recognise  the  schools  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  the  City  School  of 
London,  and  the  South  Kensington  School  of  Science. 

Mr.  Johnston  :  And  the  Medical  School  of  Glasgow. 

Mr.  Moffitt  :  There  was  some  talk  about  our  not  recog- 
nising any  more  schools. 

Mr.  Tate  ^  Of  course,  if  we  have  reached  our  limit  it  ought 
to  be  sufficient. 

The>  Vice-President  :  The  way  I  look  at  it  is  this.  I 
have  great  sympathy  with  anyone  seeking  to  pass  our  exami- 
nation, but  I  have  still  greater  sympathy  with  our  licentiates, 
who  are  debarred  from  presenting  themselves  at  the  examina- 
tions of  the  English  Society,  because  our  Preliminary  exami- 
nation is  not  recognised  by  it.  We  have  never  yet  recognised 
any  school  without  having  it  visited  and  reported  on  by 
someone ;  so  that  the  only  step  we  could  take  to-day  in  the 
present  case  would  be  to  order  that  to  be  done.  But  I 
cannot  see  why  we  should  afford  facilities  to  the  other  side 
that  are  not  afforded  to  us ;  and  therefore  I  think  the  answer 
we  should  give  to  this  application  is  that  we  do  not  deem  it 
expedient  to  extend  our  list  further. 

It  was  ordered  accordingly  that  that  answer  should  be 
given  to  the  application ;  and  that  the  same  answer  should 
be  given  to  a  similar  application  from  Mr.  F.  H.  Alcock,  of 
Birmingham,  asking  that  his  classes  should  be  recognised. 

Other  Business. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Kelly,  seconded  by  Mr.  Johnston, 
Mr.  Henry  Hunt,  of  the  Adelaide  Hospital,  Dublin,  a 
licentiate  of  the  Society,  was  unanimously  elected  professor 
of  materia  medica,  in  the  room  of  Mr.  J.  S.  Ashe,  resigned. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Vice-President,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Kelly,  the  following  were  elected  members  of  the 
Society  :  Messrs.  W.  A.  Berry,  Bundoran ;  W.  S.  Duggan, 
Dublin;  F.  T.  Hoey,  Rathmines,  Dublin;  Miss  Rose  T. 
O'Connor,  Cavan ;  J.  A.  Walsh,  Waterford ;  and  W.  Wright, 
Donnybrook,  Dublin. 

Reports  of  committees  having  been  disposed  of,  the  Council 
separated. 

THE  SOCIETY'S  SCHOOL. 
The  school  was  opened  for  the  session  in  the  evening  by 
Professor  Tichborne.    There  was  a  fairly  numerous  attend- 
ance of  students.    There  was  no  ceremonial ;  the  students 
simply  paid  their  fees  and  commenced  work.  ■ 


ANNUAL  MEETING. 
On  Monday  evening,  October  6,  the  twenty-seventh  annual 
meeting  of  the  members  was  held  at  67  Lower  Mount 
Street,  Dublin.  There  was  a  numerous  attendance  of 
members.  The  chair  was  taken  by  the  Vice-President 
(Mr.  J.  I.  Bernard),  and  after  the  minutes  had  been  approved 
he  submitted  the  result  of 

The  Council  Election 
as  follows:  There  were  147  papers  returned,  of  which  130 
were  from  members  and  seventeen  from  associate  druggisfe. 


Of  these  voting-papers  three  were  rejected,  not  having  been 
marked  in  accordance  with  the  regulations.  The  result  is  as

Mr.  Bernard  announced  that  the  first  seven  gentlemen 
had  been  elected — namely,  Messrs.  .Beggs,  Wells,  Connor, 
Baxter,  Montgomery,  White,  and  Jameson.  He  asked  the 
meeting  to  elect'  a  chairman,  as  he  was  no  longer  a  member 
of  the  Council.  ' 

Mr.  Conyngham  :  Any  member  of  the  Society  may  preside 
at  the  annual  meeting,  and  as  you  are  in  the  chair  I  propose 
that  you  remain  in  it. 

Mr.  Bernard  :  I  would  prefer  not  being  proposed  to  the 
chair. 

Sir  Thomas  Robinson  :  I  think  you  are  bound  to  take  it 
until  your  successor  is  appointed. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  What  is  the  rule,  Mr.  Ferrall  ? 

The  Registrar  :  This  occasion  is  unique.  We  have  never 
had  such  a  one  before,  but  this  is  a  meeting  of  members  and 
associate  druggists,  and  if  the  meeting  wish  Mr.  Bernard  to 
remain  in  the  chair  it  is  quite  competent  for  him  to  do  so. 

Mr.  John  Smith  :  I  beg  to  second  Mr.  Conyngham's 
proposition  that  Mr.  Bernard  take  the  chair. 

The  motion  was  carried  without  dissent. 

The  Registrar  then  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Beggs  ex- 
pressing his  regret  at  being  unable  to  attend  the  meeting ; 
and  mentioned  that  Mr.  Beggs  had  telephoned  to  say  that 
he  would,  if  the  meeting  wished,  be  happy  to  continue 
acting  as  President  until  a  new  President  should  be 
appointed. 

The  Chairman  thereupon  remarked  that  the  meeting 
could  not  make  a  ruling  on  that  offer.    He  proceeded  to 

Report  on  the  Year's  Work. 
Gentlemen,  as  you  are  aware,  I  am  here  now  only  as  a 
member  of  the  Society. 

I  was  your  Vice-President 
up  to  a,  few  minutes  ago. 
Mr.  Beggs,  your  Presi- 
dent, found'  it  necessary 
to  send  in  his  resignation 
on  account  of  business  en- 
gagements some  months 
ago.  Since  then  I  have 
been  doing  my  best  to 
cany  out  the  duties  of 
the  office,  but  I  have  pre- 
pared no  address,  and 
can  now  only  lay  before 
you  the  facts  and  statis- 
tics which  have  been 
provided  for  me  by 'Mr. 
Ferrall.  .  In  the  Prelimi- 
nary examinations  of  1901 
the  candidates  numbered 
93,  of  whom  51  passed ; 
in  1902  there  were  99 
candidates,  of  whom  53 

passed.     At  other  examinations,  14  passed  in  1901  and 

II  in  1902.  The  total  number  registered  on  the  strength 
of  their  certificates  in  1901  was  65,  the  number  rejected 
was  42,  and  the  number  of  applications  was  107.  In  1902 
the  number  that  passed  at  other  examinations  was  11, 
the  total  number  registered  was  64,  the  number  rejected 
46,  and  the  total  of  applications  110.  In  1901  there  were 
68  candidates  for  the  Licence,  of  whom  39  passed  and  29 
were  rejected  ;  and  one  apothecary  was  registered.  In  1902 
there  were  80  candidates  for  the  Licence,  of  whom  31  passed 
and  49  were  rejected;  and  one  apothecary  was  registered. 
At  the  Registered  Druggists'  examinations  there  were  34 
candidates  in  1901,  of  whom  21  passed  and  13  were  rejected  ; 
and  at  the  same  examinations  in  1902  the  number  of  candi- 
dates was  29,  of  whom  19  passed  and  10  were  rejected.  At 
the  Pharmaceutical  Assistants'  examinations  in  1901  there 
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were  16  candidates,  of  whom  9  passed  and  7  were  rejected  ; 
and  at  the  same  examinations  in  1902  there  were  13  candi- 
dates, of  whom  10  passed  and  3  were  rejected.  In  1901 
there  were  191  members  of  the  Society  and  37  associate- 
druggists  ;  in  1902  the  numbers  were  192  members  and  38 
associate-druggists. 

THE  STATE  OF  THE  REGISTERS 

is  as  follows  :  In  this  year  there  are  registered  660  pharma- 
ceutical chemists,  as  against  643  in  1901 ;  261  chemists  and 
druggists,  as  against  278  in  1901,  being  a  decrease  of  17 ; 
507  registered  druggists,  as  against  492  in  1901,  being  an 
increase  of  15 ;  and  55  pharmaceutical  assistants,  as  against 
45  last  year,  being  an  increase  of  10.  The  total  increase  of 
names  on  the  register  this  year  is  25 ;  the  net  increase  last 
last  year  was  51.  The  only  decrease  we  have  had  this 
year  must  be  attributed  to  the  chemists  and  drug- 
gists ;  they  cannot  be  added  to,  and  must  decrease 
in  the  course  of  events.  The  death-roll  for  the  past 
year  includes  Messrs.  Christopher  Garry,  James  Hartford, 
W.  G.  Stratton  (silver  medallist),  John  Small woood  Ward, 
and  W.  D.  Porter  (a  member  of  the  Council) — all  pharma- 
ceutical chemists.  By  the  death  of  Mr.  James  Hartford  the 
Society  lost  a  firm  friend,  who,  although  resident  in  the 
United  States  for  several  years  past,  continued  to  take  a 
practical  interest  in  his  alma  mater ;  and  by  the  death  of 
Mr.  W.  G.  Porter  the  Council  lost  an  active  and  highly 
respected  colleague,  and,  I  may  also  say,  a  personal  friend. 
The  greatest  mortality  has:  been  amongst  the  chemists  and 
druggists,  seventeen  deaths  being  recorded.  Only  four 
deaths  amongst  the  registered  druggists  are  noted.  With 
regard  to 

THE  MEDALS, 

I  am  very  glad  to  say  that  the  gold  medal  has  been  won  by 
and  awarded  to  Mr.  W.  A.  Berry,  on  an  answering  of 
269  marks  out  of  a  possible  300 ;  and  the  silver  medal  has 
been  awarded  to  Mr.  A.  N.  Yoxall  on  an  answering  of  244  out 
of  a  possible  300.  The  qualification  number  of  marks  for  the 
gold  medal  is  240.  Mr.  Yoxall  exceeded  that,  but  according 
to  the  regulation  by  which  the  medals  were  instituted  we 
can  give  only'one  gold  and  one  silver  medal.  I  may  mention 
that  two  other  gentlemen  qualified  themselves  by  their 
answering  for  the  silver  medal,  but  have  not  received  medals 
for  a  like  reason.  Mr.  Ashe,  professor  in  the  materia 
medica  and  botany  school,  has  resigned,  in  consequence  of 
having  become  engaged  in  a  more  elevated  sphere.  With 
respect  to 

LAW  PROCEEDINGS, 

we  have  to  report  a  greater  activity  on  the  part  of  the  police, 
following  the  decision  of  the  Lords  Justices  in  March  last. 
Their  Excellencies  have  also  declined  to  grant  the  prayer  of 
a  memorial  to  reduce  a  penalty  of  51.  for  an  illegal  sale  of 
poison,  and  this  will  further  tend  to  promote  the  activity  of 
the  police.  I  may  add  that  at  the  last  Council-meeting  it 
w?s  intimated  to  us  that  the  Lords  Justices  had  refused  to 
mitigate  a  penalty  imposed  on  another  man.  With  regard 
to  our 

EXAMINATIONS, 

an  important  change  has  taken  place  in  the  conduct  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Licence  examination— viz.,  that  all  the  papers 
to  which  written  answers  are  required  are  set  on  one  day, 
under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector,  while  separate  days 
are  devoted  to  the  oral  and  practical  portions  of  the  exami- 
nation respectively.  Another  reform  which  only  awaits  the 
approval  of  the  Privy  Council  in  order  to  be  carried  into 
effect  will  be  the  extension  of  the  Preliminary  examination 
to  two  days.  This  is  calculated  to  relieve  the  great  strain 
on  youthful  minds  entailed  through  having  the  entire 
examination  on  one  day.  The  Practical  Chemistry  School 
had  18  students  last  year,  against  16  in  the  previous  year ; 
and  the  Botany  and  Materia  MedicaSchool  had  41,  as  against 
39  in  1901.  The  Theoretical  Chemistry  School,  on  the  other 
hand,  is  the  reverse  of  prosperous,  having  only  had  6  students, 
as  against  20  in  the  previous  year.  I  may  say  that  your 
Council,  having  found  that  the  Privy  Council  would  not  pass 
a  general  rule  that  all  candidates  coming  forward  for  the 
Licence  examination  should  produce  certificates  in  theoretical 
or  elementary  chemistry,  have  decided  that  in  future  no 
candidate  will  be  admitted  to  the  practical  chemistry  course 
of  the  school  held  in  this  building  unless  he  shall  have  taken 


out  a  course  in  elementary  chemistry  or  is  then  engaged  in 
doing  so.  That  order  is  not  to  come  into  force  until  July  1, 
1903,  in  order  to  give  the  present  students  an  opportunity 
of  finishing  their  studies.  During  last  year  your  Council, 
having  found  that  carelessness  prevailed  in  many 
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in  connection  with  the  compounding  of  medicines,  unquali- 
fied persons  having  been  allowed  to  compound,  and  whisky, 
porter,  and  other  beverage  bottles  having  been  used  in  the 
dispensing  of  poisonous  compounds,  addressed  a  memoran- 
dum to  the  various  hospitals,  which,  it  is  believed,  has  had 
a  good  effect. 

Your  Council  have  lost  the  services  of  Mr.  Simpson.  He 
retires  after  twenty-four  years'  active  service,  during  which 
he  did  his  best  for  the  interests  of  the  Society.  We  are  sorry 
to  know  that  ill- health  was  the  cause  of  his  resignation  ;  and 
I  am  sure  we  are  all  deeply  indebted  to  him  for  his  good 
work.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  Mr.  Berry  and  Mr.  Yoxall  are 
unable  to  be  here  to  receive  their  medals,  and  consequently 
I  have  to  ask  their  "  guide,  philosopher,  and  friend  "  (Mr. 
Ashe)  to  convey  the  medals  to  them,  with  the  best  wishes  of 
the  Council. 

Mr.  Ashe  said  he  would  forward  the  medals. 
-  Sir  Thomas  Robinson  said  it  was  a  great  pity  that  gold 
and  silver  medals  could  not  be  given  in  every  case  where  the 
standard  was  reached.  It  would  certainly  damp  the  enthu- 
siasm of  candidates  if  they  found  that  a  mere  chance  pre- 
vented them  from  receiving  a  medal.  Of  course,  if  twenty 
or  thirty  candidates  reached  the  standard  there  might  be  a 
difficulty  about  it. 

The  Chairman  explained  that  the  resolution  was  so- 
framed  that  the  Council  could  only  give  one  silver  and  one 
gold  medal. 

Financial  Statement. 

Mr.  Smith,  who  had  acted  as  Treasurer  during  Mr. 
Grindley's  illness,  submitted  the  accounts,  which  had  been 
audited  by  Messrs.  James  Brown  and  Robert  Simpson,  and 
from  which  it  appeared  that  during  the  year  625/.  18«.  had 
been  received  in  fees  ;  164Z.  17s.  in  members'  subscriptions ; 
and  31Z.  10*.  in  associate  druggists'  subscriptions.  The  ex- 
penditure consisted  of  202?.  13*.,  fees  to  examiners;  12)?.  to 
the  Registrar ;  law  costs,  102?.  14*.  9d. ;  and  47Z.  2s.  Id.  to 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist.  The  balance  in  the  Bank  of 
Ireland,  after  the  payment  of  other  expenses,  was  173?.  19a. 
The  amount  of  stock  in  the  bank  was  982?.  15s.  Id. 

Mr.  Conyngham  said  it  was  usual  in  other  bodies  to  supply 
the  accounts  to  members  beforehand.  It  was  impossible  t  i 
follow  details  of  figures  at  one  hearing.  Would  it  not  bi 
desirable  in  future  to  have  the  accounts  printed  and  copies 
laid  on  the  table  at  the  annual  meeting  1 

The  Chairman  :  We  have  never  done  that  here.  Perhaps 
it  would  be  advisable  to  do  so  in  future. 

Mr.  Conyngham  asked  if  money  was  dropped  in  law- 
costs. 

The  Chairman  :  Oh,  we  always  lose.  That  is  an  acknow- 
ledged fact.  We  never  made  a  tenth  of  what  it  cost  us  for 
prosecutions  in  any  one  year. 

Mr.  Conyngham  urged  that  if  they  got  the  statement  of 
accounts  it  might  be  an  inducement  to  subscribe  to  the 
Society.  It  had  been  in  existence  for  over  twenty  years,  and 
yet  out  of  nearly  1,000  registered  men  there  were  not  more 
than  200  subscribing  to  it.  That  spoke  volumes.  If  there 
had  been  500  voters  more,  it  would  have  made  a  great 
difference  in  the  result  of  the  election. 

The  Chairman  :  I  think,  Mr.  Conyngham,  I  must  keep  yovs 
to  the  subject. 

Mr.  Conyngham  :  I  am  only  speaking  for  the  good  of  the 
Society. 

Mr.  Kelly  :  I  hope  Mr.  Conyngham  will  try  to  keep  up  its 
dignity. 

Mr.  Conyngham  :  I  have  done  so. 
The  Chairman  :  Chair,  chair. 

Sir  Thomas  Robinson  said  there  was  a  good  deal  in  the 
suggestion  that  the  accounts  should  be  printed,  but  he  had 
never  known  a  more  contented  body  than  the  licentiates  of 
the  Society.  They  had  been  very  well  satisfied  with  what 
had  been  done ;  they  had  been  very  well  served  by  men  who 
faithfully  carried  out  their  wishes  ;  and  he  did  not  think  that 
money  had  ever  been  spent  in  a  way  that  they  did  not 
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approve  of.  But  he  would  rather  see  money  spent  on 
additional  medals  than  in  paying  the  travelling-expenses  of 
members  of  the  Council.  From  what  he  saw  in  the  reports 
of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  he  was  afraid  that  the 
Councils  gave  very  bad  value,  for  frequently  there  was  no 
quorum,  and  after  members  had  sat  chatting  about  matters 
useful  to  pharmacists  they  ended  by  going  away  without  doing 
any  business.  The  statement  of  accounts  was  a  very  satis- 
factory one,  and  he  must  congratulate  the  Treasurer  on  the 
way  it  was  presented.  One  disheartening  feature  was  the 
number  of  the  members.  That  was  a  very  old  complaint.  In 
the  old  days,  when  he  had  the  pleasure  of  working  there  with 
the  Council,  they  had  to  contend  against  the  very  same 
thing.  It  was  found  impossible  to  induce  associate  druggists 
to  join ;  and  now,  when  times  had  changed  for  the  worse,  it 
would  be  very  hard  indeed  to  induce  them  to  come  up  and 
pay  their  guineas.  Still,  it  was  a  deplorable  thing  that  out 
of  1,430  names  on  the  registers  they  had  only  229  members. 
But  what  they  lost  in  quantity  they  made  up  in  quality. 
They  had  a  very  enthusiastic  constituency  who  took  a  deep 
interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  placed  their  con- 
fidence in  the  men  whom  they  selected  to  represent  them,  and 
members  carried  out  their  wishes  at  the  poll  in  a  very  satis- 
factory and  enthusiastic  manner.  He  certainly  thought  the 
Council  was  to  be  congratulated  on  receiving  the  hearty 
support  of  their  constituency.  There  was  nothing  more 
consoling  to  men  who  gave  their  services  for  nothing  than  to 
find  that  their  constituency  thoroughly  appreciated  their 
services  and  returned  them  with  such  solid  voting  as  they  had 
had  exemplified  that  night.  He  moved  that  the  accounts  be 
adopted. 

Mr.  Smith  said  that  before  that  motion  was  put  he  wished 
to  explain  that  only  22.'.  per  annum  was  voted  for  the 
travelling-expenses  of  country  members,  and  that  did  not 
cover  their  travelling-expenses.  They  were  out  of  pocket, 
and  were  only  paid  in  proportion  to  what  they  spent. 

Sir  Thomas  Robinson  :  I  am  sure  the  money  is  very  wisely 
administered. 

Mr.  Smith  said  he  did  not  suppose  there  was  any  objection 
to  printing  the  accounts  except  in  connection  with  the  matter 
of  time.  The  account  ended  on  September  30,  and  there 
were  only  a  few  days  to  get  it  drawn  up. 

Mr.  Kelly  seconded  the  motion  for  the  adoption  of  the 
accounts,  and  it  was  passed  unanimously. 

Mr.  Bernard  and  Company-pharmacy. 

The  Chairman  :  There  is  only  one  other  matter  that  I 
wish  to  bring  before  you,  and  it  is  a  personal  explanation. 
Since  our  last  annual  meeting,  and  in  connection  with  the 
election  which  has  just  been  decided,  many  statements  have 
been  made  which  were  not  in  accordance  with  fact.  Mr. 
Bernard  then  repeated  the  substance  of  his  speech  at 
the  Council-meeting  (page  642),  and  proceeded  to  say :  This 
declaration  I  have  already  placed  before  your  Council ;  and 
I  do  so  again ;  and  I  defy  any  man,  either  here  or  outside  of 
this  room,  to  prove  or  show  that  I  am  in  favour  of  company- 
pharmacy.  I  am  not,  and  never  have  been  ;  all  my  actions 
have  been  to  the  contrary  ;  but  I  have  been  misrepresented 
in  this  matter.  A  march  has  been  stolen  on  me,  the  result 
of  which  was  that  a  great  many  members  believed  the  state- 
ment of  two  members,  especially  when  they  attached,  with- 
out warrant,  the  names  of  five  other  men  to  it.  They 
believed  it,  and  the  result  is  that  I  have  been  paid  the  com- 
pliment, after  ten  years'  service,  of  being  considered  not 
worthy  of  your  confidence.  I  defy  any  man  to  show,  by  my 
action  at  your  Council  or  by  my  action  outside  it,  that  I 
ever  by  hand,  act,  or  part  favoured  company-pharmacy.  I 
know  that  it  was  a  very  clever  election-cry  which  obtained 
three  days'  advance  of  the  truth  ;  and  I  also  know  that  it 
was  a  snatched  vote  on  a  false  issue. 

Dr.  McWalter  proposed  the  following  resolution  : — 

That  this  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  condemns  the 
attack  on  our  Vice-President,  Mr  Bernard. 

He  said  he  was  strongly  of  opinion  that,  although  the 
election  had  been  carried  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  certain 
members  of  Council,  it  was  not  at  all  improbable  that  the 
effect  of  it  would  be  that  the  constitution  of  the  Society 
would  be  reviewed  before  Parliament.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  was  founded  by  charter  for  the  con-  I 
venience  of  the  public.    At  present  it  had  not  one  of  the  I 


large  chemists'  shops  in  Belfast,  or  Cork,  or  Dublin  repre- 
sented in  that  Society,  so  that  the  Society  could  not  claim 
to  represent  the  chemists  of  Ireland.  Therefore  it  had  no 
raison-d'etre.  In  the  ordinary  course,  Mr.  Bernard,  their 
Vice-President,  would  have  succeeded  to  the  chair ;  and  yet 
he  had  not  been  elected  on  the  Council.  Mr.  Bernard  was 
no  more  a  friend  of  his  than  was  Mr.  Wells,  but  he  did  take 
strong  exception  to,  and  held  that  it  was  utterly  unconsti- 
tutional for  any  member  of  the  Society  to  do  what  Mr. 
Vincent  Johnston  did  in  his  letter  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  September  27.  Dr.  McWalter  also  mentioned 
with  regret  that  not  a  single  Catholic  was  on  the  Council  of 
the  Society  representing  the  province  of  Leinster.  This 
was  a  matter  that  he  would  have  brought  before  Parliament, 
and  he  would  bring  it  before  the  National  League.  ("  Oh, 
oh,"  and  laughter.) 

Mr.  Kelly  :  Is  this  in  order  1 

Dr.  McWalter  :  I  think  I  am  quite  justified  in  discussing 
the  policy  of  this  body.  Why  was  my  friend  (Mr.  CahiH) 
excluded  from  Mr.  Johnson's  letter  ?  He  is  not  a  member  of 
a  company.  I  say  advisedly  and  emphatically  that  I  shall 
bring  it  before  Parliament.  Am  I  to  be  deemed  a  pariah  in 
my  own  city  .'  Why  should  members  of  certain  religious  and 
political  opinions  be  excluded  1 

A  Member  :  Mr.  White  is  on  the  Council. 

Dr.  McWalter:  And  a  very  excellent  man:  but  there  is 
no  Catholic  on  from  Leinster.  There  were  700  registered 
druggists  holding  certificates  from  the  Society,  and  only 
thirty  were  subscribers.  Why  ?  Because  they  have  absolutely 
no  confidence  in  the  constitution  of  this  body.  (Oh !)  It 
is  due  to  our  Vice-President  that  we  should  express  our  views 
about  his  being  discarded.  If  Mr.  Bernard  is  connected  with 
company-pharmacy,  it  is  no  harm  to  express  our  views  on  the 
subject. 

The  Chairman  :  I  have  already  disavowed  in  the  strongest 
that  I  have  any  interest  in  company-pharmacy. 

Mr.  Conyngham  :  I  hope  we  will  keep  our  heads  cool 
to-night ;  but  I  think  we  should  keep  to  the  point,  and  what- 
ever we  say  should  be  straight  and  strong.  (Laughter.) 

Dr.  McWalter  again  read  the  resolution  which  he  pro- 
posed. 

Mr.  D.  O'Sullivan  (Rathmines)  seconded  it. 

Dr.  Walsh  said  that  Mr.  Bernard  had  given  a  lot  of  his 
time  to,  and  did  good  service  for,  the  Society,  both  in  London 
and  in  Dublin,  and  the  blow  now  administered  to  that  gentle- 
man was  very  severe  and  very  undeserved.  He  had  very 
much  pleasure  in  supporting  the  resolution.  He  must  depre- 
cate the  asperities  and  personalities  that  had  been  brought 
up  on  that  election. 

Mr.  Curham  said  that  the  resolution  would  not  do  much 
to  benefit  their  business.  It  might  be  that  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent had  not  given  satisfaction  to  the  members  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  and  consequently  the  members  had  a 
right  to  vote  as  they  thought  best  for  the  interest  of  the 
Society,  not  only  in  Dublin,  but  in  Leinster  and  Munster,  and 
Connaught  and  Ulster.  He  regretted  the  statement  of  Dr. 
McWalter,  because  he  thought  it  was  not  in  accordance  with 
their  experience  that  any  man  had  been  refused  election 
because  he  happened  to  be  a  Catholic.  He  never  heard  of 
the  like,  and  he  was  older  than  Dr.  McWalter.  (Laughter.) 
Religion  ought  to  be  kept  outside  their  meetings  there.  He 
moved  that  the  resolution  be  rejected. 

Sir  Thomas  Robinson  said  that  Mr.  Curham  had  proposed 
a  direct  negative ;  it  was  not  an  amendment. 

Mr.  Curham  said  that  his  amendment  was  that  no  attack 
was  made  on  Mr.  Bernard. 

Mr.  Conyngham:  Dan  O'Connell  said,  "If  you  give  a  lie 
twenty-four  hours'  start,  the  truth  will  never  be  able  to  over- 
take it."  (Laughter.) 

Sir  Thomas  Robinson  said  that  he  thought  Dr.  McWalter 
struck  the  nail  on  the  head  when  he  said  that  the  fact  that 
the  druggists  did  not  subscribe  showed  that  they  had  not 
much  confidence  in  the  Council  of  the  Society.  He  was  not 
anxious  for  the  position,  as  he  could  make  more  money 
behind  his  counter  than  attending  meetings  of  the  Council ; 
but  when  his  friends  asked  him  to  allow  his  name  to  go 
forward,  he  did  so.  But  when  he  entered  the  lists,  Mr.  Wells 
came  back  from  "ploughing  his  lonely  furrow  "  like  Lord 
Rosebery — (laughter) — to  stand  at  the  bridge  like  Horatius, 
to  "save  pharmacy  from  utter  ruin."  Although  Mr.  We'li 
did  not  sty  as  much,  he  suggested  to  the  Society  that  if  he 
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(Sir  Thomas)  got  on  the  Council,  he  would  lead  the  other 
twenty  members  into  the  "  ignoble  paths  of  company-phar- 
macy." That  was  a  great  platform ;  and  so  the  election 
went  on,  with  the  result  that  they  were  all  now  aware  of. 
His  was  the  only  company  that  was  formed  in  accordance 
with  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  so  that  he  did  not  see  where  the 
opposition  came  in  ;  but  he  thought  Dr.  Mc Walter 
was  right — that  there  was  a  narrow  clique  there  who 
would  not  allow  anybody  to  live  but  themselves,  and 
that  a  man  dare  not  make  31.  or  4/.  a  week 
extra  by  opening  a  second  shop.  He  did  not  think  the 
resolution  was  needed,  because  they  knew  that  Mr.  Bernard 
had  always  acted  as  a  straightforward,  upright  pharmacist, 
and  when  some  of  the  pillars  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  their  ways  were  forgotten  Mr.  Bernard  would  be  recol- 
lected as  a  pharmacist  of  character  and  ability.  They  all 
knew  how  the  election  was  won  and  how  the  Council  was 
constituted ;  and  if  each  member  of  the  Council  when  he 
attended  the  meetings  left  a  qualified  man  behind  him  the 
attendance  at  Council-meetings  would  be  very  sparse.  The 
fact  that  Mr.  Bernard  received  sixty-three  votes  showed  that 
his  services  had  been  greatly  appreciated,  and  he  was  not 
dependent  on  the  men  who  formed  the  tail-end  of  that 
Society.  (Oh  I)  He  thought  Dr.  McWalter  might  now 
withdraw  his  resolution. 

Dr.  McWalter  said  he  would  not  withdraw  it  unless  the 
Chairman  appealed  to  him  to  do  so. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Conyngham  thought  the  resolution  should  be 
withdrawn,  and  he  would  ask  the  members  of  the  Society  to 
cease  bickerings  of  this  kind  and  to  go  in  for  obtaining  all 
the  good  they  could  out  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 

Mr.  Wm.  Jones  also  deprecated  the  indulgence  in 
personalities  at  meetings  of  that  Society.  He  would  ask 
that  the  resolution  should  not  be  put  to  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Conyngham  characterised  some  of  the  circulars  that 
had  been  issued  as  lies,  and  said  that  one  of  the  parties  to  a 
■circular  had  a  wine-merchant  in  his  business. 

Mr.  Wells  :  You  must  withdraw  that.  I  am  not  in  busi- 
ness with  a  wine-merchant.  I  am  the  sole  owner  of  my 
business,  and  you  have  no  right  to  say  otherwise. 

Mr.  Conyngham  said  that  Mr.  Wells  should  not  throw 
mud  when  he  was  living  in  a  mud-house  himself. 

Mr.  Kelly  thought  that  when  the  retiring  Vice-President 
■was  elected  to  the  chair  that  night  the  feeling  that  prompted 
it  would  be  accepted  in  a  kindly  spirit.  He  thought  the 
motion  should  not  be  put  to  the  meeting,  as  it  would  put  the 
•Chairman  in  a  false  position.  There  would  be  another  elec- 
tion next  year,  and  let  those  who  were  now  defeated  sharpen 
their  swords  and  come  on  again.  Let  them  drop  those  things 
that  would  cause  bad  blood. 

The  Chairman  said  he  was  quite  satisfied  with  the  expres- 
sion of  opinion  that  had  been  made  on  one  side  and  with 
the  silence  on  another,  and  he  would  ask  the  proposer  and 
seconder  of  the  resolution  to  withdraw  it.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Dr.  McWalter  then  withdrew  his  resolution. 

Mr.  Smith  having  read  the  statement  of  the  school 
accounts,  it  was  adopted. 

Thanks  to  Mr.  Bernard. 

Mr.  Simpson  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Ashe  moved 
a  cordial  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Bernard  for  the  admirable 
way  in  which  he  had  discharged  his  duties  that  night. 
(Hear,  hear.)    Mr.  O'Connor  seconded. 

The  Chairman  said  his  view  of  Mr.  Bernard  was  that  the 
Council  had  lost  a  good  member,  and  one  that  it  would  be 
very  difficult  to  replace.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Bernard  suitably  replied,  again  reiterating  that  the 
charges  made  against  him  were  false,  and  reasserting  that 
he  had  always  acted  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Society 
without  fear,  favour,  or  affection. 

The  proceedings  then  terminated.

I  "  See  that  bonnie  brown  hackle  and  these  bright  red-winged 
flies  ?  These  are  the  dainties  that  bring  the  small-mouthed 
bass  to  the  hook." 

They  certainly  were  a  bunch  of  beauties,  and  Mr.  George  J. 
Seabury's  angling  ardour,;  like  all  his  enthusiasms,  was 
infectious.  But  the  lakes  and  the  Susquehana  were  far 
away,  and  he  who  writes  these  lines  had  little  prospect  of 
fishing  them.  The  box  of  flies  admirably  served,  however, 
to  reveal  the  many-sidedness  of  Mr.  Seabury.  It  was  on  the 
eve  of  his  departure  for  New  York,  and  he  had  given  me  a 
bundle  of  literature  and  manuscript  about  anti-cutting  cam- 
paigns and  druggists'  combinations  in  the  United  States. 
"  The  material  for  my  speech  to  the  Glasgow  boys,"  he 
explained.  "  You'll  make  the  best  of  it.  Tell  them  I  wish 
them  God-speed.  They've  begun  well,  they're  on  the  right 
track,  and  have  the  matter  in  their  own  hands  for  settle- 
ment." 

I  outlined  what  is  to  be  done  at  the  Conference  in. 
London  next  month. 

"  That's  right ;  that's  right.  Reciprocity  must  be  the 
scheme.  You  are  in  the  same  position  in  Old  England  that 
we  were  years  ago,  and  you'll  have  to  fight  it  out  in  the 
same  way.  The  power  of  combination  is  great.  Why,  in 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  we  had  161  druggists,  and  they  were  all  as 
one  man  in  the  mind  to  stop  the  cutter.  A  department- 
store  started  a  drug-department,  and  the  161  went  and  told 
them,  '  We  are  161  families,  and  have  power  to  influence 
more.  We'll  not  buy  a  thing  from  you,  and  will  try  our  best 
to  prevent  others  if  you  compete  with  us.'  The  department- 
store  thought  over  it.  '  Yes,'  they  said,  '  we'll  gain  nothing 
by  this  ;  if  your  jobbers  buy  us  out  at  cost  we'll  stop.'  And 
they  did.    The  combination  told  ;  it  always  does." 

There  were  other  quite  recent  examples  of  the  same  thing. 
Naturally,  "  substitution  "  came  into  the  conversation,  and 
as  to  this  Mr.  Seabury  was  equally  emphatic. 

"  A  man  came  to  me  not  long  ago,"  said  Mr.  Seabury, 
"  who  had  a  good  thing,  a  well-established  proprietary. 
'  My  sales  are  going  down,'  he  said.  '  And  why  1 '  '  Substitu- 
tion,' said  he.  '  Yes,'  I  told  him,  '  but  cut-rates  are  at  the 
back  of  that,  and  as  long  as  the  retailer  doesn't  make  a  cent 
by  handing  over  your  article  he'll  sell  his  own,  "  just  as  good," 
whether  it  is  or  not.  Protect  his  profit,  and  the  druggist 
will  reciprocate.'  It  worked  so  when  he  tried  it." 
"  Is  it  working  generally '?  "  I  queried. 
"  The  leading  big  things  are  in  the  anti-cutting  game  now, 
and  many  of  the  smaller  fry." 

"How  far  do  you  go  with  the  doctrine  of  'no  substitu- 
tion '  1 "  was  the  next  question. 

'•  Why,  to  give  a  man  what  he  asks  for.  If  it's  '  Smith's 
cough-bottle,'  let  him  have  it,  and  make  no  attempt  to  push 
your  own  then.  When  the  manufacturer  ensures  the  profit 
the  retailer  should  reciprocate  by  meeting  the  demand  for 
the  goods." 

With  a  word  of  assurance  that  this  is  all  that  the  anti- 
substitution  campaigners  in  London  want,  and  a  sigh  for  the 
wide  waters  of  the  Atlantic,  Mr.  Seabury  gathered  his  hooks 
and  other  impedimenta  together,  and,  giving  me  a  firm 
hand-grip,  took  his  way  westwards.  ^apfxaKov.
